Raj* Hodi heard 
of her great fame, and while Uass&lu was out hunting, came and stayed with her a short time 
Raja Kass&lfl returned shortly after Hodi had loft and saw what had happened, and he pur¬ 
sued the intruder, fought with him aud slew him, and removing his heart and liver, brought 
them to his perfidious mistress, who proceeded to cook and eat them. She much relished the 
meat and then he informed her they were the heart and liver of her late lover, the Raja Hodi. 
Hearing this she flung herself over the precipice at the mouth of the cave. 

Arms and treasure are supposed to be hidden in the cave. The Gurkhas occasionally 
visit it for purposes -of worship. 

2 A tank or spring near Jhangi, about 3$ miles from Abbottib&d. In the masonry 
is an inscribed stone which apparently Las been brought from some other plane. A copy of 
this was sent to the Archaeological Survey, but it is no where to be found. 

3 A Buth or octagonal masonry pillar on the north sido of the road, 10 miles from 
Abbott&bud and six from Manshora. It is about 20 feet high aud stands on u square platform. 
25 feel- square and ( 5 ' 6 " high. It is probably an ancient land-mark : uotbing is known of ns 
history. A tree is growing in a crack ftt the top. 

3a. Another pillar of a similar kind, about a mile-and-a-balf from Mangal, a hundred 
yards from the road between Mangal aud Habibulla Gurhi. 

4. Ancient tank of stone, in good repair, at Mangal, which is halt w.ij between 
Muu slier a and Abbottabad. 

5 Ancient tank at Dhamtaur , 4 miles from Abbot tdlmd on the road lending to 
Murree. On one of tho banks is a tomb. The whole is surrounded by n lope «. r ire* s. Tho 
tank -i supposed to be of the lime of ihe Turks (&.■« Mirza A im B-g’s Hi.-Uei v of the Hazara 
District and Lulfii Hukb). The tomb is much visited Im Muhammadans, anil thoro is an

OBJECTS OF ARCHAEOLOGICAL INTEREST IN THE 


HAZARA DISTRICT. 


About 3 miles from Abbottiibad in the Surban Sills, is a natural 
silted up made of large blocks of red sandstone. The pathway to it is rather 
fl.o roof has caused petrifactions. The legend connected with 
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surface is the 12th. Both those surfaces are very rough, and in sorao places the letters are 
scarcely discernible. The third stone leans towards the north, and it is on this sloping sur¬ 
face the 13th and 14th edicts of Asoka aro inscribed. Flakes of rock having pooled oft,°much 
damage has been done to the inscriptions. The whole of tho inscriptions have been much 
damaged by the weather. 

The upper two stones wore first brought to notice bv Captain Leigh, Assistant Com¬ 
missioner ; ihe third was discovered by tho Archeological Survey in 1889. The inscriptions 
have been translated by Dr. Biihler of Vienna. 

The boulders are in custody of Government. They ought to be protected bo that no 
further injury should increase Hie loss tho inscriptions have already sustained from tho 
exposure of 2,000 years. 

7. Ruin# (<i ’in old fart and town, at, the village of Bhallu-la-i on the banks of tho 
Nain Sukh in the direction of Ilabibulla Garhi. The fort is said to be tlie ruins of one, built- 
by Raia Bhallu, of marble. It is now in utter ruin, and to restore it would bo impossible. 
(For further description, *ee page 391 of Mirza Azim Beg’s History of Hazara.) 

8. Other ruins miles from the staging bungalow of Habibnlla on a hill. There is 
no information about them. 

9. Ruins of the hoi or fort of R<i;a Sirkup or Raja Rass/vlu, miles from Shmleiari. 
Some gay, however, they arc* tho ruins of Bedadnagari. (See page 391 of above-mentioned 
History). Old coins are found hero : it is not stated of what kind. 

10. Tomb or siiirat close to the village of Galli B£yh. It is ancient and is probably 
of one of the earlv invaders of India, (flee page 392 of Azim Beg and Toznk-i-Jalmngiri). 
An aunnal m b is hald hero Tho tomb is in ruins but could easily be repaired. 

11. Ruins of •> hasG *t Kotha Kind in niauza Kotbli, about ' miles from Bandi Attai 
Khun. On the hills around numerous other ruins o our. Neur the basti is an old building in 
ruins, round about which mnrns of burnt clay images of men and elephants aro found. 
These remains resemble somewhat those found in Myceme. It is said that Sir Henry Davis 
removed an inscribed Buddhist atone from a spring near Kotbli, probably from this one, 
whi h however is said to he of the time of tin? Turks. Nothing is known of a certainty about 
tho place. 

12. Kafir Kof is a ruined fort, 3 miles oaui, from Sulana Kund on the Gandgarh 
range. It is very ancient. 

IS. Jiuint uf a Buddhist monastery, about a mile south of Sulana Kund, with stone 
wulls in good condition.

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In the Pujja mountain is a cave with Buddhist remains. A Buddhist monastery in 
ruins is situated in a gorge in the hills behind Sntigoo in Bai/.a: At the toot of thu gorge 
is an ancient garden to which water is brought down the face of tho hill by moans of a 
masonry aqueduct. 

4. There are giants ’ tombs at Takkal Bala , in Peshawar Cantonments, at Xaushcra, at 
Charsadda , China , Rajjar, ami near tho village of Kuchi'in. Some of those are in good order, 
others in ruins. The one at Kuchian is called Chahal Gaza Bdbd, (because it is 40 yards 
long) as is also tho one at China, which is, however, only 30 yards in length. There are four 
tombs at Chursadda, 20 yards, 15 yards, 13 yards, and 12 yards in length, respectively. The 
Bajjnr tomb is 20 yards long, the one at Nuushera 47 feet. Some arc said to be nearly a 
thousand years old, others only a quarter oi a century. They arc all in charge of faqirs. 

5. A large mound called tho Akhun Darwfiza or Shahji-ki-Dherl, one mile oast of 
the city of Peshawar. It is supposed by General Cunningham to be tho site of the gigantic 
stupa erected by the Indo-Scythian king, Kanishka. (See Buddhist Records of the Western 
World, Volume I, pp. 99—101). 

6. Remains of a Buddhist temple called Kafir Dheri in tho old fort near the canton¬ 
ments at Naushera. 

7. Two terpen built of limestone, granite, &o., with slat** wedging*, 3 mile* oast of Bnn- 
i-Hari Singh. One is standing, the other has fallen. The foundation* are formed of 
immense boulders. The debris is being rnpidy removed for road metalling and building 
purpose*. There are no sculptures. _ There is al=o a Naugaza tomb : the man buried lu ro is 
said to bo the brother of the one buried at Peshawar. 


8. Edicts of Anoka at Shdhbdz Garh —They aro inscribed on a lur<o« boulder whch i~ 
on a bill south east of a village, six miles from Mardan. They are in the Baelri'in P da 
charmtcr. The boulder is called a . “ Ut " (Son Onrjius fuscr'i,.! h.-min Hlic.iru Volu„,

5. * Bcularpur (or Badalpur) is a small hamlet, 4 miles north-east of Shall Dhori 
and contains a top ; which is one of the three large it in the Punjab, being equalled only by 
the two at Manikyflla and Shall Dheri. It is uow very much ruined but it is still 40 boot 
high, with a diamoter of 88 foot at 18 foot above the ground. Its original diamotor must 
have been upwards of 100 foot for all the facing stones aro gone. Genera' Yentura 
made two large cuts iuto it from, tho top to the bottom of the building. Ho found a 
complete human skeleton in it. The tope stood in the midst of a large open court upwards 
of 200 feet square, with large buildings on the north and south sides. To the cast of it 
are the foundations of a large monastery. 

The Badarpur tope is the first and only example yet found of ono containing the 
remains of a complete skeleton. They generally contain only a fow piocos of bone from 
the burnt ashes. 

6. t Karmdl, Karin Gujar and Konn Pdrcha .—These are throe neighbouring 
villages within a distance of 4 miles south of the great Shah pur tope. Near the first and 
second are several ruined topes and monasteries, besides some natural caves, which, from 
the vicinity of four small topes, would seem l<> have been once occupied by .Buddhist 
monks. Tbe topes hav<* been opened by the villagers who say nothing was found in any 
of them. 

7. % Taxila. —When Alexander the Groat crossed tho Indus, he first marched to- 
Taxiln, which, with the surrounding neighbourhood, submitted to him. IT. mo be placed a 
garrison and d»pot under tho Satrap Philippas. This was in tho spring of 320, B. C. 

The site of this ancient city General Cunningham has identified. One mil'*n .*rth-ousl of 
KaU-ki-Sarai aro extousivo ruins near Shah Dheri.

Many inscriptions have been found in these ruins: several pillars also were found 
and portions of statues have turned up in various parts. 

The whole of the ruins cover an area of six square miles,.are more extensive, more 
interesting, and in much better preservation than those of any other ancient place in tho 
Punjab. The number and size of the stupas, monasteries and other religious buildings is 
even more wonderful than the great extent of Lhe city. This series of ruins is the ancient 
Tax'J a. 


8. Mara alia is an old cutting through tho hill crossing the Lahoro aud Peshawar 
road, immediately south of Kala-ka-sarai. The roadway is paved with flags. It was coni'- . 
plctod in A. II. 1083— A. D. 1072. At that time it was considered a great undertaking. ^ 

0. * Jaott is a village in a gorgo, about of a mile from Badarpnr. It has remains 
/Jin ruined toj and t .vo temples which have beon examined aud yielded nothing. 


10 f Tarnau'd is 1A miles north-east from Jaoli. It possesses remains of a large tope, 
out of vUiich General Ventura aid to have dug up many valuable relics. Along tho 
valiey ,f the Haro are other topes, some of which have not as yet been opened. 

11. Attack or Attak Bon iras is situated on tho left bank of the Indus iqst below 
where that river U joined on the right bunk by the Kabul, 57 tniJos north-wesb of Pindi. 
The ft,, l of this place was built by Akbar in 1581, A. D. Akbar had a mint for ooppor 
' »ins here. From tho oldest times there has been a ford of the Indus at this place.

“Malot must be the Sinhapura of Hwen Thsang, as it is known to have been the 
capital of the Janjuhas at a vc»ry early period.”* 

0.— t Katds .—This place is 14 miles due north of Pind Badan Khan, the holy foun¬ 
tain of Katiis is, next to Jawala Mukhi, the most frequented place of pilgrimage in (ho 
Punjab. Seven temples called the Sat Gharu are the only ancient remains that now 
exist of any interest. They are attributed to the pandavas. These arc, however, tho 
remains of twelve. Their general style is similar to that of the Kashmiri temples, of 
which the chief characteristics aro dentels, trefoil arches, fluted pillars and pointed roofs, 
all of which are found in the temples at Katas. 

The Sat Ghara group is formed of six emallor temples placed in pairs at regular dis¬ 
tances abuut one central fane, and this again is connected with the remains of a very largo 
temple which is situated duo east. This great ruin rested on abasement G8£ feet long by 
broad, but it has nothing now remaining to show whether it belonged to a Buddhist 
tope or a Brahminical temple. 

The so-called holy fountain is an artificial pool which the Brahmins say was formed 
by tho tears from one of the eyes of Siva on the death of his wife Safi, the daughter of 
Dakhsha. Siva’s forehead must have been pretty broad as tho other eye formed tho pool 
at rolehar in Ajmere. In truth, this Ketas pool was cut in the bed of the Gharniya Nulla 
and a dam was made above it to protect it, while towards tho oast a backwater was cut 
through the rock to carry away surplus or flood-water. There are springs in the p u <»l. So 
•what was intended fur a common blessing has been turned into a -unuvo ol' income for a 
lot of idle-lying Brahmins whose only claim is (heir fertility in inventing the most m, ni¬ 
trous fictions. 

It is calculated that repairs to the large temple would cost about Rs. 1,1.00, but 
as it is not, known to what style tho temple belongs, no end would be obtained by'the 
expenditure of so large a sum. 

4. Siv Ganya is a Huddhiet temple, situated 3 miles to be east of Malot. Jt, is a 
building of red eaudstone with trefoil arches : it has mouldings and sculptures of animals. 
The outside of tho dome is plastered with liino. Many of tho figures being of - di. sand¬ 
stone are now m arly obliterated. This temple is situated by the side of a hill stream in a 
shady and picturesque spot. Nothing is known of its history, but itBSfyleis similar to 
that of the temples at Ketas and Malot. 

5. Rohtds — This is an extensive fort, 11 miles to the north-west of Jholum. U 
was built by the Emperor Slier Shah Sun. The Tarikh-i-IWidi pays it com, " P i,r|,t kr.-rs, 
five lues, five thousand a.idtwo-aud-u-half dnuis or Bahloli.s.” When the Overseers v r, t _« in 
then* reports that stone was not proctiftuble or only procurable at an mormons outlay, 
Sher Shah wrote hack in reply that his order should not bo allowed to fail from avarice, 
and that they should go on with tho building tie. ugh they paid, for the si one its woi ght, 
in copper.

—Two miles to the south-westjjf Miuni is Sabs Find or Vijjhi, whore 
i a mound, thro-' quarters of a rail© long by half a mile broad, and between 40 and 50 feet 
m height. On Iho western edge of the mound uro five tombs of uaugaras. From coins 
and i'.u image-found hove, it has boon conjectured that tho place must have been in 
e.v! a in uce s cm ly as the beginning of the Christum era. This mound is one out of many 
which abound in the Shnlinur District. It shows that the Greek accounts, which state that 
iri older times there were nuudreds of cities and a /country teeming with population are 
correct. 

3. T<ikhl ITi 'f'( is situated 2G miles S. by H. of Moi.nl, north of the Pairin' or 
i'erry of II i./.dra, which i- across the Uhenab, where the road from Find Bhattidn to Midni 
oros.'oa that river.

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5. Katha gorge. —Here are the remains of a mighty da. i, made for distributing the 
waters of the Katha .torrent. This is also attributed to Slier Shah. , It is built of stoue, and 
is about 18 miles north from the town of Shahpur, at the foot of'the salt range. 

(5. * Amb, 5 miles due south from the Sukesar Peak. This place has three temples 

in the fort, one large and two small ones. They are built of blocks of kunkar aud were 
originally plastered over. There are no statues now remaining. The great temple stands 
on a platform 93 feet long, 02 feet broad, and G feet high. There are three distinct storeys 
in the building, the lowermost is 15 feet square, the middle oue 12, and the upper one 
nearly JO. The total height in its present ruined condition is GOf feet. The stylo is true 
Kashmirian, only the arches are cinquefoil instead of trefoil. 

The small temple is only seven feet three sqnare inch inside with an entrance hall of 
. nearly the same size. The doorway is a cinquefoil arch resting on pilasters, 7 feet in 
height with carved capitals. 

Amb must - have been at one time a very large place, as there are hundreds of empty 
houses to be seen in all directions. 

7. Haveli Chdrgh, oil the banks of the Jlielum in the extreme south of the district.

JO. Pan 82 miles from ShWhp^t town, on *the mad lending south ■ 
left 1/fU’k ■ f the Jhelnm, near the villages of Big and Little Nihang. Hero is a Nautjava, 
g. tivr nude cuii of five. Large bricks are built into it. It is situated on the ruined *ito 
of wh: must have been a large city. A pillar said to be a lingam was carried off to 
Hi hang, and is still used by Mochfs to sharpen their knives on. This site is a very old one. 

11. Chak Sarm, 10 miles east of Civil station of Rhuhpnr. This, like L' . 10, is the 
remains of an old city, but probably of more modern date. 

All over the BAr, i. < the land between the rivers, there me many old mined towns 
and vilium s. No less than 270 wounds are kuoy.ri. Their desertion is ‘■•aid to bo due to 
tin gradual - nb ; ,.ton<■■ of i>i« water level. The water is now found only at a, great, depth 
and is gent-rally very brackish ns not to be fit toy man or beast. 

The dmtriQto of Jhelnm nwl Shahpur have received ne yet. very little attention from 
iho ArchajologicDl Survey.

BANNU DISTRICT. 


1 . Aha, a large mound south of Bannu. It is supposed to be the remains of a 
Grteco-Bactrian city. The highest part of the mound is about 250 feet above the level of 
the surrounding country, and tho whole covers an area of 53 acres. There are no ruins 
on it, but portions of arches and brick walls have been exposed by excavations. Great 
quantities of bones are found iu the soil. The pooplo use the earth for manuring their 
fields. Images and relics and heads arc often found. Coins of Eukratides, Philoxenes, 
Apollodotus^Antimaclius. Amyntas and Hermaans have been found, and many coins of 
Indo-Scythian king>. Those of Sabuktagin and Mahmud have also been obtained, and 
others of surronndiug Muhammadan rulers down to Shams-ud-din Eltitmish. Tho most 
valuable antiquities, however, are small cut cornelians and agates,—stones of Greek Signet 
i.; n g 3 The villagers are allowed to excavate, but are expected to bring in antiquities 
when found. Judging of the few things obtained by Government and of the numbers 
obtained by private individuals, it is evident that this agreemont does not work well. 

There is a sketch of Akra facing, page 2o3 of Volume I of Sir Herbert Edwards’ 
tt ^ Year on the Punjab Frontier,” and a notice of the coins obtained from the mound. It 
ha« not been examined by the Archeological Survey. 

J. mound, similar to the one at Akra, is found at Islamnuggur, and another one at 
tho Tochi outpost. There are a few smaller ones of insignificant size. Some are supposed 
to bo the ruins of ancient outposts. 


2. * Til Kafir Kot, Kafir Rut, or Raja Til Kui .—'This is the name given to some 

ruins situated on the right T nk of the Indus, about 55 miles above Dera Ismail Khan 
and a few miles south of the union of the Kurram with the Indus, on a spur of tho 
Klnsflor hills abou f 1,0‘J ' 1 b et above sea-level. The onterwalls a.-e composed of immense 
blocks of jlone 0 'x 3 'x 3', with the exposed side smoothly chiselled. In the fort are 
several Hindu temples, the domes of two of which are very perfect in the inside. Sculp¬ 
tures both inside and outside representing idols and other subjects, are in a good state of 
preservation. No bones, pottery or coins have yot been found in these ruins. 

General Cunningham in his 14th volume of reports gives two plates illustrating 
K.'Uir Kot. (Plat s XI and XII). Hiey were taken from photographs by Norris. It would 
appear from the Geueral’s description that tho roof of tho temples is made by overlapping 
stones with a ft aver in the middle. There are four tetnplos iu all, and each one is 
different iu stylo. They are interesting as specimens of the ruder or later style which 
succeeded the semi-Greek architecture of the Indo-Scytlunns.

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Near Nammal, 27 miles south-east of Kahibagh are two sentry-box-like buildings 
supposed to be dolmens. Several massive looking remains con true ted of large blocks of 
dressed stone, in the Salt Range, comprise the rest, otthe antiquities of the district. These 
are similar to the structures described in the Shahpur list. At Van Sochian, 17 milea 
south-west of Sukcsar is another of Shor Shah’s wells. 

The district of Banpu has never been visited as yet by any officer of the Archaeo¬ 
logical Survoy. There can bo no doubt that by accident or resoarcli much will be brought 
to light yet in this district. Authorized scientific research is desirable. 



DERA ISMAIL KHAN DISTRICT. 

1. Amarkot, near Khairpur. This, as its narao implies, is a fort. It is very old 
and is either Buddhist or Hiudu, it is now entirely in ruins, but one or two of the inner 
buildings are still standing. The stones are being taken away gradually. In fact, the 
placo is looked on as a stone quarry whence any one may take what ho likes. The fort 
t>f Akdlgarh was built of materials obtained here. The tradition connected with it is that 
it was built by Rajas Bil and Pil, unknown ag03 ago and long before the Muhammadan 
invasion. It has not been photographed. 

2 . Belot is another placo similar to Amarkot, near Paha r pur, 10 miles north of Dera 
Ismail Khan. 

3 Tank, Suni, Drahand, ChauJutdn, Vehowa, all on the western border of the 
district; at those places are mounds like the ouo at Akra in Bantm. They aro now mere 
heaps of rubbish and burnt bricks, but coins are found on them. They have never yet been 
scientifically examined, but such examination is much needed, and might re-ult in some 
interesting discoveries. From their position, it is supposed that they afle the remains < f 
old frontier posts. 

4. Azmat Shah —This is said to bo a temple undecora led, built by Ahmad Shah " 
Abd/LU to commemorate his victories over this part. It is now in ruins. (It i-. probably a 
ruined mesque U. J. R.) ‘ 


DERA G1TAZI KUAN DISTRICT. 

1. Tomh ofSakhi Sartuar, about 2o miles west of [Vra Ghtud Khnu at r!m f...u of 
the low hills. This tomb was probably built about 1,300, A. D. It is a very culobrai^d • 
place of pilgrimage.

Although old coins have boon found hero, nothing for certain is known of 
its history, but. the relics found on the sput would seorn to indicate that i was a town when 
tho invasion of tho Greeks took place, and that it flourished for two-and-a-half centuries 
after tho Christian era, — those relics aro beads and moulded bricks. 

5. t Siingla Tibbn, 23 miles east of Chiniot- This is a natural rocky hill with liardly 
any traces of buildings remaining.

fiix miles to the south-west of Rasfil are other ancient sites, on which ruins and remains are 
found in greater or le3s quantities. General Cunuingham identifies Mong as the city or 
Nikcea * built by Alexander the Great upon the field of his celebrated victory over Porne, 
after the passage of the Jhelum. Coins of all the Indo-Scythiau princes are found in 
considerable numbers, the copper coins especially of the nameless king, whoso title is 
Soter Megas abound. They are known in the neighbourhood as Monga S&hfs. 

The bricks found in the ruins at Pali Kothi aro a foot square aud threo inches 
thick. This indicates great ago. 

Tsldmyarh is a high mound which must bo of great antiquity. 


MOOLTAN DIVISION. 

Shrine of Shah Gardez in the city of Mooltuu. A decorated shrine with encaustic 
tiles. It is near the Bohar gate. It is 37 feet long, 22 foet broad and 20 feet high, and 
square in shape. Shah Garde/, or Muhammad Yiisaf was horn in Gazni in 450, A. 11., and 
came to Mooltan in 499, A. H., in the reign of Masaud, III of Gagin. ^ His memory is 
greatly revered by Mussalmans. Tho tomb is said to have been built in 547, A. H. The 
shrine has been photographed. 

2. t Prahladpuri, in the fort of Mooltan. A Hindu masonry temple, adornod with 
paintings. It was a square brick building, with sorao very finely carved wooden pillars for 
the support of tho roof. It was, however, unroofed by the explosion of the powder maga¬ 
zine in the fort in the siege of 1848. It has now been re-roofed, aud has a now image 
of .the Narasinha Avatar of Vishnu set up in it. The original temple is said to have been 
erected by Prahlad, son of Hiranya Kasipu. The father did not believe iu Vislmu, but 
the son did. This Hirauva Kasipu is said to have been the son of K&syapa, the founder 
of Mooltan. If this be true, then this temple is of very great age indeed. 

o. Bahdwal Eaqq, in the east of the old fort Mooltan. Masonry lamb and shrine, 
supposed* to have been built about 084, A. H. (1285, A. D.), by the family of the Maklulum, 
who died in-661, A. H. (1252—*3, A. D.) It was a complete ruin after the edge of 1848, but 
was afterwards repaired. The lower part of tho tomb is 51 feet 9 inches square outside. 
This is surmounted by an octagon, about one-half the height of the square, above which 
is a hemispherical dome. When repaired, it was covered with white plaster. On the east 
side, however, are some fairly preserved specimens of diaper ornament in gla-zed files. It 
has been photographed. 

4. Rukni- Alarn, towards the west of the fort of Mooltan. A masonry iotnb 
decorated with paintings. This fine building is an octagon, 51 feet 9 inches in diameter 
inside, with perpendicular walls 11 feet 4 inches high and 13 feet 3 inches thick, supported 
by sloping towers at the angles. This is surmounted by a similar octagon 26 feet 10 inches 
high with a passage all round the lower storey at the top, so that the Mua/xiu may 
call the faithful to prayers from all sides. Above this is a hemispherical dome 58 feet in 
exterior diameter. The total height including a plinth of 3 foet is 99 fool 10 inches. 

As the building, however, stands on high ground : its total height above the surround¬ 
ing country is 150 feet-; it is built entirely of red bricks bonded with beams of siau wood. 
The whole *>f the exlorior is elaborately ornamented wj(h glazed tiled panels and string courses 
and battlements The only colours used are blue, azure and white. These moSajea are iu 
patloi MH raised from half auineh to two inches above the back ground. The inside was plas¬ 
tered and pointed with various ornautonls, few of which now remain. The grave of Kukh* 
u i din ri a large plain muss of brick-work covered with njgd plaster. About 100 Of his 
descendants lie around him uuder similar masses, so that the interior is most unsightly.

This building was erected by Tuglaq Shah for his own resting place. It was .after¬ 
wards presented byliis son to Rnkn-ud-din, the grandson of Bahtiwnl Hnqq, as a bribe to- 

keep him quiet regarding the death of Tuglaq Shah. 

This building has been often photographed. A plan and sections of it aro given in 
Archaeological Survey Report, Volume V., Plato. XXXVIII. 

5. Shah Shams Tab'iz, half a mile from the north-east corner of the Fort of Mooltan 
ou t=;de the citv. A shrine of pukka masonry. The walls are adorned with paintings. The 
outside wall 3 are covered with bright blue encaustic tiles. The building is 61 feet long, 55 feet 
broad and 80 feet high. Tho main body of the tomb is 34 feet square and 30 feet in height 
surrounded by a verandah with seven openings on each side ; above this it takes an octagonal 
shape and is surmounted by n hemispherical dome covered with glazed sky-blue tiles. The 
a^e of this tomb is not very great, as it is supposed to be not quite 200 years’old. But 
fragments of glazed tile work which belonged to the original tomb of the so-called saint seem 
to show that The first tomb dates as far back as the time of Tuglaq Shah. 

No one can tell when Shams lived. His name means ' the sun.’ Sir Alexander Barnes 
gives on o story about him. Sir Herbert Ed wardes has a variation of tho samo story (One 
year on the Punjab Frontier, Volume II, page 18). General Cunningham gives the same story 
in a different guise al - urve y Rep.or i, Volume V, page 135). All concurin saying 

that he came from Tabriz, and that ho is the cause of the great heat of Mooltan. Ho 
prayed tho sun to descend to cook either a fish or chop, he could not get cooked in the city’, or 
to punish the people for their inhumanity. The sun came down, and as an everlasting punish¬ 
ment to the city, lie has never gone back. 

6. Skivala of Dnvan Sdwan Mull. — Outside the .qty of Mooltan, near the Bohar 
gate. S&wanMull was the father of Mill R&j, and avery popular Sikh ruler of tho Province 
under Ranjit Singh. This temple is the only memorial of him. It is of masonry and 
out of repair. The offerings are insignificauh 

7. Sv.raj Kund, 4 miles oouth of the cily of Mooltan. A masonry temple , shrine and 
tank decorated with paintings and blno tiles. The water of the tank is supposed to 
possess healing properties. The Muhammadans with their usual geographical ignorance 
say that a piece of Noah’s Ark floated down the Indus and lodged there. The Hindds 
soy that Rum Chandra on his visit to Mooltan blessed the place The tank is 130 feet 
square. It is in the hands of private individuals, who hold mnafi lands and receive offerings 
to take care of the place. 

8. Shrine of Diwdn Gluioli Muthiaikk, 14 miles east of Than a Luddhn. This is 
built on a mound which was the scene of a great battle between Mahmud of Gazni and a 
Hindu Ruja. A descendant of this Riija became a Mussulman, assumed the name of Chaoli 
Musha’kh and fought and died here. The tomb is io good preservation, and is in posses¬ 
sion of private individuals, who hold mufifi lands and receive offerings. 

9. Shrine of Jiwan Sultan , 4 miles west of Kaliror, a masonry building erected 
in the time of Muhammad Shah. No date. 

10. Jatli Abdul, 14 miles north-east of Sar&i Siddku, a masonry shrine. Jatti 
Abd'i! was a servant of Dora bbikoli. brother of Anrangzeb. He died here.

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14. Sher Shah, 10 miles south-west of Mooltan, on the Chenab. ^ Masonry tomb 
maintained from offerings. *Abonfc 180 years ago, during the reign of Aurangzeb, a 
Muhammad ascetic of great note and sanctity, named Sher Shah, came to Mooltan from 
Meshed in Persia, of which place he was a native. He was high in favor, both with the 
Emperor and Governor, cc and with their help built the mausoleum of Slier Shah during his 
life-time, and was interred in it after his death.” 

15. Samddh of Sdwan Mull, Dlwan, outside Daulatgah gate of Mooltan City. A 
masonry tomb, which contains the ashes of the Diwan. It is kept in order from muafi 
lands. 

16. Tomb of Buddhla Sant, 14 miles east of Mooltan. A masonry tomb, in good 
order, in possession of private individuals who receive offerings. 

17. The Vans Agnew and Anderson monument. In the fort of Mooltan, a stone 
pillar, erected over the remains of these murdered officers. It is in possession of Govern¬ 
ment and in good preservation. It has been often photographed. 

18. Idgiih, one mile north of Mooltan city. This is the place where the above 
mentioned officers were murdered after having been wounded in the fort of Mooltan. It is 
used as a place of worship, and was built in 1148, A. H. = A. D. 1735-6. 



MtfZAFFAGARH DISTRICT. 

1. Sitpur, 61 miles south by west of Muzaffavgarh, Khdnqdh of Naiccb Tahir Khan. 

A Muhammadan tomb, in the Mogul style, with a lofty dome covered with blue encaustic 
tiles. The walls of the building are ornamented with glazed tiles of various colours. The 
outer surface of the edifice is inlaid and elaborately ornamented with scroll work in varie¬ 
gated porcelain tiles. This building is in a remarkable state of preservation, and is a struc¬ 
ture of commanding height aud beauty. There is uo inscription to show exactly when it 
was built. “ One of the Nahars built a fine tomb in his life-time, which still exists. Ilia 
name was Tahir Khan, called “ Sakhl ” or the liberal. No other memorial of the Nahars 
exists ”f. 

2. Dera Bin Pandh in the extreme north-west of the district. Tomb of Abdul. 
Wahdb Din Pandh or Din Shah. Abdul Wahdb was a Bukhdra Saiyad, who settled hero 
300 years ago. He died in 1012, A. H. = A. D. 1603-4. The tomb was erected in 1014. A. Jt. 
The dome is quite whit®. On the sides of the building there is a good deal of coloured 
decoration on a white grouud. The annual income is Rs. 2,000. Hindus as well us 
Musalmans largely frequent it. There is another shrine of the same name over the river. 
In it also is buried the corpse of Abdul Wahab. This is the standing miracle of tho place. 
There are two other tombs, but they are fur inferior in design. 

There are many other shrines ill this district, which is seriously affected with a 
ahvino-visiting delusion. They are (a) Baud Jahuniah or Dhuda in Rumpar, three miles 
south of Mnzuffargarh. It cures; leprosy; (6) 'Alum Pir, in the town of Sh&h Sultani, 36 
miles south by west of Muzatfargarh. This expels jinns from women, who however seem 
to get possessed on visiting the plade ; (c), Bhagga Sher in Khdnpur six miles from 
Muzaffurgarh ; (d) Minin IT ay at in the village of Pan j Garain, 7 miles south of Muzatfargarh. 
A branch from the date trees of this place drives away cobras ; (o) Dsdha Lid, a five-domed 
building in the village of Rarpalls. This shrine had Bhagga Slier’a are offioaoious in the 
euro of cattlo disease during an epidemic. Pilgrimages arc times of pleasure. They are 
performed chiefly when date's ripou and in spring before harvest.

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MONTGOMERY DISTRICT. 



1. Pale Pattern, 38 miles south-east of Montgomery. Tomb of Farid-ud-dtn, Shakar 
Ganj, Chishti. This tomb which has an Asiatic renown, is in the town of Ptvk Pattan (the 
Hoi v* Ferry) or Ajudhan as it used to bo called. It is of masonry and marble,^ but is not 
decorated/ The marble floor is iulaid with variegated stones. The doorways have Persian 
verses over them. The building is in perfect preservation. 


Ajudhan was in ancient times a place of importance. It was captured in A.H.,3C>7 = 
A. D. 977-8 by Subaktagiu and in 472, A. H. = A. D. 1079-80 by Ibrahim of Gazin. 
Farid-ud-dui, the faqir whose shrine is in Ajudhan came to this place in A. H. 584= A. D. 
lib-" from Hausi, and was the means of the conversion of the people about the Sutledge 
to"Muhammadanism. He died in 6C4 A.H. = A.D. I2C5-6, af ter a life, which, if the acdounja 
of it be true, was one long continued miracle.* Hie tornb is supposed to have been built m 
(3GG A. H. 'When Firoz Shah, Tuglaqt was proceeding to Dehli from Sind after the death 
of Muhammad Tuglaq, he found the place in ruins. Ho visited it and calls it the tomb of 
Farvl-ud-Duhya-u-a-nd-din. He had it repaired and gave the descendant of Farid, Ala- 
ud-din, dresses and presents. The inhabitants of Ajudhan shared in the royal bounty. 


The name I’ak Pattan or the Holy Ferry was given to the place from tho supposed 
sanctity of the tomb. Salim Chishti of Sikri, near Agra, was the man to whom Akhar 
applied when no male child had been bom to him. The faqiEs intervention was successful. 
The prince who was born was called Salim. He afterwards, on ascending the throne 
changed his name to Nur-ud-din Jahangir, and dropped Salim altogether. (There are coins 
extant, however, with Salim on them, struck at Kabul* and Ahmad&bad). This Salim 
Chishii was a descendant of Farid-ud-diiTs His successful intervention contributed to the 
increase of ihe fame of his progenitor and his progenitor’s tomb, although Salim Chishti 
himself resided in Sikri afterwards called Fateh pur Sikri. General Cunningham f says 
c< Nur-ud-din revived tho former reputation of the family by the success of his prayers for 
an heir to the throne.” This is a mistake. The faqiv’s name was Salim. There was a N<5r- 
ud-diu, a descendant of Farid, but he lived from 805 to 823, A. H., in Ajudhan. Jah&ngir s 
title ol Ntir-ud-dm was given to him by himself on iiis accession, as was his name Jahangir.§ 


2. Hujra. — Tomb of Hazrat Shah Muhammad Muqim , Muhlcam-ud-din. This shrine, 
which is of pakka masonry, decorated with (lowers, is said to be an imitation of the Qiblah 
at Mekka. It was built in 1050, A. H., according to the List of Antiquarian Objects received

It was tho seat of a Suba, or governor in the time of the Mogul Euipeiois, 
but it is mentioned often before their time by the Muhammadan hi^nans I^ide the 
town is the temple of BabaLMu Jasrai, which is said by the natives to be 8,000 years old 
General Cunningham does not notice this temple, but says there used to be an old Masjid 
of the time of Firoz Shah in Dipalpur. He gives an account of tins.* Ho gives also a 
plan of the place and its environs, t also a sketch of the town under ratlian rule..,. 

5 Harrupa.S— The ruins of Harrupa are the most extensive of the old sites along 
the banks of the Ravi. They have been described by Sir Alexander Bmmes, Masson, and 
General Cunningham. They consisted chiefly of vast heaps of broken bricks and pottery 
and furnished ballast for about 100 miles of the Lahore and Mooltan Rai way. Two cmmus 
seals, with inscriptions in a strange character have been found in this place. One belonged 
to Major Clark and the other to John Harvey, Esq., Inspector ofScbooh Thefonnei was 
edited by General Cunningham. (Archmological Survey Report, Volume \ ., PI. XXX i 11), 
and the latter by M. Longworth Dames, Esquire, b. c. s., in Indian Antiquary, \ olume XV, 
page 1. Many Indo-Scytbian coins have been found here, but no Greek ones.

SIALKOT DISTRICT. 


In tho Hactiqat-ul-akdlim, || it is stated that Sialkot in ancient times was the capital 
of the Punjab, and that its population .extended’ over two or three kos Some years ago 
there was ff a find ” of coins made in or near Sidlkot. They were hemidraebnias of 
Zoilus, Straton I and Straton II, none of whose coins were over obtained from < 
Masson. As these coin’s continue to be found in the Sidlkot District and no where else, we 
may infer that these kings reigned in this part. .General Cunningham t says that coins of 
Philoxenes, Apollodotus and Diomedes have also been found here. 1 he Punjab Gazetteer 
and the Makhzan-i-Tarikh-i-Punjab ft say that the town of bmlkot was founded 
by Raja Shal 5,000 years ago, and that ho gave his naine \to the place. All 
that is left now of those olden times is the fort mound. The fort wa« in rams when 
Muhammad bin Sam captured Kbusrau Malik, the Gazni Sultan of Lahore in 530 A H. 
or A. D. 1184. ami it was rebuilt by the vietorous Sultan,- wlm made Husain Klmr.nU iN 
first Governor. JJ The Makhzan above quoted snys§§ that SiMkot fort was eapturefl after 
two battles, one at Pasrur and one at Adamdaraz. and that m the siege of ,Nallent, Imam 
AliLahaqq was killed, as also in tbo assault on the fort was Miran Muhammad Fath 
known as Sftiyad Surkh Shahid Gazi. Their tombs are just inside the fort. 

Sialkot is connected with tie story of Rajas Basaln and Uodi. 

In mite of all these historical associations, Si.ilkot has no \>ld buildings of any note 
or anticplifcy. The district, however, is famous for its Naugata (nine^arder) graves, and 
for its mounds or ruined towns and villages. 

1 Navacras or Giants' tomhs are found in great quantities ; they are mostly in 
bad condition, are never of archaeological interest, and are nearly always several hundred 
years’ old. Their care-takers are a lazy lying lot of dirty faqirs, who live on the offerings 
made at {lie tombs which are themselves lies in masonry. _

The people desired 
patron saint or a Nangaza Not being able to obtaiu a giant, they made a gkve and 
called it by some name or other. 

Of other masonry tombs in this district, of which, there are many, few seem of any 
eonso(|<u!G0, and of thorn the scantiest information has been supplied. Two are of some 
interest:— 

] Kobli Mogham, a village in the Riab Tahsil. Brick tomb of Kobli of the time 

of Jalia ugly. It-'Is just been repaired from District Funds. 

2. Sialkot city, tomb of Imam 8dhib.—<A very old brick tomb. It is that of 
Imam Ali's who was killed in the siege of Sialkot in the time of Muhammad bin Sam. 
It is worthy of being photographed. 


Mounds os Thehs. 

From the fact that large bricks and old coins are Eouud in great quantities in those 
mounds, it is inferred that they are of great, age. 
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They are the remains of ancient towns and villages. In the present day nothing 
whatever is known about them, but with respect to a few some untrustworthy traditions 
have been handed down. It would, perhaps, be wise to examine some of them, such as the 
one at Cliawinda, which is said to be of Salivahan’s time, and from which the villagers 
occasionally dig up objects of antiquariau interest, such as silver and copper utensils 
and coins.

Most of these mounds are not owned by any one. They are part of the village 
lands and some are owned bv the villagers. \ 

At Kot Desraj is a lower neediug repairs. Information has not been given as to 
what kind of tower it is. 

Sialkot Fort, so famous in history is now dismantled. It is a large mound of 
earth, 700 feet square, lying to the north of the town. Only one portion of the old wall, 
with large bricks is left. Randal, Bhartowdli, Amballa and Malupur, in the Sidlkot Tahsil 
have each a fort. 

All the temples in the Sidlkot District are small. Only one is saul to be worthy 
of being photographed—that of Bow Bdba Ndnalc, half a mile south of. the city of 
Sialkot. It is of briok, is decorated with paintings and has a gildod dome. It is a Sikh 
temple and BabaNdnak is said to have sat under nber tree hove. 

Of mosques this district possesses but a, few. In Pasrur are two of briok of the 
time of Jahangir. These are all that are given in a list of 2‘d7 objects of antiquarian 
interest in the Sialkot District, to tho people of which <f the Pir is Allah and Thakur 
in one.”

Archicological objects in the city of Amritsar will now be noticed. 

1. 't he TJarbdr Sahib.- -This is the name given by the Sikhs to the Golden Temple 
01 Mftftdar of LUri, which is situated in the middle of a tank about the centre of the city 
of A Mrit-sar. Tli. ur.iplo is of brick paved with marble. The upper part of the building 
nn ,( (( ,i(.nil d..m- and cupolas an. covered with gilt copper plate- Round the tank is a 
uvu'-ir pavement, from which steps load to the water. On the outer edge of the pavement 
nre many liungah* or pavilions belonging to various Sikh Jl&jus and rich men who regard 
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the possession of these buildings as a religious duty and privilege. The temple is joined 
to the pavement by a causeway supported on brick arches. The floor of the causeway is 
of marble slabs and the parapet of perforated marble. At the head of the causeway is a 
doorway. The whole of the temple, as it now stands, is a work of the present century. 
Ranjit Singh stripped the buildings at Lahore of their marble and brought it to Amritsar. 
Tho tank is nearly square, each side being about 510 feet.. The water is supplied by the 
Canal Department. The Granth is read in the temple from early morning till late at night, 
when it is taken to bod with much pomp aud reverence. This temple Las been often 
photographed. 

2. Akdl Bungah. —This building is situated to the west of the doorway at the head 
of the temple causeway. It is several storeys high and is surmounted by a gilt dome. In 
front of it is a spacious court-yard used for evening prayers. In this court-yard is the 
font in which Sikhs recoive the pahul, the initiatory rite of Sikhism, somewhat resembling 
Baptism. In the inside of the Bungah is a strong case in which are kept what are said to 
be the weapons of war of the Sikh Gurus, and tlie plate and jewels of the temple. Here 
also the G ranth rests at night. The building is very irregular and is only famous because 
of its connexion with the golden temple. 

d. Bungah Rdmgarhian. — This is the Bungali on tlie east of tlie Darbar tank. It is 
au open pavilion supported on beautifully sculptured stone pillars, all of which came from 
Lahore. In the compound are two minarets, about 156 feet high, from the top of which a 
very good view of the city and its surroundings can be obtaiueil. Tho Sardar in charge 
of the temple generally resides here. The buildings are also used as a resting place by 
travellers and pilgrims. It is said to date from 1804, A. D. 

4. Guru-Jca-Bdgh. — This is a garden coming between the tank of the Darb&r and 
the Kaulsar tank. It contains several small and interesting structures, all of tho prosont 
century, and made of stone taken from Lahore. The workmanship is of tho time of 
Jahiiugir and Shah Jahan, and is therefore worthy of study as being a specimen of 
Mogul work in its prime. 

5. Bald, Atal. —This is a tomb built over ihc remains of the son df tho 6th Guru, Har 
gobind, at the west eud of the Kaulsar tank. It is a remarkable building, boing a minaret nine 
storeys high. The six lower storeys are encased in au octagonal building, in the walls of 
which are two staircases. At every storey there is a road round the minaret, on tho top of a 
flat and elastic roof. The three upper storeys are naked. The top is surmounted with 
a gilt cupola, near which a light is kept burning all night. The floor of the lowest storey 
and of the court-yard are paved with marble slabs. This tomb is freqdeuted by hundreds 
daily, their object being to shampoo the building and thus give ease to the child buried 
here. Offerings are made at the same time. 

6. Shivdla of Bn Bh'm. — A temple dedicated to Shiv, situated in the north-east of 
the city near the Ghimandi gate. It is three storeys high, and lias considerable architec¬ 
tural pretensions. It has, just been put in repair, but is very little frequented. There is a 
j&gir of Rs. 70U per annum attached to it on the condition of instruction being continually 
given. As such instruction is not imparted, the jftgir might be resumed. The surroundings 
are in the highest degree untidy, filthy and unhealthy. 

7. Thdkur Dwdra, of Raghunath Vase. —A temple and enclosure on the hauks of 
the Durgi&na tank, said to have been built in 1750, A. D. Some of the decorations are 
of encaustic tile work from Jalandhar. It is of a very inferior .dosei ip' ion. The DmgiAna 
tank is west of the city of Amritsar. 

8. Qohindgarh .—A fort to the we^t of the city of Amritsov. It was built by 

Mab&raja Ranjit Singh in 1809, A. D , to kdep the city of Amritsar in order. It is uow 
in possession,.of Government and is kept in repair. i 

9. RdrnBdgh .—A garden about a quarter of a mile north of the city of Amritsar. 
It was formerly a square enclosure with a north aqd south gateway and a kiosque at each 
corner. There was a central palace or b&r&dari situated between two garden houses, on 
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the tops of which were cisterns for water for fountains, which ran in a row from each 
house towards the palace. There were two other small houses and one larger house m the 
garden. The wall was knocked down and sold for ballast to the Railway. The gateways 
and buildings remain, except one small house which was taken down to make way for a road. 
The western water houso is now used for a fernery. It lias arches of red sandstone from 
Lahore. The city gate of the garden has abar&darion its roof, made of red sandstone 
brought from Lahore. Some of the ornaments of the northern gateway are oddments 
from 0 the same place. The central palace is now used as a library and billiard-room. 
The large house is used as the office of the District Committee. In the present garden 
mucli additional land has been enclosed. 

10 Taran Tdran, Darhdr Sdhib.— This is a Sikh temple built of masonry on the 
side of a iarcre tank at Taran Taran, 14 miles south by east of Amritsar. The domes are 
covered with copper-gilt. The decorations aro less expensive than those at the Amntsar 
temple. The architecture is Sikh, which is a mixture of later Muhammadan styles. The 
temple was built in 1768, A. I)., in honour of Guru Kam Das There is a monthly 
me]a at this place largely attended. Lepers live in great numbers here, the waters of the 
tank being considered efficacious in the cure and prevention of leprosy. 

1J. Fathtibtid, four miles from Vairwal, Nar-ud-din, four miles from Taran laran 
and Amdnat Khun, 12 miles west of Amritsar, have old sarais of tho time of Akbar or 
Jahangir. They were on the old Delhi and Lahore road. Only the gateways are now 
left. 

12. Qobindu'dl, three miles from the Thana of Vairwal. A Gurudwdraor decor¬ 
ated masonry temple, built by the 3rd Sikh Guru. Amar Das. There is also a baoli in this 
place. 

13 Ram Tlraih. five miles from Amritsar on the Wazir&bad road, and three miles 
from Raja Stack A large tank made by Obandd. L41, Diwta of the Emperor Jahangir 
This Cbandu was concerned in the death of the Guru Arjan, hence the Sikhs will mt bathe 
in the tank at Rim Tiro th, though there is a large annual fair held hero, .to which raat 
crowds go from Amritsar. 

14. Kkadur, 20 miles south-east from Amritsar city. Here is the tomb of the 2nd 
Sikh, Guru Angad. It was built by Kanjit Singh in 1815, A. D. 

15 RujaT&l 16 miles west by south of Amritsar. A masonry tunic said to have 
been built bv Diwau Todar Mai. It is in ruins, and owes its fame to its connexion with 
the famous finance minister of Akbar. The tank was originally a superb one. 

10 Rum Dtiss 24 miles north of Amritsar. Darb ir 8 dab Bud ilin and Ram Kaur. 
m.;. masonry temple’ and resting place for travellers were built in 1525, A. D, by Gum 
Jhandar. It him since boon improved aud is kept m order by the people in possession. 

No place in the Amritsar Division pxcept JaliilabAd ou the Bitis is mentioned in 
the Aiu-i-Akbari. Tho old road -from Battala to Lahore did not go through Amritsar, 
but went north of the city. Amritsar owes all its celebrity to tho Sikhs and Ran jit Singh 
who made il his capital. In the life of,Sir Charles Metcalfe is an account of his stay in 
Auuitsar during the time of the Muharram festival. His escort was composed chiefly of 
MusKaijufLufc who kept the festival. The AkuHs objected to this and attacked the camp. 
The sepoys, however, remained firm, and received the assailants with volleys from their 
muskets. Kaujit Singh was an on-looker, and praised the discipline of the sepoys. 
Tins way his first sight of sepoys disciplined after a Western fashion. It led to great 
results. 

LAHORE DISTRICT. V 

Laitouk City. 

A vory full and detailed recount of the city of Lahore aud its buildings and their 
history is contained i'fl the u TA 1 :h-i~Lahorc/ by RAi Bahadur Kunhiva LA11, executive 
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o t?or *. In another work the “ Tahqiqat-i-Chishti,”1 by Maulvi Nur Ahmad, Chishfci, 
is another account of all the buildings of Lahore from another standpoint. In the 
Punjab Gazetteer X is a very accurate abridgment of the history of Lahore from its first 
appearance in history in the time of Sabuktagin 367, A. H., 977-8, A. D., to the pre¬ 
sent day. 


It would seem that 900 years ago, Lahore was the capital of the province, and it 
must have been in existence for some centuries before. The fort is said to have been 
founded by the great Mahmud of Gazni, who called Lahore Mahmudpur §. Subsequently 
coins were struck at Lahore it is spelt) by Maudud, Ibrahim, Khusrftu Shah and 
Khusrau Malik. A coin struck at Lahore ) is ascribed to Sharas-ud-din Altamsh||. 
The place seems to have gone down after this for several centuries. In the reign of 
Giyds-ud-din Balban, wo read that the Sultan

In the reign of Mubarak Shah, 1421-33, A. D., Lahore was a ruined city, " in 
which no living thing except the owl of ill omen had its abode.” This king, however, 
restored it and called it the prosperous city Mubarakiibad. (Elliots’ Historians, Volume IV, 
page 56 and 57). Dipalpur was the capital of the Punjab, while Lahore lay waste. "When 
BAbar came to India, Lahore had recovered itself, and the accession of Akbar was the 
commencement of its prosperity. It was a mint town for all the Mogul Emperois from 
Bftbar to Alamgir IT. Lahore has no buildings older than the times of the Moguls, i. r., 
earlier than 1525, A D., except the tomb of Malik Ayaz “by the Taksal or old mint,” 
which “ is still revered by Mussulmans as the burial place of the founder of Lahore.” 


1. The fort is situated in the north of the city. It is built chiefly of bricks and 
in parts is highly decorated with encaustic bricks, while sculptures adorn some of the 
buildings. It was founded, it is supposed, by Mahmud of Gazni, but after his time it 
fell to ruin. Akbar commenced the present fort; Jahangir erected ‘some of the build¬ 
ings in it. aud Shahjalum finished it. Additions were made by Aurangzeb and tlio Sikhs. 
The ornamentation on the outside of the inner wall is very fine. Inside tho fort was the 
Diwan-i-cim, now converted into a barrack. The Khwabgah of Shiihjahiin is an elegant 
little pavilion of ryarble arches and open lattice work. The Moti Masjid, a small mosquo 
with marble domes half hidden by surrounding walls was formerly the private chapel v f 
the ladies of the Imperial Harem. It is now used as the Government Treasury. The 
Saman Vurj is a small raurble pavilion inlaid with flowers wrought in precious’ stones. 
This pavilion, as its names Nuulakha indicates, cost nine lakhs of rupees. It was built 
by Aurangzeb. The inlaid work is remarkable for excessive minuteness, and fiuish of 
execution. The Shish Mahal or palace of mirrors was erected bjr Shfihjah&n, Aurangzeb 
and the Sikhs. In this building the Punjab was formally transferred lo the British 
government, and here Ran jit Siugh held his receptions. Opposite the SI ink Mnhal is the 
arripnrjb which contains a heterogeneous assortment of tho weapons and uniforms used 
by tht Sikh Army. 

2. % Juzuri high .—This is a garden situated between the west end of the fort, 
and the BadsldM Masjid. In it is a bnradari, erected by Ran jit Singh of marble taken 
from tin! tombs cl Asad Kh£n and the Emperor Jahcugir at Sh&hdera. It has been 
often photographed.

Lahore W bere i?s four bfty miuarets and three stately marble dome* arc t ie chief featuro 
of that Dart It is the latest specimen of the architecture of the Mogul Dynasty worthy 
of It name'. It was built in 1084, A. U. = 187S, A. D„ for the Emperor Aurangaeb by 
TuVu Khan Khokah, master of ordinance. Some say Auvangzeb built it out of lomorse 
for the mnrrler of his brother Dam Slnkoli. Another account says that the mosque has 
ever been hold in disrepute, because built from the spoils of blood, i. c., from the proceeds 
of tlie confiscated estates of Dard.H It was used by the biklis as a magazine. Berlins 
for these two reasons, it was little used by the Muhammadans until some years ago when 
it was repaired. It has been often photographed. 

4 Sunehri Jtoiuf.-This mosque with its copper gilt domes is shunted at a short 
distance west of Wazir Khan’s mosque in the city. It was built by Kawab Bikhai Khan, 
a'favoriteln the court of the widow of Mir Mannu. Both husband and w.dow Mugalina 
Bemm wek Governors of Lahore under Ahmad Shih Durrani. It was bu.lt ni l7S3 A.D 
,h°samo year that Ahmad Shah, Emperor of Dul.lt, was deposed, blinded and murdered. 
The builder met with a sad death. Falling under the displeasure of Mngu ana 
her women beat him to death with their slices, lliere is nothing of architectural interest 
in the mosque itself. 

5. Masjid of Wakir Khan .—This is situated in the east of the city of Lahore, not 
far from the Dehli gate. It is remarkable for the profusion and excellence of the inlaid 
pottery decorations in the panelling of the walls. It was built by Hakim Ahui-ud-din 
in ] 044 A. II. = 1034, A. D., on tlie site of tho tomb of an old Ghaznivide saint, named 
Abdul Ishaq. . Though the builder was a native of the Punjab, the style is more Perso- 
Mocml and less Indian than that of any other building in the city. In the mosque itself 
are some very good specimens of Perso-Indian arabesque paintings on the smooth 
chiinam wallsf this work is true fresco painting. This mosque is used by Muhammadans 
for purposes of worship. 

.6. Tomb of AnarkallL -This building which has been for years used as the 
Lnhc.re Civil 'Station Church is situated in the extreme west of that part ( rf the Lahore 
Civil lines called Ami,kail.. It is the tomb of a favorite slave girl of Jahaoggby wW 
it was erected. ■ fjome accounts, however, say Anarkalli was a slave gill of Akbar s. ike 
tomb has been^often photographed. 

7 B<Mdari of Wazir Kham ,.—this is situated near the Museum and the Mayo 
School of Art. It is now used as the Station Reading Room. It was bu,It by VVazir 
Khan in J045, A, U. = 1635, A. D. It is of underrated masonry. 

8 Savuidh of Maharaja Ran jit Singh.— This is just outside of the Roshnai gate 
of the city of Lahore. It is in style a mixture of Mnhammdan and Hindu styles. It is 
sculptured and beautifully painted. It is kept in repair bv Government The materials 
used in tbe buildings are marble and bricks. It has been often photographed. 

9 kidhdara on the other side of the Rdvi from Lahore. Tomb of the Emperor 
EurU'din Jahdvt/ir. A. beautifully sculptured and fdegantly painted budding m the 
nihhUo of gardens. It was erected by Lis lovely and accomplished wife the Lmpresa 
Mur lahdn. The building containing the grave has a tall minaret at each corner, ea/h 
bemg surmounted by a dome or-pupplp, of white marble. Tlie tomb is approached byiour 
corridors larding from a garden, three of which are closed by perforatedI marblejfcreens. 

. , iratdd with inlaid coloured flowers. On twy b ;des are 

inscribed the 99 attributes of God, and on thq top is an extract, from the t\iran. At the 
head is an inscription containing the name of tlie Emperor and the U ale of his death 
1037. A. U. (162& A. D). Tho whole building has suffered fn\& the dopredations of 
Emperors and conquerort?. Bahadur Shah, the great grandson 0 f Jahangir, removed the 
central don e. Ahmad Shdh Durdni stole the carved doorw£y S p f the chamber below. 
Ranjit Singh carried Noil the marble lattice parapet whu^ mirrounded the rbof and 
galhriee of tho towers. The British Government has caVr e( j out some repairs. iWther 
work is at a stand-still for want of funds.

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0. Shdhdara. Tomb of Nur Jahdn Begam, wife of Jaliangir. A brick toxub in 
■uiuor ruin, near the tomb of the Emperor. Ranjit Singh commenced its spoliation, the 
carelessness of after years completed it, and yet here repose the ashes of a woman who 
for years ruled the ruler of India, the only Empress whose name appears on the coinage 
of the Mogul Emperors. Something should be done to renew the tcmb from utter des¬ 
truction. 


11. Shdhdara Tomb of Asaf Khan, brother of Nur Jaluln, and therefore brother- 
in-law of Jahangir. It was built in tbe reign of Shah Jah&n, but is now in ntter ruin, 'iho 
decorations and sculptures were removed by Ranjit Singb, who is said to have despoiled 
2,000 graves in Lahore in order'to beautify Amritsar, which city, however, has little to 
show for such wholesale robbery. 

12. Shalimdr or Shalimah Gardens, four miles east of Lahore on the road to 
Amritsar. These gardens hro the remains of seven divisions of one large garden which 
was laid out by the great caual engineer, Ali Mardan Khan, in the reign of bhah Jahan. 
(Three dates are given 1667, A. D., by tho Punjab Gazetteer, which is certainly wrong ; 
1G28, A. D., in the old r< list of antiquarian objects ” which is probably also wrong, and 
A. H. 1048= A. D., 1638, Sluihjahan’s 11th year, by “ Tarikh-i-Makhzan-i-Punjab ” which 
is probably correct). They consist of three terraces, one higher than the other, and named 
respectively Hayat Bakhsh, Faiz Bakhsh and Farhat Bakhsh, i.e., life-giving, plenty-giving 
and pleasure-giving. They are laid out formally with a row of fountains running down, 
the centre of the gardens and at the edges of the ten-aces are waterfalls aim other 
fountains. During the time of Ahmad Shah Durrani, they were much defaced and some 
decorative work was removed. Ranjit Singh took away much marble and sent it to 
Amritsar, where it was used in ornamenting the Golden Temple. 

These gardens are now used by the natives of Lahore and Amritsar for annual 
melSs and by Europeans for picnics. They are kept up by Government. 

Nadir Shah encamped here when on his way down to Dehli in 1151, A. H., 
(1738, A. D.) Here lie received the submission of tbe Governor of Lahore, and here he 
coined double gold mohurs with the inscriptions {t N&dir-us-Sultan ” and tc Zarb-i-Lahore, 
1151.” 

13. Tomb of Mian Mtr situated to the north of the railway between Lahore and 
Main Mir West Stations. It is of bricks and marble, and is highly sculptured and pointed. 
It was built by Bara Shikoh in the reign of Shah Jc.han. Dam Shikoh was a disciple of 
JMtfn Mir who was of the Qadirea sect. On Diir& Shikoh’s seal the word al Q.ddir 
( jolfil!) is at the top. Ranjit Singh gavo orders that this tomb should be despoiled, but 
as be was returning home, his horse threw him twice. This evil omen \yas construed by 
his Mussalm&n attendants, who bad entreated him to spare the building, into a sign of tbe 
ill favour of the saint. The order was countermanded and the tomb escaped spoliation, but 
the tomb of Nur Jah6n Begam did not. It is little visited by Europeans, but is bold in 
great esteem by Muhammadans. 

14. Chauburji (the four towered), This is a gateway, a mile-aud-a-half from Lahore 
on the Mooltan road. It is decorated with encaustic tiles, and was built, in .1641, A. D, 
by Zeb-un-niss&n, daughter of Sh&hjdh&n. There was a garden to which this was tho 
gateway, but it has long sinco been destroyed. The gateway has just been repaired by 
the Public Works Department. It is in possession of Government. The gardens which 
were here cost many lakhs of rupees. When first finished, they were presented by tho 
Princess to Mina Bai, her nurse. They were destroyed by tbe encroachments of the Ravi. 
The north-west Minar of the gateway was destroyed by the river which for a long tune 
used to run close to it*. 

15. Sapiddh af Baste Rdm, just outside Lahore Fort , about the middle of the north 
side wall. A building of pucca masonry neatly painted. Busti lUm was the Guru of 
Ranjit Sirigh ; he died 1802, A. D. The Grantli is read hero daily.

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16. Samddh of JMdi or Rdni JTakdin to the west of the old Lahore Mb.ll, half way he-, 
tween the Mall anti the Bank of Bengal. It was built, by Ran jit Singh, over the remains 
of one of his wives, Rani Nakain. It is not decorated, neither is it used for anything, not 
even begging, the object of most graves in the Punjab. 

17. Janam Asthdn (place of birth) of Quru Rum D&ss in the south of the Chuni 
Mandi in the city of Lahore. It was built by Ranjit Singh who destroyed the houses in 
the vicinity to make way for it, A. D. 1835. It has coloured decorations and is in high 
repute for sanctity amongst the Sikhs. 

18. Tomb of Abd-ur-Rizz&k Chir&gh GPani, on the east side of the south end of 

the Anarkullee Bazar. It is known as the Niki Gumbaz (the blue dome), and is surrounded 
by buildings. It is in tho hands of the descendants of the Fnqfr, who repair it froiiW 
funds at their disposal. Date 16, 1882, A. D. \ \ . 

19. Tomh of T)dla Ganj Balchsh , west of the Sardi of Mela Rdm.— It was commenced 
by Ibrahim of Gazni, 1073, A. D., and finished by Akbar. It is of brick and stone. 

20. Samddh of Gurd Arjan, a short distance to the north of Ranjib Singh’s 
Sainadh outside the Bosh mu gate <>f the city of Lahore. Gum Arjhm, the 5th Sikh Gurd, . 
was implicated in tho rebellion of Priuco Khusran at the beginning of 'the reign of , 
Jahangir. He was imprisoned and died in confinement. But tradition says he disap- , 
pea red"* in the Rfivi at this place, which is close to tho fort walls under which a branch of 
the Ravi msod to flow. The date of the tomb is 1635, A. D. There is a well said to have 
been dug by thi.s Guru near the Sunehri Masjid, and there Ranjit' Singh made a buoli. 

Barddari Tdrjarh, on the banks of the Ravi near Lahore. It is tho oldest speci¬ 
men of Mogul Architecture in the place. It has undergone considerable alienations. . All 
that remains of tlie palace is a large gateway. The Baradariis noV use^l- for a toll-honse 
for the bridge of boats. , 

22. Tomh if Muhammad Shah, MaujHarya, Bukhari, in'- Anarkullee. It was 
built.in the time of Akbar in 101 J,’A.' II. (1604 A. Ik). , It is of unrJecorated masonry. < 1 

23. Shahid Ganj.^At the cast ond cif'tjie Lundtf Bazfir in tho road from the Rail¬ 
way Station to tlie Delhi G;-v of t 'Lahore city. SbahUTGanj means the martyrs’ quarters. 

In 1745, A. D > after the retreat of Nadir Shah with the plunder of .Delhi, the Governor of 
Lahore was Naw'aL Zakariya Khan. He died about the same thue as Nadir Shah, and 
his eldest son Yahtya Khan became Governor of the Punjab. In his days the Sikhs, who 
were then companies of free'hooters and highway robbers, plundered and murdered , 
everywhere. They took from Gobindwat a vast quantity of merchandize. Jasrat Iiui, 
Governor of Emannbad, pm^ed them but w.< slain. When his brother Lakhpat R6i 
heard of this, he took a portion of the anny of Yahiya Khan, and pursued the Sikhs to 
Jaiimui, where he slew an innunmerable host of them. He brought a thousand of them 
to Lahore'in chains, frhere he first paraded them in the streets cm donkeys with their facos 
towards tho tails of the animals, then, taking them to tho Nakhfis Bazar outside the Delhi • 
(jute, he- had them all executed. This is the place now calied Shahid Ganj. “Here,” 
nays a native author, u the oikhs take bhang the wholo day.” The Jdace is in possession of 
Ftcnrs who attend to repairs. 

24. JbVL'dhir Sinah’s. Samddh. outside the Mdsti Gate of Lahore eft}/. Itis.au 
underrated building and was erected in 1845, A. D. 

25. Tovrfi of JfOtair-ad-din Shah, Abdul Mu of, outside the Mochi Gate off Lahore 
city. It is an in decorated masonry tomb, and .was built* in 16J5, A. D. - Two fairs are 

held at it annually. 

26. Chauhura of Ohajju Bhagat, outside febe Siiah ’A 1 mi.Gate of Lahore eK v. . It 
tvaa erected in 1544, A. D* There in an annual fair held here. 

•27, Masjid' of l)ai Tiudo, near Rattan Chatid’s gardon. % Aty ctuiocorated nm^ocry 1 
mosque iu bad Condition, ’• The Faqir in charge cannot afford to pay-for repairs. 
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Begampura, three -miles east of Lahore, to mb ofAli Mar dan Khan. This tomb 
of the great engineer of Shah Jahan is opposite the Goldin Bagh. It was erected in 1(555, 
A. I). It is a plain building, and is not used for anything. It is in possession of 
Government. 


29. Begampura, three miles east of Lahore, tomb of Hazrat Aishdn. This is an 
undecorated Muhammadan tomb of masonry. Its date is unknown. It is kept in repairs 
by a descendant of the buried person. 


30. Bdglibdnpura, six miles east of Lahore, tomb of Madho Lul x Husain . It was 
built in 1712, A. D. It is in the Muhammadan style, but in possession of Hindus. A 
fair is held here annually. 


01. Baghbdnpura, six miles east of Lahore, tomb of Jdni Khan. This undecorated 
masonry tomb was erected in 1718, A. D., by Jani Khan for his sister, hut as ho died before 
sho did, he himself was buried in it. It is in pretty fair condition. 

32. Kot Khoja Sdt, three miles from Lahore, Shah, IUlawal’s garden. Nothing is 
known of this Shall, and the garden contains nothing of importance. 

33. Jvoi Khoja Sdi, Samiidh of HaqUpib R<h\ an undecorated marble and brick 
building. Haqiqat R$i was kilted here and burnt. There is an aunual fair held here. 

3I. Kaxcdlcot, three miles from Lahore on Mooltau road, tomh of Zeb-un-tiissdn. 
The marble slabs wero taken off this tomb by Baujit Singh and placed in the Haziiri 
Bagh barudari. It is now much neglected, and is used as a shed for goats. 

35. Dholamcdl, four miles from Lahore, tomb of Shaikh Farid. It is undecorated 
and has no known date. 


30. Bhoguwdl , three miles from Lahore, tomb of Nawab Mian Khan. It is of unde- 
unrated masonry, and belongs at present to Nawab Nawazisli Ali Khan, who repairs it 
when needful. 

37. Sohnwuni, 3$ miles from Lahore, tmhb of Mian Vadda, \iu nndecorated 
Muhammadan masonry structure in very good condition. Nothing is known of the builder. 
■One authority gives 1056, A. D., as tko date; another 1790, A. D. 

38. QUA Gujar Singh, three miles from Lahore, tomb of Bibi Vale Ddmun. It-is 
a Muhammadan tomb in good order. Nothing is known of its builder. It is in posses¬ 
sion of attendants who repair it. 

39. Asthdn Bairon, four miles south of Lahore, a Tlindu teinple with t ank attached. 
It is of brick and is an ordinary building. Every Sunday, the Hiudiis hold a fair here. 
It was built by Gudar ShAli Mahajan in 1823, A. D. 

40. Sanuldh of Mahdrdjah Slur Singh, son of kanjt Singh, near Shall Bilawal, 
three miles from Lahore. It has no decorations, and is a poor building. Here Sher Singh 
Was cremated. 

41. Kot Pindi Vdss, on road to Shekhopura. Pul Degh, a bridge built by 
Jaluingir to enable him to go to his hunting box at Shekhopura. 

42. Sardi Goliwala, near the Lahore Central Jail, four miles south uf Lahore. It 
was of the time of Jahftngir. In the archway of the principal gateway worn me remark¬ 
ably good representations of angels. These could only havo boon made by pupils of 
European artists. The Sarni belongs to Baja Harbaua Singh who has pulled down the 
walls for the sake of the bricks. 

43. Buga Gumbaz at Begampur, three miles trow Lahore. Five domes ju all. They 
have latedy been repaired to keep them from falling down. The date is given ns 1747, 
A. D. They are in I ho possession of Government-. 

•11. Qov&nmaut Umise, Lahore .—In the time of Shah Jahan the t<vtnb of Saiyad 
Badr-nd-din QiMm was on ? i: is site. This saint had founded a quarter to the wosb of thw 


mtsr^ 



tomb, and had built also a fine mosque. He died in 1072, A. H. (1061-2, A. D.) aud was 
buried here. It was destroyed by the plundering Sikhs, and wrestlers used the adjacent 
ground for wrestling. In the latter part of the reign of Ranjifc Singh, the dome was taken 
down and Khnshal Singh used the tomb as a residence. Under English rule, it was first 
used a,s a house by Mr. Bowring, then Major MacGregor and then by Mr. afterward Sir 
Robert Montgomery. It was the property of Raja Tej Singh, who exchanged it to Gov¬ 
ernment for the Haveliuf Hakim Eai in Sialkot. Of course it has beeu very much altered. 

45. The Hallway Church .—This was the tomb of Muhammad Salih and Uuayat 
Ullah, the jointl authors of the Bahar-i-duuish. Muhammad Salih was the Head Clerk 
in the office of the Governor or Suba of Lahore in the time of Shall Jahan. Ho composed 
the Bahar-i-danish, and Hnayat Ullah revised and corrected it. The two were buried in 
the tomb, the latter in 1075, H. (1664-5, A. Lb), and the former in 1080, H.=( 1669-70, A. 
J)). The grave stones were of red sandstone. They were destroyed by the Sikhs who 
turned the tomb into a powder magazine. When the English took over the Punjab, 
Mr. C. C. Seymour purchased the tomb, and used it as hi3 residence. The long domed tomb 
to the right on entering the Church compound is that of the family of the two authors. 


Kasub. 

46. Chaulcancli of Midn Hdji A'ja Sahib, half a mile from Kasur. It was built in 
.'494, A. D., iu the reign of Sikandar Lodhf. Offerings are made, on which the custodians 
live. 

47. Mosque of Abd-ul-haqq, in Kasur, mosque of Dinddr Khan, two miles from Kasur, 
and mosque of Bazir Khan > three ordinary unused mosques fast falling to ruin. 

48. Fort of Kasur, A. D. 1788, a remnant’of Sikh oppression. It was built 
by Sarddr Khushlifil Singh. It is now occupied by Faqfrs, and all signs of a fort will 
soon disappear. 

49. Gumbaz of Walcil Khan .—This nndccorated masonry dome was built in the 
time of Shall Jahan. "it is used by the Assistant Commissioner as residence andKaclierry. 
All repairs are paid for by Government. 

50. Tomb of Bdba Shah, near Kot Kalan in Kasur. A tomb built in 1783, A. I). 
It is in very fair condition. Annual fair. 

51. Tomb of Mima liohula Beg, half mile to the west of Kasur. It is nndecorated 
and is only the grave of the Mirza. 

52. JDiv.'dn Khdna of Nawdb Qutb Khan, one mile from Kasur. It is now occu¬ 
pied by the American Presbyterian Mission at a nominal rent, on the understanding 
that they keep it in repair. 

53. Chunk an di Sadr Diwdn, two miles from Kasur. A tomb in fair condition, 
built in the time of Slnibjahan, 1658. A. Di lb is repaired by the custodians of the 
shrine. 

54. Ram Thamman .—A tempi# 10 miles west by north of Kasur. It was built 
by Diwiin Lakkpat l\ai. A fair is held here annually, and as the Hindus consider it a 
very holy place, many buildings are still being erected. 

55. Siimtidh and Tank of Does, at Narli, 12 miles from Kasur. They were 
made iu A. I). 1644. An annual fair is held here. 

56. riuLbtitjnir PuC, L*5 itffh'S east by north of Kasur, It is a very old place. 
The lown is built partly ou a mound which, judging from its height, may be of Buddhist 
origin. It is not China Pati with which General Cunningham first identified it. 

57. Thma Sdhih, a woodnu pillar at Khetn Kuril, five miles east of Kasur. It was 
set up m ln08, A L*., by Guru Amur Dass, who made it of his own height, that after 
hi* deutli the Sikhs might offer money on which his disciples conld subsist. The pillar 
is (if .-bfahttJU wood. 
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Chauleandi Oj n Sharif .—A masonry tomb in Kliem Karu, built in 1700, 

A. D., by Bhaga Shall, disciple of Shall Sharif. Offerings aro sometimes made liere. 

59. Bdoli Khem Earn, Kamhoh , west of Khem Karn. It was built in 1635, A. D. 

Chun ian. 

60. Savnidh of Baba Them Sdchi Dari, in Mian-ki-Muri, 17 miles north of 
Clninian. It wa 3 built in 1675, A. D., and is in possession of Dhian [Mahant Dass. 
Annual fair. 

61. Bhadr Kali at Kkudian, 15 miles east of Cliunnmn. An ordinary mulecorated 
temple, tlio date of which is unknown. It is kept in order by attendants. 

62. Tomb of Taj a Khan at Dhutti in pergannali of Chunhin. It was built in 
1721, A. D. Annual fair. 

SnAKAQPon. 

63. Nankana Sahib, Jauam Asthim, Balkarna, Mai Sahib, Tambn Sahib, 24 miles 
west of Sharaqpur. These aro temples built to commemorate events in the life of Ndnak, 
who was born at Talwandi, 31 miles south of Nankana. This place is regarded by the 
Sikhs as peculiarly sacred. Most of the buildings are of the present century. An annual 
fair is held hero. 




JALANDHAR DISTRICT. * 

1. Devi TAUb.— This is a large masonry tank, built some 200 years ago, half a mile 
north of Jalandhar city. It is one of the prettiest places near' Jalandhar, and is in tin 
possession of private bodies who repair it when necessary from subscription. The Hindus 
hold it sacred. The Punjab Gazetteer says “the only remains of the ancient city are two 
tanks which bear the name of Gupha and Brahmkund.” This Devi Talub is probably one 
of them. 

2. Tomb of Imam Nusir-ud-din, in the town of Jalandhar. It is said to bo 800 years’ 
old, and to be built on the site of a Jogi, named Julandharnath, who is reputed by tradition 
to have refonnded the city. Its affairs are managed by private individuals. 

3. Mosque arid Tomb of Shaikh Darwesh, buildings in the Path .'in style, situated in 
the Bacti Shaikh, a suburb of Jalandhar. They were built by tho Shaikh, but aro now in 
a poor state of preservation. They are private property. 

4. Vhdb Baba Hari Ddss— Two temples and a tank of brick in the above basti. 
They are private property and are in good repair. Date 1703, A. D. 

5. Mithu Sahibwalld’s mosque and well, a mile to the west of Jalaudtuir. They 
were built in 1669, A. D., by Sadr-ud-din, and are now much dilapidated. They heloug to 
private individuals. 

6. Enndi Rain’s tank in Jalandhar town was mado in 1738, A. D. It is in good, 
repair and belongs to private individuals. 

7. Juma Afasjid in Jalaudhar city is 400 years’ old, and contains the tomb of Qazi 
Muhammad Nakki. 

8. The H'U'r: Alamgir Masjid was built in Jalaudhar in the year 909, A. H.~ 1508, 
A. D. It is in the hands of private individuals who attend to repair. 

KAlOTAimTB. 

9. T^e Thamji, $ large Sikh Temple at Kartarpffr. It is a square tower of 3 
stofeys surmounted hy a cupola. It is one of the chief places of worship for the Sikhs in

Nakodar. 

10. Garden Iladiranwalla in Nakodar. Here arc two tombs and a bnradari, 
decorated with mosaics and glazed tiles. The t-ombs are those of Muhammad Momin, a 
musician and Hfiji Jamal his pupil. The former wa3 erected in 1612, A. D., and the latter in 
1657, A. D. General Cunningham gives a full account of these buildings in Volume XIV, 
Archeological Survey Report, page 58—62. They are in possession of Government, and 
have been repaired by the Public Works Department. 

11. JJakkani Sar&i, fine miles north-west of Nakodar. It is an old royal saral built 
by Shuhjaktin. It is now used as a Leper Asylum, and is repaired from District Funds. 

Philour. 

12. SarM Nw' Mahal* —fhis S&rui was built by Ndr M ahal or Nur Jali.iu, the 
Empress of Jahangir, 1028-60, A.H. (1619-21, A. D.) The western gateway is of red sand¬ 
stone and is ornamented with much sculpture. It has lately been restored by the 
Public Works Department. A full description is given of this buiiding by General 
Cunningham, Aidm ological Survey Report, Volume XIV, page 62—65. The General 
gives transliterations and translations of the inscriptions over the east and west doorways. 

15. Fort oj Parlour .— This fort was formerly a Mogul sarai. It w r as converted into 
a fort by Ranjit Singh, and is now occupied by British troops. 

14. Tomb of Faih Ali Shahj in the neighonrhood of Nur Mahal. It is of brick 
masonry, and is in fair order. Date 1071, A. H. (1660-1, A. D.) It is in the possession of 
private bodies. Annual fair. 

15. Garden and Ldradari at Nawashakr, 22 miles east by north of Philour. They 
are said to be 250 years 5 old. The Mradar! is in possession of Government, and is used as 
a rest-house. 

16. Mosques at village of Karyan Nawashahr and Ihisainpur are of ordinary 
brick masonry, and arc in fair and good order respectively. 

17 Tanks at Suraj Kund, noar Ralinn, 20 miles east of Philour and Jindwal, half 
mile east of Bungah. The former is out of repair, the latter in good order. 

18. Tombs of Nat/yazas .—One is close to BAhun , another is between ’Aliwalpur and 
Jvart/irpur, » third is at Jalandhar close to the town. 

19. ('ass Minnrs, or old mile pillars. There arc seven of these in the Philour and 
Nakodar Tahsfls on the King’s old high way from Delili to Lahore. 

20. Mounds, Malsian and Nagar. —Tlic-oe two mounds are near Nagar, miles 
•west of Nakodar. They are supposed to be the ruins of old cities. 


PLGOZEPUR DISTRICT. 

1. Mound at Janeyrf 6£ miles north of Moya. This is a large high mound com- 
piirv-d <>f brick's and earth. It covers about 800 acres, and is supposed to be the remains 
of au. ancient ciLy. L-isby far the must extensive mound in the district, and from its 
grout height it is visible at a groat distance. 1 

2. (lam Dadra of Mukutsar, 21 miles west by south of Kot Kujmro. This Sikh 
: In ino is of pukka masonry, and ie situated on the side of a large tank in the middie of i ho 
small town ««f Mukuttwr. It is decorated with coloured paintings. Gobind ftingh after 
f ho dcra.li of his sous at Chamkaur fought * battle hero with the Mogul troops. Hari 8ingh 
Nulwtt -jumouced a largo tomb here, and it has since been completed by the Maharajaof

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There are several shrines in the neighbourhood. Mukutsar means the fountain 
— Gobind Singh promised his followers who should fall exemption from trans¬ 

migration, which is au Indian idea of salvation. The shrine is in the hands of Pdjaris, who 
are superintended by a managing committee appointed by the district authorities. It is 
maintained from the proceeds of a jagir of Rs. 2,500 per anumn.

GURDASPUR DISTRICT. 


1. MuTcesar .—L p the Ravi, six miles from Shdhpur, on the left bank of the Ravi are 
the caves of Mnkesar. They are four in number and are cut out of the south side of a 
soft sand-stone cliff which projects into the river. One cavo is used as a dwelling for the 
Mahant in charge. Two others aro temples to Shiv. The fourth one contains a spring of 
water. They are all artificial, being cut out of tho solid rock. There is a small worn out, 
illegible Sanskrit inscription on a jamb of ono of the doorways in characters of 900 years 
ago. Tho Mahant is supported by the proceeds of offerings at two meins. He ha 
improved the road down to the temples which are near the water’s edge, but it is now 
dangerous enough. The caves when originally excavated lmd some pretensions to beauty. 
The soft friable sand-stone has not, however, been able to resist the effects of weather and 
smoke. The sculptures are all completely spoiled. 

2. ll*ru, seven miles north-west from Nurpur. This place is famous for its old 
temple which was once double-storeyed. The upper storey is in ruins, and the lower one is 
out of repair. 1 here is a jAgir of Its. 350 attached to ‘it.

7. Kal&naur , tomb of Jamil Bey, about half a mile north-east of the town of 
Kalanaur. Tt is of very pukka masonry, but it has been so injured by neglect and by 
vandalism that its four-side walls and the dome are cracked and full of holes. The outer 
dome is an ordiuary one in shape. Two-thirds up the inside of the tomb ., a beautifully 
groined second dome, only three thin bricks thick. The ribs of the groining are not all 
there, and part of the inner dome has in consequence fallen. The walls inside and outside 
are ornamented with geometric and floral designs in stucco. Some of the details of these 
are very beautiful. The floor is of samj-i-abri. The tomb-stone of Jamil Beg is of the 
same kind of stone. Both floor and tomb are much broken. There is a small tomb to the 
west of the principal one of the same stone. This is said by Hindus to be that of Jamil 
Beg's dog, but 1 y the Muhammadans to be that of his pothumous daughter. The tomb of the 
father of Jamil Beg is to the east; it is a heap of bricks. Round the four sides of the 
tomb inside are some Persian stanzas beautifully executed in raised letters in stucco 
These express the grief of the father for the death of his son. The histories are silent 
about Jamil Beg. Tradition says he was fighting against the hill Rajahs (of Niirpur or 
Kiingra), and was killed in the skirts of the mountains, but that his headless trunk came on 
fighting to Kalanaur where it entered the earth. 

This tomb should certainly be repaired, it will be impossible to restore it except at 
great cost. Some faqirs pretend to take great care of it, but so little do thoy attend to it 
that the whole place inside and outside aro in the most disgraceful aud ruinous condition. 
There are no lands attached to it and no offerings are made now'. 

8. Aaldnaur , Akbar's Throne .— A masonry platform on which is a masonry seat in 
front of which is a small ha'.:: or tank. It is a little beyond Jamil Beg’s tomb going from 
Kalanaur. This throne is the only part uow r remaining of what was once a large garden, 
with wells and palaces and baths. The wells still remain, but are very filthy. The 
garden walls and palaces have not even their foundations left. They supplied ballast to 
the Pathaukot and Amritsar Railway. The underground mast.my pipes arc still visible 
m places. This historic spot should certainly be protected. Akbar was at Kalanaur when 
he heard of his father Humayun’s death. It was here he was proclaimed Emperor aud 
crowned. The ceremony was probably performed in a tent, and this plain brick platform 
afterwards erected to matk the spot. It could be repaired at small cost. A strong iron 
palisade might be placed all round it. Pilgrims visits it from far. 


9. Phangotah , 22 miles north-east from Pathaukot, near the left bank of the Ravi. 
an old temple. The Silrftit has been thrown down, and a squatty building erected in its 
place on ihe old foundations. The lower parts of the walls are intact. The Mandapa. 
walls differ from those of the Sikra. They do not join up to them. The cornices and 
sculptured bands are quite different in the two parts of the building. Over the doorw'ay 
if the Sikra is a broad sculptured beam. Other sculptured stones are lying about. The 

story is that two brothers, sons of the Raja of Niirpur disagreed. One became a Mussal- 
m/m, and on doming to power, lie destroyed this temple and built a mosque. On his death 
tin: mosque was thrown down, and the stones restored to the temple. The site of the 
mosque is sti!! shewn. 

10. Dera JSdnalc, 22 miles west, of Gurdaspur, Sikh Temple. Tt is a miniature 
of the Darbur Sftliib at Amritsar. The present temple was corammicod in 1705, A. D., 
and finished in 1787, A. I). Ran jit Singh added to it in 1825, A. D. Baba Nanak, the 
found*: r .if rl»e Bikh religion died in Pukhoki, nbar Dera Nanak. His bod k y was made away 
with. Ills lineal descendants still reside in flu? town. They are called Br.dis. Dera 
NAoak is to the Sikhs, what Medina is to the Muhammadans.

The walls need 
repair. The building is small but of great strength. The tomb which was once of 
masonry is now scarcely discernible. An inscription on slato over the doorway of tho 
mosque shows that it was built according to the will of H*Vji Balmim, Faujdar of the 
Chakla of Jamniun and Kangra by Haji Rajab All in 1096, A. H. This is the Bahrain 
from whom Balirdmpur, a small town close by takes its name. No attempt has been made 
at conservation. The northern part of the mosque is used as a cowshed. 

16. Shahpur on the Ravi or Shahpur EundL—Fort, situated on a precipice on the 
left bank of the Btivi. One old round tower has had additions made to it and is used as a 
Dak Bungalow. The fort is in a state of dilapidation. It is ascribed to Bhao Singh alias 
Murid Khan, a second son of Raja Rup Singh of Nurpur. He became a Muhammadan, 
and Shahpur was given him in jagh*. He built the fort and called it Shahpur after the 
king Shah Jahun. Part of the fort has been sold to Mela Ram. 

Near the fort towards Pathankot are the Muhammadan tombs of the Mussulman 
governors and their wives. There is also a mosque. All these were fair specimens of the 
-workmanship and architecture of their day, but they are now going hopelessly to ruin. 

Shahpur village has a Hindu temple dedicated to Shiva. Some of its ornaments 
are Buddhistic. Towards Pathdnkot, just outside tho village is a‘large stone tank, now 
dry. 'There are some wells, but the inscriptions once in them are illegible. 

14 Trihdri, five miles south by east of Shahpur. An old fort made of boulders. 

It had a rotund tower at each corner- It was supplied with water from a well outside and 
below <Lo present fort. In the fort is a small well where the water was stored. This fort 
was utterly dostroyed after prince Murad Bakhsh had takeu the forts of Man and Nurpur 
in 1051, A. H. (1041-2, A. D.). 

15. Jhafcbar , six miles west of Pathankot and one mile from the village of Sherpuv. 
Here are some old Hindu tombs which greatly resemble Muhammadan tombs in style. 

In the monastery Are some old sanads and farmdns of tho Mogul Emperors in a perfect 
state of preservation. The buildings of the monastery date from the time of Akbar, but 
there is scarcely anything of archselogical importance in the place. The old tombs being 
in a state of disrepair wore lately pulled down and others orectod in their place. 


HOSHYARPUIt DISTRICT. 

I Eiratpur t six milet3 south-east of Anandpur, on tho left bank of the Sutlej, 
tomb of Bald Gurditla. It is of brick, is situated on a hill, and has a wide lofty, flight 
of stairs leading up to it. It is kept in good repair by its owners, tU Sodhis of Anandpur. 
It is about 250 years’ old. 

2. Anandpur. Samddh, built over the spot where Guru Gohind Singh, the 10th Sikh 
Guru, burned the head of his father Tegh Bahadur after it had been recovered from the 
walls of Dehli. It is of brick and only in fair order ; it m m possession of Nihangs wbo 
contribute nothing towards its repairs. Tegh BaMdur was executed m 1675, A. D. 

8. Unah, 28 miles east by south of Ilflshy&rpur, forts of Bedis. Those brick forts 
are 400 yards east of the tahsil. They were erected by the Bedis as a place of refuge lur¬ 
ing the time of Sikh misrule and anarchy. They are iu good repair, aud are in possession 
of Bedis still. 

4 nine miles north-east of the Tluina of Mubarak pur. Shrine oj Guru Barhhag 

Sinqh. It is in good repair, and in charge of the Gur'u of Kartarpur. There is a largo 
niela here during the Holi, at which the offerings amount to Us. 4,000, so that the repairs 
are easily executed by the Guru in charge. 

5." Sahdiuitra, six miles west of Ilajipor, tempi? of (/«</«» JJfuska Tilo. This is .a 
small masonry temple on the top of a hillock, in the midst of a plain. It is well preserved 
and is in charge of priests who receive offerings. 
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.•*0^/6. Sri Pandain, eight miles north from Hajipur, temple of Shiv and bdoli, both 
sandstone. The temple lias some old sculpture on it, and is well preserved. The 
attendants receive offerings and expend some of them on the building. 

7. Dharanpur. 20 miles cast of Dasdah, masonry temple and tank, Biennial fair 
held here. Attendants look after repairs. 


8. Jhangi Mdlu, four miles south-west of Mukerian, tomb of Mdhi Shdh. A 
Muhammadan tomb in charge of attendant who carries out repairs from offerings. It is in 
good order. Annual fair. 

9. Ji'ic, one mile east from Tandah, two tombs, in good preservation. They 
are looked after by attendants. Fair in Muharrum at one of them. At tho other, people 
made offerings for the recovery of sick cattle. 


10. Tempi* of Rajni Devi, nine miles west of Hoshyarpur. It is of masonry and is 
in good order. It is dedicated to the goddess of small-pox. A Mahant receives offerings 
and carries out repairs. 

11. Tomb of Shah Nur Jamdl, eight miles east of Hoshyarpur, date 12-50, A. H. 
It is of masonry, and is well kept, and is in the hands of a Muhammadan attendant. Fair 
in Chet. 


12. Jandoli, six miles north of Mahalpur, a masonry Dharmsdlla. In good order. 
Annual fair. Resident Maliant carries out repairs. 


13. Chak Katdni, three miles west of Mahalpur, temple of masonry. 


14. Panch Nangal, seven miles west of Garshankar, Harmandar and tank of 
masonry. In good order. Resident Mahant carries out repairs. 

15. Garshankar, tomb and mosque of masonry, date 1195, A. H,, weekly and 
annual fairs. Resident Muhammadan faqirs do the repairs. 

1G. Garshankar, masonry tomb and tank, noar the Tahsil. They are reputed to- 
be 1,500 years old. They are looked after by a Mahaut and are in good condition. The 
tank has hi*'J; been improved by the District Committee. 

17. Bhaw&nipur, 12 miles cast of Garshankar, Hi\ulu temple of masonry. 
There aio some frescos, scenes from the Ramsiyau. A resident, Mahant keeps it in fair 
order- It is used as a place of worship. Fairs in Chet and A.soj. 


18. Mcmaswdl, 12 miles north-east of Garshankar. Aiula Devi, a stone temple with 
an image of the Devi. It is in charge of a Mahant who keeps it in repairs. 

10. AM par, 12 miles east from Garshankar. Siddh Tcmph Siddhs aiv S,©mi¬ 
di vino beings who were supp' sed to be gifted with supernatural powers. The temple is 
managed and kept in order by tlm liana of Manaswal.

11 , J ate ala Mukhi, 16 miles south by east of Kaugra, stone temple adorned with 
tin tings. The present building is a Sikh one, but the site has been oi’jg of pilgrimage for 
200 3 earn. The temple inbuilt over some fissures in the earth from which an inflam- 
mablo gus escapes. This has caused divine honors to lie paid to the place. Immense fair* 
are hold in April and October, to which people resort from all parts of India. The finest 
part <d' the temple is the splendid folding door, covered with silver plates, which was 
presented by Keja Kjmrak Singh, and which so struck Lord Hardinge that he had a model 
made of it.

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12. Maarur, 20 miles north-west by north, of Dehra, rock cut temples. The ridge 
of a hill has been cut through transversely in two places, and the intervening ridgo has 
been cut into nine temples; Only one was excavated, but nine towers were cut out and 
sculptured on the outside. Some door frames too were sculptured in bands, but no further 
progress was made. It is undoubtedly a very ancient place, but it has no inscriptions. It 
is in possession of attendants who cannot, however, preserve the temples from the effects of 
the weather, by which the southern and exposed portions of the pile have been entirely 
destroyed. 

13. Kalcsar Maha Deo, stone temple, six miles south of Dehra. It is supposed to 
have been built 800 years ago. There is a large annual fair. It is a place of pilgrimage, 
and i *3 in possession of attondauts who keep it in good preservation. 

14. Fir than, 13 miles south of Dobra, Plr-ka-mahln, a Muhammadan plain brick 
shrine, built 200 years ago by Raja Rujvup. It has two drinking fountains attached to it 
A lai’ge annual fair is hold. Attendants look after repairs. 

15. Haripur, ton miles north by oast of Dehra, TaUb Kill an Rai. A pukka tomb, 
built by Rani Durga D&i more than 300 years ago. Close by are a small temple and a 
grove of fine trees. It is in possession of Government, and is repaired from local funds. 

Id Haripur, plain stone temple of R6m Chand in the west part of the town. It is 
said to have been built by a lhija of Goler 500 years ago. It has an inscription m 
Sanskrit. Attendants look after repairs. 

Haripur has the remains of many temples and tombs in it. None aro very old, and 
most of them are in ruins. 

17. Narichdna, 12 miles north-west by west of Dehra. Kashiv Mahadeo, a plain 
stone temple, built more than 400 years ago. There are two annual fairs. Attendants 
carry ont repairs. 

18. Tataeen Katin, six miles north by west from Dehra, BaglaMukhi, a plam stone 
temple, surrounded by smaller shrines. It is said to have been built bOO years ago. T be 
inscription stone wasdestroyed some time back. This is a very largo establishment I is 
situated in a gorge just below the road leading from Dehra to Kiingra. Attendants look 
after repairs. 

10 Dehra, Devi Dwdra, a plain stoue temple, built by FAja frharin Chand, 300 
years ago in the time of Akbar. Stone steps lead from it to the river Bias. Attendants 
look after repairs. 

There aro many other small temples, tanks and forts in this tahsil. They 
interesting, but are mostly in ruins. 

Tahsil Hamirpub. 

20 BhaUL 15 miles east from Hamirpur, Mahal Tira, a palace, near -Sujaupur. 
It is the Muhammadan style. It was commenced b> Raja Ablu Chand and finished by, 
his grandson, Sansar Chand II of EAngrft. It belong; to the RAja of Lambagdon the 
representative of the old Katoch family of Kiingra. It * of regal proportions, and the 
workmanship is highly finished. The Raja does not reside here, lionco the buildings have 
been allowe d to fall into utter disrepair. The Raja’s j6gir is small, and he cannot afford 
to keep up buildings which are of no use to him. 

21 Bhalei near Sujanpur Tira. Tomb of Nawab Gulam Muhammad of Rampur.

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23. Tank at Bhalet. It is of pukka masonry and is attacked to a temple. It is in 
possession of private bodies but is repaired from local funds. 

24. Chinidra, four miles from Hamirpur, nann or bacli , built by Raja Grhamand 
Cband of Kangra. It is repaired from local funds when required. 

25. Kliarot, nine miles from Hamirpur, vaun or laoli, similar to No. 24. 

20. Bajuri, one mile from Hamirpur, naun, very old, but nothiug is known of 
its builder. It is repaired from local funds. 

27. Kotila, 16 miles from Hu mi rp fir, Asuri Devi, stone temple, built by Raja 
Hggar Pal. Attendants keep up repairs. 

28. Jai Singhpur, seven miles east of Sujanpur, a stone tank, built and endowed by 
Sanssr Cband II of Kang-a. It is in serviceable condition, and is in possession of private 
bodies, but is repaired, when necessary, from local funds. In this place also are some old 
temples more or less in ruins. 

29. llorr, three miles from Sujanpur, Balah Rupi , a stone temple. It has a largo 
annual fair. Attendants see to repairs. 

30. Bad 'hr f , seven miles from Hamirpur, Mahal-ka-Qila, a stone Hindu fort, believed 
to be very ancient, but now in ruins and past repair. 

31. Dharchar , 13 miles from Hamirpur, ifahadco Chamar Khar , a otone temple, 
supposed to be very ancient. It is in charge of attendants who keep it in repair. 

Tahsjl Nubpcr. 

32. Nurpur Fort .—It is situated on a precipice to the west of the town. The 
whole of the southern wall is in utter ruin. The eastern wall has now the Post Office, 
Public Works rest-house, Town-school and School-house, built on to it. The fort was 
commenced by Basil Beo, Raja of Nurpur, but the present building was the work of 
succeeding rdj$6. The style of the early parts is that of the time of Akbar, very solid, but 
with floral bands. The style of the later portions is that of Aurangzeb. In the western part 
of the i'orfc is a temple dedicated toBrij Raj (Krishna). It is of wood and contains some fine 
frescoes on the walls. The pillars are of elegant proportions and exquisite workmanship. 

The idol io of black marble, and is said to have been brought from Chitaur by a Raja of 
Nurpur, who assisted the R6ni of Udipur against Akbar and Jah&nglr. The building 
which now contains the idol was formerly the hall of the audience of the palace. It is 
said to have been built by Nur Jahfai after the pattern of some building in Delhi. In all 
probability the idol was first placed in the fine old temple (lately exhumed) in the east 
part of the fort. This exhumed temple is 116 feet long by 49 feet broad. Its oxterior 
walls are covered with sculptured bands of surpassing beauty. Some of its sculptures are 
like tliO.se of Cbandravati described in Tod’s Rajistb6n. The plan of the temple is for 
/ho Punjab unique. The sculptures on the outer walls resemble nothing to be found in any 
other part of the Punjab. In all probability the architect and workmen, who built the tempi© 
came along with the idol from Chitaur and Udipur. Some parts of the sculpture, however, 
resemble work in Lahore Fort and Kalauanr, so local workmen may also have been used. 

This temple was unearthed by the Archaeological Survey, Punjab Circle, in 1886. A plan 
and njany drawings will be found in the report of the survey for that year. A history of 
the fort and of its siege by Prince Murad Bakhsh in the reign of Shah Jahdn is there 
given. Tim fort was dismantled in 1857, when the troops were withdrawn for service 
elsewhere. 

S3. Thdkar Dudra, Dandldn, a stone temple to the south-east of Nurpur Fort, 
date Sum hat 1 OH 1 = 1524, A. D. It is a kind of monastery said (o have been built by Kana 
Rndanpat. It lias endowments and is in fair condition, the Mahnut iu charge looking 
after repairs. 

H. Dhumatar or BharmaAdar Mahadeo, a small stone temple to the south-past of 
Nurpur Fort, supposed to be the oldest temple iu Nurpur, but it is in reality a modern 
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structure. The bull is of brass. It has a few ordinary modern sculptures. It is in fair 
preservation, and the attendant looks after repairs. Many Hindus frequent it for purposes 
of worship. 

35. ^ Giant’s tomb in Ntirpur of plain stone, dated Saxnbat 1734=1677, A. D. 
It is unclaimed property and is in fair condition. 

36. Tomb of Shah ’Abd-w-Rahman', a mile east oLNiirpur on the Dalhousie road. 
There is no dome. The grave, which is covered with sculpture is elevated on a plat form. 
It is most picturesquely situated under a large tree standing on the edge of a high cliff. 
Attendant faqirs look after the grave and tlio surrounding grave-yard. The}' are supported 
from land and offerings. In the immediate neighbourhood is the grave of the adopted sou 
of Mr. Harlan,* an American Governor, employed by Ran jit Singh.. This son was a Kabuli 
by birth, but was baptised by the name of John. The tomb is p. square one with, a 
round dome, under which is the grave covered with a raised stone on which is a Persian 
inscription surmounted with a cross and the letters J. II. S. 
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37. Jaiwdli , 15 miles south-east of Nurpur, Kameshwar Mahadeo, a stone temple 
date Sambat 1119 = 1052, A. D. Its founder is not known. It is looked after by attend¬ 
ants. It has been photographed. 

38. Jaiwdli, Shiv Nardin, a plain stone temple, built by Raja Daldi Chand, in 
Sambat 1307=1250, A. D. Attendants look after repairs, and keep the place in good 
condition. I examined the village of Jaiwfili in 18S7, but I saw no buildings of the ages 
here ascribed to tlxem, and none had inscriptions. 

39. Ndun to the east of the village of Jaiwdli. The walls behind this bdoli aro 
beautifully sculptured. There was an inscription, hut it is now eaten away with the 
exception of a few letters. 

40. Trilohpur or Triloknath, 15 miles east by south of Ndrpur on the Dharamsala road 
A fort, built by Sarddr Desa Singh. This so-called fort is only an old palace, built at the 
beginning of the present century. There are traces of French influence in the floral 
ornamentations on the walls of the rooms. The whole of the buildings are now nearly 
roofless, and are fast going to ruin. They belong to Sarddr Dydl Singh of Mr., jitha, who 
does not care to repair them. 

. 41. Fort of $ ay a Klanlc, about a couple of miles east of Trilokpur. It is situated 
picturesquely on the top of a pi’ecipitous peak, and makes a pretty picture from the 
bridge at the east end of tho Trilokpur bluffs. It is now in ruins, but the wall and towers 
presented to the road aro entire. It is ascribed by the natiyes to Sarddr Desa Singh. 

42. Kotlah , 13 miles east by south of Nurpur, fort or fortified rock. This rock 
is very precipitous, and only needed walls here and there to render it a very strong place. 
These walls were erected. The fort was in existence before tho time of Akbar, in whoso 
history and that of Jahangir, Shdh Julian and Aurangzeb, it figures. It, is now in utter 
rain. The part best preserved is a baoli, from which the natives say llanjit Singh was 
supplied with water in Lahore, althongh tho Mahdrdja is credited ^ith'di-mkin* - little simplo 
water. The site is a good one for a fort, as it is almost inaccessible on three sides. The ruins 
make a picturesque view when one is coming from Dharmsdln to Nurpur. Inside tho re is 
nothing worth a visit. There are no buildings of any architectural pretonsions in the 
place. 


43. Triloknath, Mahadeo, about two miles oast from Kptlah. This is not a 
building, but a naturally formed cave. Water charged with mineral matter, dropping 
from the roof, has at the far end of the cave producod two large stalactites and stalag¬ 
mites, which meeting midway now form two pillars. The "roof nd floor of (he, 
rest of the building are covered with masses of stalactite and stalfcgmhu. The left hai^d 
side of the cave is free from them, and on the wall here some rough sculptures have boon 
made of Hindu gods. Tho gorge leading to tWcavo is fnll of coarse figures cut i a the

44 . Fathpur, 16 miles south by east from Nurpur, Thdlcur Dwara of plain stone, 
• built by Raja Mand&ta of Nurpur. The walls are adorned with frescoes. 

45. Sarawan, 20 miles south-west by south from Nurpur. Thdkar Dwdra built by 
Chandra Jai Nath in Sambat 1396 = 1339, A. D. Attendants look after repairs. 


46. Dhcuntdl, four miles east by south from Pathankot, Thdkcir Dwara. The estab¬ 
lishment consist of a Maliant’s palace, a langarkhana or kitchen, rooms for students and 
disciples, several temples and a number or samadhs of former Makants. The whole is a 
huge block of buildings in a large high walled enclosure to which is an imposing gateway. 
Close by are a cave and a baoli , about which enormous lies are told. The buildings were 
erected*by Sarstim Deo, at a cost of 3 lakhs of rupees. Large jfigirs ara attached. 
Every filing is in fair order. When visited by the Archaeological Survey in 1886, there 
were no students. The Mahant was spending all the revenues on himself. 

47 . Anshi, 12 miles south-east from Nurpm\ Mahadpo, a plain stone temple, 
date Sambat 900=843, A. D. 


48. Bagroli 14 miles south from Nurpur, TIaori Devi, a stone temple, date Sambat 
1334=1277, A. D. It contains a famous idol which is much visited. Attendants keep 
things in order and receive jjrocecds of lands. 

49. Bnrdi, one mile west of Nagrolah, ruins of tomple. These are ou the old 
road from Kangra to Nagrotah. The banple was originally a small one, but in the ruined 
sanctum are some old idols, which, though much worn by ill usage, shew that they were 
skilfully sculptured. The stones of the sLanding portions of the walls are clamped with 
iron. The ruins and sculpture indicate great age. There is not a house near the place, 
and no one knows anything about its history. No care whatever is taken of it. 

50. Chari, two miles north-east of Nagrotah, Lakha Mandar. Ruins of a temple 
which was once built of large bricks and stone. The bricks were taken away to make a 

I bridge over the Bauer, several stone idols aro still lying about the mound. The style o! 
j sculpture displayed in these indicates great age. One stone pedestal of an idol is about 
half a mile from the mound. Its workmanship is exquisite. General Cunningham thinks 
' the site must bo of Jain, if not Buddhist, origin. The mound is now a heap of earth and 
brick ends. A small temple has been made by the villagers out of broken images and 
- bricks. In front of this is a fluted pillar standing in the ground without either capital or 
base. Lakha Mandar is now a ransacked ruin.

51. Afahalldt, miles north from K&ngra town. Hero are the ruins of some 
palaces commenced by order of Jahangir. Work on them was stopped by the Emperor, 
who saw that the labourers were all more or less afflicted with goitre. The Emperor was 
afraid that the inmates of his harem might be disfigured with this disease were he 
to take up his residence here, as ho was told that everybody who drank the water of the 
Kiingra Valley took the diseaso sooner or later. 


KULU VALLEY. 

Kaxqra District. 

02. Bajaura, 10 miles south of Sultan pur, Basheshar Mahudeu. A grey sandstone 
tpmplo of Hindu style with traces of Buddliist. art, date 11th century. There is only a 
>Si kara. The door is towards the east. The object of worship is the lingam. In a niche 
in c.aoh of the threo sides is art elaborately sculptured imago. Some of tho courses are 
tt ] s0 ' eaniii uliv carved, the designs being very numerous. The building has been, 
f, ally injured by either earthquakes or gun powder, but it is still stable. It is now 
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in tli© hands of Government; a wall ha3 been built round it. As it is the object of greatest 
antiquarian interest in Kulu, it has been often photographed and sketched. 

53. Bajaura Shivji, a buried grey sandstone temple adorned with sculpture, east 
of the village, on the right bank of the stream. It is said to have been built by the 
famous Raja Bhool about the beginning of the Christian era. It is now embedded in 
debris and boulders, but it has been excavated on the east side, where the door is. It is 
now in possession of Government, and a wall has been built round it to protect it. 

54. Bajaura, a, Lin gam, in its jalehri , on tho left bank of the stream from Bajaura 
and just opposite to Shivji. The stream lately unearthed the stone. No temple or found¬ 
ations are visible. It is not sculptured. It may have stood by itself without auy temple 
over it, as lingams are often found now without any edifice. It is in possession of Gov¬ 
ernment. 

55. Hut , a village about half a mile east of Bajaura, remains of old temples. Near 
a modern Thdkar dwdra iu Hat are many pieces of sculpture. The walls of the temple 
platform and tho whole neighbourhood are full of fragments belonging to temples. Judg¬ 
ing from the number of amalakd mouldings found Hat and Bajaura must at one time 
have had a largo establishment containing many temples, all of stoue and more or less 
sculptured. 

5G. Jagat Sukh , seven miles north of Nnggur, stone templeis. One is a large long low 
building with gabled roof. Tho other is small and square with an elaborately sculptured 
Sikara. The window frames of the larger temple are elaborately carved. In front of the 
large temple aud in the yard and walls of the enclosure are numerous sculptured fragments, 
showing that there were once on or near this spot numerous stone sculptured temples. 
There is an inscription in old Takuri, which records probably a restoration of the temple. 
There is no douht that this is a very old place. In the second report of the Arch a?''logical 
Survey, Punjab Circle, many of the objects of interest in Jagat Sukh wore drawn. 

57. Nttggur , 14 miles north of Sultaupur, stone temple. This building has an 
umbrella-shaped second roof. There is a good deal of sculpture in walls and in niches, 
but it is inferior to that at Bajaura. It is supposed to be about 300 years’ old. Attend¬ 
ants keep it in good preservation from proceeds of offerings. It is photographed in 
Mr. Egerton’s book. ' , \ 

53. Nnggur, Sati stones. —They range from 1,000 A. D., to tho time of tho extinc¬ 
tion of the Rajas of Knlu. There are 150 stones in all, each representing one Riija 
and the wives and slave girls who performed Sati on his being cremated. 

50. Dungvi Debi,J(Ierina Hill, 20 raile3 north f>' >m Sultdnpur, wooden tempi-:. It 
has four roofs, one above the other. There are a few rude carvings of and Anitn&ta. 
It is of tho 15th century . Kelu. It is in a 

good state of preservation and has been photographed. It is generally known as the 
Mandli temple. 

CO. Shamn, six miles south of Sultaupur, Sati stones. Tliby are the monuments of 
another race of Rajas, who reigned when this part of the country was not included in 
Kuln. 

01. Mnnikarn, 32 miles east by north from Sulfftnpur, plain slow tmplo of Ram 
Chund, built by Raja Jagat Singh of Kuln in the 17th century. Attendants maintain 
it in good order from proceeds of land grauts. 

62. Manlkarn, plain stone temple of Bnghunalhji, also built by Raja Jagat Singh 
in tli • 17t h century. The inner walls wore originally covered with silver and the outer with 
copper. Both were - i ripped by Raja Bikrama Singh about 100 year: ago. Thoattondar.fs 
keep things in order from proceeds of land grants. (For an interesting account of ihe 
idol Raghundth and its advent in Kuln, see Punjab Gazetteer, Kaugra I)i4riot, Volume II, 
page 15). 

63. Dyalj four miles oast of Bajaura, Thdknr Tirjug Nardiv. a plain wooden temlpe 
with two square and one circular roof, built about 450 years ago by Raj- Bhadr Chftud, The

walls of the platform and enclosure, it is evident that this is a vevy old place indeed. It is 
on a hill about 4,000 feet above the Beds, from which river it is very difficut of access. 
It is a fine building and the doors are beautifully sculptured. It is looked after by 
attendants who keep it in order from proceeds of free tenures. 

64 \ Kolhi Sarsdr, 43 miles from Sultanpur, plain stone temple. It is a beautiful 
building about 400 years’ old. It is kept in order by attendants who receive land grants. 


65. Bijli .1 fahadeo, 4,000 feet above Sultdupur overlooking the confluence of the 
Beds and Parbulti rivers. A stone temple with gabled roof. It had two pairs of doors 
beautifally carved. The materials out of which it was made were once in some former 
temple. They exhibit distinct traces of Buddhism. It was burnt down in 1889. Tho 
people used to say that the lightning struck it once a year, and that the lingam was always 
smashed, but that it was afterwards joined together with gheo and butter. The temple 
precincts abounded in old sculptures. 

66. Nirmand in Seordj, opposite Riimpur in Basahir. A temple dedicated to 
Arabka, whose worship is said to have been instituted by Paras Ram. Fairs are held 
in the autumn of every third year. There is also an inscription on a copper or brass plate. 

here is also a temple dedicated to Paras Ram in Nirmand. Every 12th year, a special 
festival takes place at it. 

# 67. There are “very ancient” temples in Kulu at Ginclri that of Hartumba 

i)evi ; at Pem that of Devi Bhaga Sib; at Parn that of Manda Devi ; at Kamand that of 
L r.ts.m Rikhi ; at Deo that of Ubri Dobtai; at Uhowiny, Devi Chanda; at Thaway, Thakur 
Murlidkar; at Dhobri that of Jamilu and at Knew that of Naromammi. These all are in a 
good state of preservation and that seems all that is known about them at present. There

with earth. J he mosque to the south of the first tomb is 41' X 19' 6". with walls 4' H" 
i luck. According to iu inscription it was built in 978, A. H.= 1570, A. D. The first 
tomb was probably built in the time of the Tuglaqs.

J t c known to have been standing for tho lu,L 600 years. It has, however, no inscriptions. 

J ,ie walIa fcl, « enclosure aud tho pavement arc evidently of bricks from Sunet. 

o. Khmujah / Saiyad Ali Bmarg.—k brick tomb said to have been built 300 
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These five tombs and mosques are in .charge of the resident Shaikhs, who are 
responsible for repairs. 


6. Goss Minors , i. e., pillars marking the disoance of a cosa on the road, like our mile¬ 
stones, (1) one is about one mile east of Ludhiana; (2) another is about three miles east 
from the town ; (3) one near the village of Sannahioal -, (4) one near the sardi of Lash - 
hari Khan. They were built in the time of Jahangir, and are now nearly perfect. 

7. Ghapar, temple of Mari Guga. —It has been in existence 80 years. Attendant 
Brahmins are responsible for repairs. There is a great annual fair. 

8. Kanech, baoli , now in ruins. It had some underground rooms or tahkhanas • 

It is said to have been made in the time of the Sikhs. 

9. Ldlton, seven miles south-east of Ludhiana. A. brick fort built by the Sikhs 
now inhabited by the people of the town. 

10. Gangrdna, 15 miles south of Ltidhifina, a Burj, or brick tower, now in ruins. 

It is the remains of an old Sikh fortress. 

11. Tahara, 27 miles west of Ludhiana, Maqhara of Shah Ishqvcalla, a brick 
tomb needing repairs to plinth and dome, the latter of which is altogether destroyed. It 
is situated in the common burial ground and is not looked after at all. 

12. Tahara, Maqhara of Shah Diwan, one mile west of the town. It is said to liavo 
been built in tho time of Akbar. It has a grant of 190 bigahs of land attached to it for 
maintenance. 

13. Halur or /irhatpur, 34 miles south-west of Ludhiana. Here Mahavira is said 
to have performed chdr-mansa, or a four months’ residence in the time of Kanakh Khetu 
Buja. At that time the place was called Aichata Nagari, see 14th and 15th Chapters 
of the Dharmkhata. General Cunningham* says, Aratpur was certainly Badhaur. Arhatpur 
of course is named from Mahavira, the Jaina Tirth&nkar or Arhat. Near the place old 
coins and remains are found. 

14. JIatur , Maqhara of Bai Firozwala, near the village. The people of tho 
place say it was built in the time of Humdyun. It needs some littlo repairs. The heirs 
of Firoz still reside hero and hold charge of the buildings. 

15. Hater, Masjid, 1 Azrnat Khanwali, a brick mosque said to have been built by 
Azmat Khan in the time of Shah Jahan. It is not now used. 

16. ITattir , Math NiMa Malwalla. —It is partly in ruins, its platform requires 

repairs. It id known to have boon built in the time of Hume used. 

(7. JIatur, ’Idgah , one mile to the north-west of the village. It is of brick and is 
a very old building, but its date is unknown. It is now no longer used. 

18. Jlatiir, Masjid Barlchurdar Khanwali, a brick mosque of the time of Akbar now 
no longer used. 

19. Hat dr, Masjid of Rai Jahi Khanwali, a brick mosque in tho village now no longer 
used as it is in ruins. It is said to be 300 years’ old. 

20. Lamina, six miles north-east of Hatur, Clurudwurc , erected in memory of a 
visit paid to this place by Guru Gobind Singh, 160 years ago. It was built 70 years ago 
and is no longer used. 

21. Bhir, two miles east of Suhdim, a place like a mosque, built by Muhammad 
<> ;.uri in 1191, A. D. He encamped here after conquering Bhatiuda, and was told in a 
dream to build it. It is named Bhir after a faqir who lived hero 120 years ago.

22. Maqbara of Husain Khan, a brick tomb built in the time of Akbar and still in 
fair order. It is octagonal outside, each side measuring 21 feet 6 inches. Inside it is 24 
feet square. Height of walls 35 feet. Two storeys. It has a double dome. 

20. Maqbara r>j Nawab Bahadur Khan, son of Husain Khan, 100 yards north of 
Husain’s tomb. Outside it is octagonal, each side being 18 feet. Inside it is also octagonal, 
each side measuring 10 feet 5-i inches. The walls are 22 feet 11 inches high, and thoy slope 
slightly. There are many graves near this tomb, which is in better order than that of 
Husam Khan's. 

21. Maqbara of Ahiucal Khun, Suba of the Dekkau, built in the time of Shah 
Jahan. Outside it is octagonal, each side being 21 feet. Iuside it is 24 feet 1A inch 
square. The walls arc 31 feet high from the ground to the parapet. The dome is pear- 
shaped and is probably double. This tomb is situated south-east of Bahlolpur, close to the 

town. 

25. Tomb if Dual Khan, Itas&ladar, built in the tirno of Shah Jahan. It is 29 
fed squaro outside and 16 feet 4 inches inside, and has ono arched opening in each side. 
The florae was square, and at each comer was a small square cupola It is now in utter 
ruin. It is now used as a house for storing farm produco. 

20. Mosque and Maqbara of Kamal-ud-din Khan of brick, built in the time of 
Sbah Jaban. The re. idont attendant looks after repairs. The buildings arc in perfect 
order. 

27. Khdnqoli of Abd-ur-Rahman Khan and Shah Jamal, a brick tomb, built about 
160 years ago. Attendants are responsible for repairs. 

2$. Bungalow <f N'lmddr Jihanualla, a house, built in the time of Shah Jahan, 
by hiaradhr Khan. It is of brick and is in perfect order. The Zaildar is responsible for 
repairs. 

29. Masjid BilwanwdU, a brick mosque, built by Kamdar Khan in the time of 
hiihh Jahan. It is only 24' 7"x 16' 8". It is in good order, and under the supervision of 
hath Khan who is responsible for repairs. 

Machchhiwara. 

30. Masjid Sujan bh<hv:Mi, a brick mosque, built in the time of Muhammad Shall 

by the ancestors of aim AH. It n e repan*; The people of the :•l 

wallah Mahalla use it for worship aud attend to it. 

31. Mosque of Mthr All Shah or Qdzi Masjid constructed of stone in the time of 
Sikawhn's Lodhi, 923, A. H. = 1517, A. D., by the lady Path Malik. It is in good order, 
and is used foe public worship. 

52. 0anj-i-Shahid 'n, place of martyrs, some brick tombs in a grave, west of the 
town. It looks like a general burial ground, and is no longer used. It is probably the 
tomb of those who fell iu the battle or Machvh'wiira in 3555, A. D. 

53. Div'dli Ihvi, BhHdr Kali, a brick temple, one milo west of the town, built 
90 ye’ivs ag<\ It is mod for worship, and is kept iu repair by tbo resident faqir. 

34. Abonf a mile west of the town are the remains of an old mosque which was built 
of blhcks of kunkur. It measured over all 42' x 18'. All round about it are many graves 
m ruin, and the ground is covered with remains of buildings. Many of tie bricks arc of 
largo dimension.-, showing great age. The people show a well in which is now a plain 
stump but they say that H had once an inscription on it that, the man who sank it had 
previously sunk 369 wells in Machchiwhra. There arc some five walls to the west of the 
town in the sand. They are built of large bricks. Houco it is inferred that the town 
formerly extended towards the west. 
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35. Gurudw&ra of the Guru Sahib , a brick Sikh temple, built 100 Tears a<*o by 
Sodhi Karra Singh, to commemorate a visit*of Guru Gobind Singh to this place. °It is 
used for worship, and is in possession of a resident Ak;ili. Tlie palace of the Sodhts of 
Machchiwara is in utter ruin. It is close by the Police rest-house at the west end of 
the town. 


36. Meghan , four miles south of Thanali Khannah, c, grove of trees and a tomb. The 
grove is held in high esteem by the natives, who will not cut down a tree. The tomb has 
been in existence the last hundred years. There is another grove, six miles north of 
Khannah, and one more, 5 miles west of that town. 

37. Pir Mubarak , eight miles south of Khannah, a grove of trees and a brick tomb. 

38. Sarai Lashkar Khan, eight miles west of Khannah, a brick sarai, built in the 
time of Anrangzeb Alamgir. It is still in use, and is in possession of Government by 
whom a chaukid&r is entertained. There is a similar sarlii in Khannah itself. 

39. Khannah, a baoli of brick, dry and in ruins. It was made by Mussammat Dya 
Kaur of Khannah. It is not looked after, and is now in possession of Government. 

40. Bahaon, Masjid of brick, built by the ancestors of the lambardars of the place 
in the time of Shah Jahan. Repairs needed. 

41. Ooss Minar, near the village of Riijputan. It was erected by Jahdngir on the 
road leading from Dehli to Lahore. 

42. Sund* a mound, three miles west of Ludhiana, on the Ferozpur road. General 
Cunningham obtained over 1,000 coins from this place. He does not mention the small 
square copper coins containing on one side the Buddhist wheel and on the other names of 
Itajds in old Sanskrit letters. These are still found. On the mound, besides coins, imp cessions 
of seals inburnt day, seals in stone and copper, beads, carved bricks, large bricks, dice, 
glazed pottery and rnauy othor antiquities are still found. Impressions of coins of rim 
Yandheyas in clay are also found. 


UMBALLA DISTRICT. 

Thanesae. 

1. Tomb of Sheikh Chilli, in the east part of the fort, mound. It is of white 
marble and octagonal. The neck is circular and the dome pear-shaped. As it stauds on 
a high site, it is visible for many miles. There is no inscription. To the west of the 
enclosure is a small oblong tomb also of marble. It is not known who the Sheikh was. 

2. Jama Masjid, a mosque of solid masonry, a short distance west of Sheikh 
Chilli’s tomb. It is now in ruins, but it was formerly the principal mosque of the place. 
It is said to be 400 years’ old. It is now no longor used. 

3. The Pathariya Masjid, a few yards from the soutli-west corner of the enclosure 
of Sheikh Chilli’s tomb. It is bnilt of red sandstone, and is a long room 86' H" x 9' 9" 
inside, and supported by four pillars and six pilasters. The roof is of great beauty being 
covered with geometric and floral designs. This mosqno lias sloping fluted minarets at 
each end of the west wall. There is no inscription. Among the debris and in the stairs 
and wall of the enclosure are some portions of sculpture from Hindn temples. These, 
however, are of close grained light brown sandstone. Some old bricks measure 154* \ 

x 2^'- The site is therefore very old. But the building though built like a Jaiua 
temple has certainly nothing in it either of Jaiua or Hindu origin, 

4. The Chiniwali Masjid, a mosque at the north end of the bazaar of the town. It 
is built on a high platform of shops. Outyndo it is 54 feet loug. Inside it ib divided

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into tliroe rooms which are covered with low domes. There is an octangular minaret afc 
each end of the eastern wall. These mindlcts and the eastern facade were covered with 
inlaid enamelled flowers. On the left minaret is an inscription which gives the date in 
chronogram, and in figures 973, H = 15G5-66, A. D.:—

This mosqne has lately been restored, and the flowers repainted in water colours. 

Near this mosque is another smaller mosque, in the yard of which is a grave on fcho

' 3. Tomb of Jalul-ud-din , a square building of red sand-stone each side measuring 
i is' 4 fA . It is . ituated west of Sheik Chilli’s^) Jalal-ud-dm died in 989, H.= 1581, 
i A. D. There is no inscription to tell us ■when tue tomb was built. To the west of tho 
tomb is a mosqne and close by are numerous buildings, such as takkhanas, guost-houses, &c. 
Tho whole are in bad condition, as the proceods of the tomb, gifts and grants seem scarcely 
enough for the support of the numerous people attached to the tomb. In tho walls of 
these°buiidings arc several inscriptions evidently rescued from mosques and other buildiogs 
now no longer in existence. One is broken ; it is as follows :—

We arc not told what Malik Bayazid did in the time of Sikandar Lodlii; probably ho 
erected a mosqne or an alms-house. He was of the (xarga c at Khail and was Deputy Com¬ 
missioner of Ajjmere.

i, c., Pbah Bardi in 940, H. = lo33-34, A. D., made the mosqne. Those inscriptiqns throw 
hgbi on Thaucvar in the times to which they relate. Tlioy show that the Muhammadans 
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■were busy with building mosques .and adding things thereto. The most interesting j 
inscription, however, in Thanesar was one on the lintel of a doorway to a grave-yard. It j 
was inscribed for .a mosque, on tho back of a pilaster which had probably once done duty • 
as the jamb of a doorway to a Jaina temple, as tbe other side is beautifully sculptured. 1 
It is now in the Lahore Museum, Mr. Meredith, c. 8., haviug used his influence when 
acting as Deputy Commissioner of Umballa to secure it. Tho inscription is as follows :— '

This, stripped of its poetry, tell ns that Malik Slnidi Khan built a mosque in 899 in tho 
reign of Sikaudav Lodhi, 1493-94, A. D. 


None of these seven inscriptions are noticed by General Cunningham. 

G. Tank of Kurukhshetra , south of Thanesar. A small rectangular lake 3,54G' X ) 
1,900'. In the middle is an island 580 feet square. It is connected with the north and south / 
banks by two broken bridges 20 feet broad. On the south bank arc many tomplcs and j 
ghdts. Hound the trees and leaning against the temple walls are many fragments of } 
images of great age. Many of them are distinctly Jaina.,- To the south of Thanesar and J 
connected with tho largo tank is the* large and irregular tank of Snncb. Here again aro 
many fragments of images. This Sunolsar has more signs of antiquity about it than 
any other part of Thanesar. It is astonishing, however, that a place of such known 
antiquity as is Thanesar should possess now so few remains of olden times. The Muham¬ 
madan inscriptions quoted above show that tho religion of Isl&m was tho religion of the 
rulers of Thanesar for several centuries, and this may account for tho absence of 
sculpture.* 

7. Old Fori at Thanesar.—- This is now all in ruins. It consists of nothing more 
than a high mound covered all over with debris. Towards the east, tho tombs of Jalul-ud- 
din and Sheikh Chilli are built on portions of the mound. West of the tomb of Jalal-ud- 
din are the ruins of a red sand-stone mosque, which must at one tibie have been of groat 
beauty. To the north of tho moimd are tho ruins of somo old palaces which once had 
some arcJiitectural pretensions. The whole of the town of Thanesar and its surround¬ 
ings £cem given over to decay. Whole bazaars are tenantloss. Tho tombs and mosques 
mentioned above are, however, kept in fair order. 

8. i Shdkahud. 17 miles south by east of Umballn, masjid of solid masonry. For the 
last 109 years Ihe Sikhs have appropriated this building. They keop a Or until here, and 
call the place “ Mastgarh.” It is supposed to lmvo been built iu the time of Shah Julian. 

9. TliuslcOy 20 miles south by west of IJmbulla, tomb o / Sfuih Bhik, a largo square 
masonry building with a turret at each corner and a dome in tjic centre, 150 years’ old. It- 
is in perfect condition, and is used as a place of worship by Mussuliudns; it has an annual 
fair.

10. Sadhaura , a smull towu, 30 miles eust of Umballa. Its luoitud, fort and mins 
Bhow it to be a place of some antiquity. Tho old coins found in its bazaars show that its 
vicinity contained places of trade, at least 2,000 years ago. 

T:Ui Masjid or the Pat/iariya Masjid in the west or tho town. Its central and nor¬ 
thern dome have fallen in and tho southern one is broken. U hude miuurct at each end 
of tho western wall, and one bn each side of the Mihrdb. The building is all

Over 
it is a small inscription, nr' JL- = year of repairs 1137, A. H., 1724-25, A. D„ when pro¬ 
bably the present, dome was put on the old tomb. The mosque is of the time of Aurangzeb. 
It is 33' 8" x 13' 6* with walls 2 feet 9 inch thick and a verandah 4 feet 3 inch broad. The 
whole of the eastern facade was once covered with enamelled flowers lot into an enamelled 
ground. Round the frames of the arches were enamelled texts from the Quran also let into 
an enamelled ground. Tho inner arches have over them inscriptions in enamel. The one 
over the central arch gives the date and the name of tho buildor of the mosque, the 
Emperor Aurangzeb ’Alamgir.

The last line is the tfirfkh or chronogram, and gives the date 1080, H. = A. D., 1609. All 
three domes of this mosque are double. The side one3 are elongated, the central one 
round. 

12. The Qdzi's masjid in the middle of the town. It ka3 only its south dome still 
standing. Its eastern facade was covered with tiles laid iu stucco in most intricate 
geometric patterns. It has inscriptions still legible. They bear the dates 1054 and 
1055, H = 1544, 1645, A. D. Outside this masjid are somo sculptured stones. 

13. Two old gateways of 1-rick, one near the Qazi’s masjid. They are ornamented 
with tiles\u stucco. On * is dated 1029. They were erected by Qdzi Abul Mukfirim and 
Abdul Muhammad in tho reign of Jahdugir. One of the gateways leads into a courtyard. 
The other stands on the cliff overhanging the river which is always undermining it, so it 
must fall ero long. 

14. Tomb of Shah Qami** father of the builder of the gateways, is just over 
the river on which Sadhaura is built, It is a large grave-yard containing many tombs. 
Sh.ih Qami.; Was a celebrated faqir in the time of Akbar. He died in 992, H. = 1584, 

A. 1). 

16. Burin, four miles east of Jagddhri, Rang Mahal. A large old Muhammadan 
e it is unsightly. Inside it lias massive arches of stone ma-ionry ; there 
is no wood usod in tho whole building. It is supposed to have been built in the time of 
Slifih Jah&n and by him. It is not used 

« y 0f a, ah.,rt Oiugrfti'liy of th»B powi on i 800 Kharioot as Volume I, 13a, Nawal Kinhoro, LfxofcnoTr, 
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16. Kapdl Mochan, 12 miles north of Jagadhri, ruins and remains of temples. 
These consist almost entirely of sculptured fragments which were dug up on the site of 
the present building, or in their immediate vicinity. The sculptures are chiefly of Hindu 
gods, but some of them aro architectural ornamentations and are exceedingly beautifut. 
There are two small Sanskrit inscriptions, both fragmentary. They are gireu by General 
Cunningham.* 


17. Foksa (Bhaksa on map), nine miles south of the Thana Mullana, tomb of Sheikh 
Ahmad , date 788, H.= 13S6, A. 1). It is still in good preservation and is used as a place 
of worship. 


Rupar. 


IS. Rupar , 44 miles north by west of Umballa, on the left bank of the Sutlej, is a 
very old place. It possessed an old high fort, now completely dismantled. Old bricks 
from it are found in the buildings of the town of Rupar. They are of great size. There 
are no other Jaina or Hindu remains. 


Tomb of Shah Khdlid , a mile-and-a-half east of the tabs'll. A Muhammadan 
tomb in good preservation, used as a place of worship. Tradition gives some remote pro¬ 
bability to this Shah Khdlid, being the Shah KM lid , mentioned by Farishta in tho intro¬ 
duction to his history,t as being Governor of Kabul, but who being removed would not 
return to ’Iraq but settled in Koh-i-Sulinuin. 

10. Tomb of Qujari, Masto, east of Rapar about a mile on a hill. A large domeless 
•tomb made of knukur. Outside it is 35 feet 6 inch square, insido 22 feet 10 inch. It was 
never finished and no one is buried in it. The traditions with respect to this tomb are 
somewhat mixed up with those of Shah Khalid, who lived iu the first century of the Hijirah, 
whereas the tomb of Masto, as it is called, is at most no older than the time of the Tuglaqs. 
The hill is being washed away, on which the tomb stands, but as yot the tomb is uninjured. 

20. Tathdn tomb, west of tho town of Rupar. Outside it is 63 feet 8 inch square. 
The inner room is 25 feet G inch square. Each side has a large arched recess 23 feet 6 inch 
wide. The outer walls are 35 feet high. There are no corner towers or cupolas. There 
are two domes. From the top of the inner dome to the floor it is 43 foot. This inner 
dome is a little less than a foot thick at its central openiug. Tho neck of the dome is 
octangular each side beiug 16 feet. The tomb contains no mihralr and no inscription. 
It is said to be the tomb of Jamal Khan, of whom no one knows anything. He may be a 
relative of the men buried at Bahlolpur or Sirhind. The style of the whole of those tombs 
is veiy much alike. 

21. Colonnade, of red sandstone in the middle of the town of Rupar. The part now 

in existence 39 feet long and 10 feet 3 inch wide. The pillars aro 17’ x 15J’ and are 4 feet 
10 inch high. Between tho pillars are openings of 6 feet 2£ inches. The capitals ami bases 
and brackets follow the style of the same things in the tomb of Khisr Khan at Sonepat. 
Ontside is a chajja or eaves supported on brackets. On the architrave is a broken, undated, 
nameless Arabic inscription. Iu buildings in the vicinity there are sculptured stones which 
evidently belonged to this building. Therd, is no tradition ’ about this place. It must 
be the ruins of the commencement of-.a large mosque which never reached any further 
development. The colohuade is now in charge of Saiyad Qudrat Ullah who uses it for a

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Kharar or Khurr , 2G ini!es north by west of Umballa, remains of old temples.. 
south-west of the town is a large tank, at the north-east corner of which is a 
group of modern temples under some pipal trees. Under these trees and by the sides of 
the temples are many fragments of ancient sculpture evidently of Jaina origin. Closo by 
at Churon-k-majri are some more sculptured remains worshipped by the sweepers. Large 
bricks are also found. The people say all these things were obtained from the tank: So 
, that there was once a temple which was destroyed and its materials thrown into the tank. 

{ Tradition and history are silent about the place. 


25. Muni Majra , 13 miles east of Kharar, slirino of Mama Devi, built about. 
Sambat 1785 = 1728, A. D. The temple is of solid masonry in an old Hindu style. It 
has many coloured decorations. There is an annual fair. 


2G. M od Majra, two miles north of this place at Yoysa Tibia, a Hindu temple of 
brick faced with red granite (sand-stone ?) and decorated with sculpture. The Hindus 
use it as a place of worship and pilgrimage. There is a fair twice a year,— date Sarabat 
1855= 1798, A. D. 


27. Nuugazas , (nine varders) at Kirdlian two miles east of Umballa Cantonment. 
It is used as a place of worship and people resort there every Thursday. There is a 
second Naugaza at Rilpar 800 feet west of the tahsll. It is in good condition but is not 

used. 


Patiala State. 

Patiala territory stretches into the Amballa district. The old towns of Bunnur 
and Sarhind and Pinjaur are situated in those parts of the Patiala State which adjoin the 
Amballa district. 

Bunnur is 13 miles north by west of Amballa. It is a town of many ruins. Only 
one has any architectural pretensions. It is called Mekka-ka Naql or copy of Mekka, 
art'* it is situated to the north of the town. It is a walled enclosure, 77' x 65' outside and 
(jX x 51'9" inside. Each corner has a slopirg embattled tower or minaret. The mihrab 
is flanked with two such minarets as is also the southern door. The ornaments are 
geometric designs in stucco. There are no legible inscriptions: one in stucco over the 
mihrab is very much injured. No one knows who is buried here. The style of the 
architecture agrees somewhat with that of t.he Pathariya Masjid at Sadhaura, and that of 
the Pathariya Masjid at Thdnesar. Shaikh Chilli who is buried at Thanesar is said to 
have been from Bunnur. 


Sarhind ok Sahrind. 

Sarhind is 80 miles north-west of Amballa. In the time of Ffroz Tuglaq it was 
made the head-quarters of a separate district, and in the time of the Moguls it rose to- 
ho a town of groat importance. It was sacked by the Sikhs in 1122, H.; the inhabitants 
have o chronogram of this event (Sahriud destroyed). It. was again sacked 

by the Sikhs in 1172, JL, and another chronogram (Sabrind altogether destroyed) 

states the fact and the date 1172, H., -r 1758, A.D. In December 1763, A.D., Zain Khdn, 
the Afighdn governor of Sarhind, was killed in battle with the Sikhs, and "Sarhind itself 
was totally destroyed.” The present town of Sarhind is situated on the site of one of the 
many mahalla# of old Sarhind. It is in ruins. The site of the old town is a sea of old 
foundations and brick ends. There are, however, some buildings pretty nearly intact. There 
arc hvo mosques in mins in the middle of the site. Towards the north-west are the ruins 
the Butch 'ds mosque. This wn3 a building cased with stone, with one large central 
dome nnd two domes towards the north and two towards the south. All the domes have 
now fallen n as have the northern rooms. Thera remain the central and southern rooms. 
The inscription eione has disappeared.

Pinjaur is three miles south of Kalka on the Kalka and Atnballa road. It is a 
1 very old place and is full of antiquities in the shape of sculptured stones, remains of 
temples, inscriptions, &c. 

The gardens at Pinjaur are built in terraces, each of which is supported by a stone 
wall. The whole garden is surrounded by a stone wall also. These walls contain sculp- 
1 tured fragments. Just on entering Pinjaur from Amballa, the road crosses a bridge, the walls 
! of which are also full of sculptured stones. The walls of every house and temple in the 
place are full of similar remains. In the bazar are several pillars. To the west of the 
) road is the site of the temple cf JJhim, where there are some most indecent sculptures. In 
some fields beyond this is the temple of Baijndth. Like that of Bhim it is now only a col¬ 
lection of hewn and sculptured stones. Lehna Sivgh, Kabir Panth has made a collection 
j of fragments and built them into the walls and ghtits of a tauk and of a house. The 
mosque of the place also contains sculptured fragments. Dhdrd Chetr, a baoli , in the middle 
of the bazar is crammed full of antiquities. - To the west of the place in some fields is 
a Guga, where are remains of some Jaina images and temples.} Every whore indeed in 
Pinjaur, there are signs that this place was once full of temples. It is now the property 
j of the Maharaja of Patella. No one except Lehna Singh, who is no longer a Pattiula 
official, looks after the remains. 

Many drawings of the fragments fouudin Pinjaur were drawn by the Punjab Circle 
of the Archaeological Survey in the tour of 1888-89. One Sanskrit inscription, still unde- 
cipbered, was secured for the Lahore Museum. Copies were obtained of the inscription 
in the baoli of DhAra Chetr, and of the one in a baoli about half a mile out of the village. 
No inscription is now in the mosque or its walls though General Cunningham mentions two, 
one of which is undoubtedly the one in the baoli. The pi*esent inhabitants say that the 
old name of the place was Bhimnaggar, so called from the temple of Bilim j another old 
name was Dh&ranaggar from the bdoli Dhari Chetr, the field of streams.

The 
character is curious, being something between cuuiform and Arabic. The two inscriptions 
mentioned above were copied and sent to Mr. Fleet. 

3. Sarahan, in Bashahr, stone temple to Bhima Kill. It is reputed to be 1,800 
years’ old. 

4. Nirti in Bashahr, stone temple said to be 800 years’ old. 

5. Shina, live miles north from Kasauli, old remains. There are oolumns seven to 
eight feet high : the top of a ’Sikara and other remains. 

C). Naina Tkvi, in Bil&spur. The pujiiri's of the place have a copper plate grant 
about 7" x 3."

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8. Colonel Palmer’s- House, Garden and gateway.- -This is a fine old house built by 
Colonel Palmer of the Indian Army. It is celebrated for the sphinxes over the gateway 
which were imported from Italy. They are of white marble and are works of art. 1 ho 
property now belongs to a Native Police officer, Kalinin Singh, to whom Colonel 1 aimer 
bequeathed it. 

9. Dargah Kalandar Sahib. 7294 H. 132-9, A. T>. This tomb is said to be that of 
Shah Sharf-ud-din, known as Bn All Kalandar a faqlr. It is east of the town close to 
the grand trunk road. It was erected by Gyas-ud-din Tuglaq, or Muhammad, Ins 
son, in memory of Bu All. (It shows no signs whatever of being this age). I he people 
of Panipat say Bu 'All is not buried here but at Pan;pat, where is a large tomb bearing 
his name. Within the tomb enclosure is a mosque with fountains built by Auiangzop 
Mir Haidar ’All of the Commissariat Department and Bikhari Lal-1 of the Canal Depait- 
ment recently repaired the whole of these buddings at their own expense. 

10. Aethm /Saiyad Muhammad, known as Miran Sahib. This brick tomb is over 
the hand of Saivad Muhammad who lost it in a battle with a Bfiia of KarnM, trying to 
prevent him marrying a Brahman’s daughter. The tomb is used by faqirs. 286 is

12. Kama Tank. —This masonry tank was made by Baja Karnat the founder of 
Karn&l. BLara, Mull, treasurer of Akbar, built a temple on the edge of the tank, winch 
still exists. The tank is in possession of Government, is repaired from District funds, and 
is used by the Hindus as a bathing tank. 

13. Sarai Blxdra Bull , built by Blmra Mull in the time of Akbar. Being pukka, 
it is ip good order. It is in possession of Government, repairs and improvements are made 
from Municipal funds. 

14 Buddha Khera, four miles north-east of Karnal. A bnclc wall on which ac¬ 
cording to tradition Bu J Ali rode for 72 paces when be was going to do homage to the 
Darwmh Xizam-ud-din Aulia. An annual fair is held here. Tho wall is said to date from 
729 II. = 1329, A. D. 

15. Gharamda, 11 miles south of Karnal, Bd(hhdh\ SardL Only tho gateways 
an now standing, and they are considerably injured.

These aro all far west of Tarauri. If the battle bad been fought at this place, tho 
conqueror would have advanced on Panfpat, Sonipat and Debli. He did not do so. This 
is not the site of the battle in which Prithvl Raja was taken prisoner. It must be sought 
for north of Sirsa and probably north of Bhatinda. At any rate, Farishta in describing 
the first battle, that of 687 H., saj r s that Muhammad Gann had just talcen the fort of 
Bhatindat when he heard of the approach of Prithvi Raja. He moved out to meet him. 
on the plain of Tarauri or Tarain which must, have been near Bhatinda and not where 
Farishta places it. There is a place Turroowdla, 27 miles south of Bhatinda and 20 miles 
north of Sirsa which is not far from the Saraswati, which flowed in the rains all about this 
district. This was probably the site of both battles. One thing is certaiu, Tarauri near 
Karnul was not the place. 

17. Habri, 21 miles west of Karnul. Naugaza, tomb of Muhammad ’All, a giant 
who was killed here, fighting against the Raja of Them. There was until lately an 
inscription ou this tomb ; it cannot now be found. 

18. Lndri, 16 miles, north by east of Kama], Fort. The outer wall is in fair 
repair, but the inside is in ruins. It was of pukka masonry* It is used by tho Nawab 
of Kanjpura, in the possession of whose family it has long been.

19. The town of Pan (pat is of very great antiquity. There are few signs, however, 
of great antiquity about the place, except tho mound on which the now dismantled fort 
once stood, and that ou which the town stands. One of the only signs of Hindu occupa¬ 
tion of the place is a grave stono near the mosque in the fort. It ha-s au Arabic inscription 
on one side. On tho other side it is sculptured with flowers showing that io was once 
part of a temple roof. The old large bricks and the carved bricks of the fore were used 
in tho construction of the mosque at Kabul Bagh in the time of Bdbar. 

20. j Dargah Kalandar Sahib inside the town. This is the Vaniipat tomb of Bii 
Ali.* He was supposed to be the son of S&lar Fakhr-ud-din, and was born in fi02 II. and 
died in 724 H., aged 122 lunar years. The tomb consists of a masonry dome with marble 
floor. Eight touch stone pillars support a dal&n or hall. The tomb was erect ed by Ivhizr 
Khan and ShddiKhan, sons of ’Ala-ud-dm Muhammad Shiili Klnlji, Emperor of India. The 
pillar 3 were erected by Bazaqulla Khan, son of Muqarrab Khan, a hakim in the service 
of Akbar. There is a second outer porch of beautifully fine sandstone, with five carved 
pillars. Here the kulandar’s ancestors are said to have been buried. The whole building 
is in good condition except the sandstonoporch. It is aooonnled a very holy place by tho 
Muhammadans. There was a jdgir of Rs. 2,000 attached to it before 1867. As sedition was 
taught here, it was reduced to Rs. 1,000. 

21. Hargahs of llalim Muqarrab Khan and of Shama-ud-dau! it., Ltttlulhih Kluin 
These are iu the same enclosure as the tomb of Bu 7 Ali. Muqarrab Kh£u is the physician 
mentioned above.

24. Khanqah, Shah Wilayat, Shams-ud-din, tank, near the south gate of the town. 
The tomb has a marble floor and an adjacent mosque. Shams-ud-din was the teacher of 
Sheikh Jalfil above mentioned. Some repairs have been lately executed, other; are needed. 
The tomb is kept in repairs from the revenue of the village of Hartali in the possession of 
the Nawab of Panipat. The buildings look more modern than those of Sheikh Jalal’s 
tomb. 


25. Salar Ganj, a walled garden, sarai and masjid known by this name. These 
were built by Lutfullah Khan, but they are now in ruins. The present owners sell the 
bricks. The place is now used for a grave yard. 

20. A?than Saiyad Mahmud , a tomb of great antiquity. It needs some repairs but 
no funds are available. The Saiyad was a man of repute. 

21. Astham Shah Fazil, mosque and tomb of the Fnqir Shah Fiizil, who was a 
celebrated man in the time of Ald-ud-din Muhammad Shah. The buildings are under 
the north wall of the town. They are out of repair. An annual fair is held here. 

28. Kabil Bagh Garden, masonry mosque and well, one mile north-east of the city 
of Panipat. The mosque was built by Bibar to commemorate his victory over the 
Emperor Ibrahim Lodbf. it is dated 934, H. = 1527, A. I>. This date is that of the 

completion of the buildings, not of the battle. The mosque has been partially restored. 
The garden has disappeared. The well which has a suite of sard khanas or cold rooms 
going round it. It is in great disrepair. 

29 Qanj-i- Shahidaii, Mound over the warriors slain in the battle of Panipat in 
1525 A. D., and tomb of Ibrahim Lodhi who was killed there. There is scarcely any 
mound at rill in this place which is on the road from the town to the tahsi'l. The tomb is 
cue of ordinary brinks on a platform. The wall to tho north has in it a marble tablet on 
which is the following inscription.

This inscription has two gross mistakes in it. Babar’s name was Zahir-ud-din, not 
Giyns-wl-din■ The buttle was fought in 932, H., aot in 934. Moreover, the guave of 
Ibrahim was not on this spot at all.

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30. Mandar, Rama Chandraji in tlie town. A masonry temple with arched roof. 
It was built by Maharaja Scindia, Mahratta, in 1793, A. D. and requires repairs. A grant 
of 57 acres it formerly enjoyed has been rescinded. 


31. Bhiwani tank, a little north of the town. It is pnkka and has a number of 
Hindu temples on the east. The tank is said to have been made by Matin a l)as ; Banniya, 
in the reign of Muhammad Sb6h. Tho temples have some very old idols in them which 
are, however, so besmeared as to be almost unrecognizable. This is a sacred bathing place 
of tho Hindus. 


32. Khanqah of Imam Badr-ud-din, a mile south-west of the town. It is an 
immense establishment built 30 years ago in memor} 7 of Faqir Imam Badr-ud-din by 
Muhammad Kliiin of Saharan pur. It enjoys a grant of land from Government. An 
annual fair is held, and the place is higfdy esteemed by Muhammadans. Judging from 
tho appearance of tho place it must have been in existence for several centuries, 
certainly long before Muhammad Khan saw it. 

33. Khanqah of Imam Qnsirn, 4 miles south-west of Panfpat, a pukka masonry, 
undated tomb, undecorated. Imam Qasirn was a friend of Badr-ud-din’s and the tombs 
of the two aro equally venerated and equally need repairs. 

34. Samalhi, or Sumbhalka, 14 miles south of P&nipat, Sardi. It is now entirely 
in ruius. Its massive doorways of red sandstone now lie low, and the rooms of the sarai, 
aro with few exceptions not at all habitable. It was built iu the time of Shah Jahan, 1028, 57 
A. D. It is iu possession of Government. Two-thirds have been dismantled and the 
material sold. The remaining third is an eye-sore.

35. Fort, the head-quarters of the tahsil. Much of tho old fort has been demo¬ 
lished, the outer wall to tho north and east have been retained. If, is of pukka masonry, 
and is in the possession of the Nawdb of KarnlU. Tho late Raja Udey Singh altered it 
and repaired it. 

36. Tomb of Shaikh Salah-ud-din, Ballehi, just outside tjhe Riwan gate of the town. 

This is a dome supported on eight stone pillars, which once belonged to some temple. Each 
side of the octagon is 7' or 7' 6', the pillars from tho groun ’ kefs are 7'9\ 

The dome is made of flat layers which overlap each other. In layer is 

the ’Ayat-i-kursi in large beautifully cut Arabic letters. Outside on one of the beams is 
an extract from some Hadis, and on another beam is—

had much property in Kaithal, but it was lost to bis family under Sikh misrule. The tomb 
is of biick and needs repairs. Hs is said to have been a convert from Hinduism. Both 
Hindus and Muhammadans frequent the place alike. 

38. Mmjid of Shaikh Tayub, a brick mosque coated with onamelled tiles. It was 
built by Tayub himself in the tune of Akbar.

52. Pundriy 10 miles south by east from Kaithal, a tank of good masonry in fair 
order. It has many ghats and is supposed to be more than 300 years old. 

53. Assandh, 27 miles south-west of Karnal, a brick fort now in ruins. It has 
been sold by Government and dismantled. Tradition says its builder was Raja Jar a 
Sandhi (Sandha-Asandh). It was repaired by the Emperor Akbar. 

54. Kanthulla, 10 miles uortli by west of Kaithal, Samadh, Baba Darbarpnri, a 
pukka masonry shrine in good order. It was built by Anpurna, sister of Darbarpnri, who 
was in the service of an Emperor of Dehli, but who turned faqir, camo to this place and 
died. Tho revenue of the village is devoted to the support of the tomb. 

> 55. Dowl (? Dewal, 5 miles south-west of Kaithal) Khanqah of Shah Wali Sal.id. 
A pukka masonry tomb. The Shdh was a faqir in the time of Akbar. The tomb is kept 
in order from private funds. An annual fair is held here. 

56. Nandgarh, one fnile north of Thana Goeluli. A bridge over the old bed of tho 
Ghaggar, now no longer used as the road leading to it has been washed away. The 
arches are still iu good order, but the Ghaggar now flows no longer underneath them, but 
about three miles to the north. Tho bridge is paved like tho ono at Sarhind. It must 
have been an expensive work. It was made in tho time of Akbar. 

57. Goeluh, 18 miles north by west of Kaithal, Mazar of Miron Nan Dakar. 
Tomb and mosque in good order being maintained from private funds. Minin Nau Baliar 
died 200 years ago. The iomb is however but 50 years old. 

58. Habriy 21 miles west of Karnal. Mazar of Saiyad Ahmed. A brick tomb 
supposed to be very ancient—700 years old. The people greatly reverence if. It needs 
repairs. A fair is held here every year. 




HISSAIt DISTRICT. 

Hissar Town. 

1. Hissar town was called into existence by Firoz Tuglaq. There were, however, \ 
villages with temples in this place before his time. Firoz utilized the malei .ds ho found 

to hand. With jhem he built mosques, tah-khanas, palaces, fort walls and gateways. He , 
brought a canal hero and called the place “ Hissar Firoza ”, the Victorious fort, using his 
own name with a double meaning. Iu all probability Firoz brought materials from A roha, 
a place 13 miles north-v, ost from Hissar. Agrobu has been denuded of many of its * ' 
remains, and probably Firoz was the spoiler. When Btibar conquered India, Hissar was 
made over to Hmnayun, in whose reign I he town was adorned with at least 
3 mosques. Tho town has many old Muhammadan buildings in it. These are mostly 
constructed with Hindu or Jaina temple materials. There are also many loose sculptured / 
fragments iu tho town and neighbourhood. From this we may infer that the establishments l 
before the time of Firoz were largo and splendid.

It is a baradari with 
tah-khanas. The walls are thick and sloping. In the* inside 4 pillars support the roof 
which is made up of nine hemispherical domes. These pillars are 6 feet 11 inches high, 
and about I foot 4 inches square. They are sculptured pillars from a temple. The whole 
building is 23 feet G inches square inside. The walls are 7 feet 3 inches thick. Each 
of the twelve openings had a stone doorway inside. The amb of these were in many 
instances old temple pilasters with the carved work turned towards the wall. Other 
parts of the building are made of <>id materials. The central fcahkhana was probably 
for a bath. It has 6 pipes coining into it and 8 going out of it. The side tahdehanas 
were simply low dark rooms. A plan and elevation aud section of this building together 
with many drawings of details of sculpture were made by the Archmological Survey, 
Punjab Circle, in 1887-88. 


13. Gujari Maid and Bungalow .—This is another building north of (12). It is a 
bastion on which has beon bmlt a Europeau house. There is an old fort gate below 
the house towards the east. The walls especially of the gateway are full of old 
materials. The platform of the house has four old pillar capitals and one fine quadruple 
backet, as ornaments. 


14. Firoz Skalds palace and tah-khanas in the fort. The palace is now used as 
the residence of the Superintendent of the Home Farms. The lower parts of the building 
are portions of the original palace. They are composod exclusively of old materials. The 
pillars are all ornamented. The groined roofs aro of course of tlm time of Firoz Tuglaq. 
The tah-khanas aro an extensive series of colonnades with groined roofs supported on old 

The roofs are roughly built. They were used by the attendant.' of the King 
when on his hunting excursions. They aro now in a most filthy condition, none being 
used except a few outside ones near the palace. 

15. The Jahaz or Jahaj, a stone building about a mile east of tiro Debli gate of 
the town now used as a carpenter’s shop by the Canal Department. It was formerly a 
mosque for the mihrirb of considerable beauty, is in the western wall. The building lias 
still two small ribbed domes like those of the Sar&t musjid. The walla slope considerably. 
The groined roof is supported by square monolithic pillars. On the north and south side 
were cloisters with rows of houses for resident mullahs or traveller The building as it 
uow stands is probably a Jaina temple converted into a mosque. Th& materials contain 
many sculptured stones. The groined roofs resemble those in the tah-kluinas of the fort 
and of Firoz Shah’s mosque. 

East of the mosque is a square building which may have been a tomb or it may 
have been a gateway to . the mosque. It is now used as an office by the Canal Engineer. 
It also contains sculptured fragments in its walls. 

The natives call the.place Jahaj or Jahaz because George Thomas who is always 
called Jahaj S&hib lived here for some time when ruling this part as independent, prince 
at the end of last century. 

16 Tomb of Shah Janid, about 200 yards from the Nagori gate of tho town. The 
tomb enclosure contains a mosque and three domes, two of which are tombs and one a 
kind of summer house. The tomb of Janid is iu the north of tho enclosure, ft is now 
a four-walled building but wns formerly a dome supported on 4 pillars. There is a 
doorway with a semi-circular arch ! On the outside west beam is an inscription.

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The tomb is said to be that of the tutor of Janid ; but the inscription states that it was 
built by Janid, son of Chandau, in Rabia-ul-awwal 927, H. (1621, A. D.) This tomb is in 
very good condition. 


In the eastern part of the yard is a tombstone covered with Arabic inscriptions in 
splendid condition. The one that is useful historically is as follows, in Persian.

i. e., u the death of the Sult&n of Shaikhs and of Saints Muhammad, son of Shaikh 
Mahmud Chishti was on the 9th of Shaban 891, H. (1486, A. D.). As Chaudan was the son 
of Mahmud, it follows that this Muhammad was the uucle of Janid. 

In the account given of Shdh Janid in the Kliazmat-ul-asHya it says Janid died 
in 900, H. This is wrong as he built the tomb of his tutor in 927, H. See Khazinat-ul- 
asfiya, page 406. 

The walls of this enclosure contain carved bricks, and there are old temple pillars 
lying about showing that the site is a very old one indeed. It was probably chosen on 
that account. 


17. Masonry tomb , east of Hissar on the Hansi road. It is said to he that of Amir 
Be ^r, but it has no inscription and there are no other traditions about it. It is a most solid 
structure and has had additions made to it that it might Serve the purpose of a house, the 
central room being 26 feet 9 inch square. 

13. Group of tombs east of Hissar on tho Hansi road. They are including No. (17) 
13 in number. All of them are of great beauty, many are adorned with blue, encaustic 
tiles. Three of them have inscriptions, but they are all in stucco and are therefore not in 
good preservation. One lias only the name of the Emperor Humayun and the date 945, H. 
legible. A second one tells us that the tomb is that of a young man who obtained martyrdom 
in^tlic army of Gujrat, Mir Asliiq Muhammad, son of Mir SMh Giilib and that 12,00 * black 
tankahs were expended on the building in Ramzan 944, H. (1537, A. D.). The third in¬ 
scription informs us that the tomb was built over Tardi Kochak, son of Mir Mogul, who 
also obi ained martyrdom in Gujrat. The tomb is dated Rajab 944, H. and cost 15,000 
black tankahs. The whole of these tombs are probably those of officers who were slain in 
the Gujrat campaign of 942, H., and succeeding years. 

10. Mosque and tomb of Sher Bahlol , about a mile east of Hissar on the Hdnsi road. 
The tomb is a very small one bat old. It probably dates from (he time of the Tuglaqs. 
The mosque is in good preservation. It was built in 1106, H. (1694-95, A. D.). In the yard 
of mosque are remains which indicate that there was once a temple on this spot, pillars, 
beams, quadruple and double brackets and an amalaka moulding being found. The whole 
establishment is called Duna Sher and is now used as a burial ground by the people of 
Hissar. Sher Bahlol is said to have been one of the Chalis Hafiz who are buried on tbe 
Fathabfid road. When Giyds-ud-din Tuglaq was hunting in that part, the Faqir told him 
he would one day be king. It fell out as he predicted. 

Close by is a small f idgah, on which is a stucco inscription dated 947. It is the tomb 
•A 1sunuP Sarwun! and was built by Miru, sou of Idris Sarwani, at a cost of 2,000 tankahs. 
There are some mistakes in spelling in the inscription. 

20. Tombs of the Chalis Mafz.— This is a square tomb with domes, joined by 
means of n long brick platform to a western wall which is bounded by a sloping minaret 
at each end. Those 40 faqirs are said to have lived in the time of the Tuglaqs. The 
Mylc of i ho toiuh supports that statement. It is situated to the east of tho road loading 
to Fatk&b&d, about miles from the fort. 

21, Chihri MihriGarnlaz, two miles from Hissdr fort on the Fa rim bad road. It 
is 31 feet 9 inches square outside and inside 17 feet 9 inch. The lower eonraes are 
of hewn kuukar. The dome had once bandsou it. Tradition says it is the tymb of a 
childless Sultana of Firoz Shdh. 
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There are many other tombs near Hissar. One on the stud farm is 45 feet 
outside and inside 26 feet. The lower part of the building is of large blocks of kunkar: 
the upper part of brick. 

22. Group of tombs east of the Gaosala Hissar. One is <33 feet 6 inches square 
outside aud has sloping walls and low dumpy dome. Over southern doorway are two 
inscriptions, oue in Arabic, the other in Persian poetry, is dated 9/4 H. (15C0-7, A. 13.) 
Another tomb is 28 feet 8 inches square on a platform 3 feet 10 inches high and 
13 feet 2 inches broad. Close by are two small tombs, 11 feet 8 inches square on raised 
platforms, the same size as the tombs. A fifth tomb is modern and measures 
16' 11" x 13' 3". It has a curved or hump-backed dome aud over-hanging eaves. 

23. Well in the Dogra muhalla of Hissar. On the month of the well are several 
sculptured stones. Iu the well is an inscription partly defaced. Sufficient is left to 
see that the town is called in it Hissar Firoza and the dates 1064 H., the 24th year of the 
reign of Shah Jalian. 

Hissar had a mint in the reigns of Sher Shah Sur and Akbar from which copper 
coins only were issued. 

24. Gungowa, 4 miles south of Hissar, a mosque , said to have been built by 
Eanghars 400 years ago. It is of brick and in fair condition. There is no inscription. 

25. Nagthalla, 10 miles north of Hissdr. A brick mosque , dato not known. No 
^inscription. Fair preservation ; still in use. 

26. Mangali village , 6 miles south of Hiss&r, mosque date unknown. Condition fair ; 
still used. 

It will be seen from the above that Hissar and its neighbourhood are remarkably 
full of antiquities. The Arclueological Survey, Punjab Circle, spent a month here m 18b,. 
Every inscription was copied and plans and elevations of many buildings taken. 


Hassi. 


27. Hansi Fort , north-east of the town. It is now only a high mound of earth 
370 yards from north to south and 325 from east to west. A portion of the curtain is 
left on the north side. On the south side are the old fort doorway and guard. Iu the 
fort are a godowm, a couple of wells and tho establishment known as the grave of Say ad 
Shahid Wali Niamat Ullah. When the fort after 1857 was dismantled all tho materials 
were sold consequently all the sculptured fvagmeuts then lying loose were dispersed. 
They were remains of temples and perhaps of palaces. They are found all over the town 
and outside iu the compounds of houses. Portions which had previously been built into 
preserved buildings are still to be seen there. Many of tho purchased portions have 
now been used by the purchasers. Some of the inscriptions are m wrong places, llius 
over the doorway of the enclosure of Niamat Ullah’s tomb is one which was once over 
a mosque .—• 






This is one of the oldest Muhammadan inscriptions in India as it is dated 593 H. 
1197 AD it is iu good preservation. In the outer wall of the same enclosure are two 
inscriptions evidently from the jambs of a door. One bears the name of Muhammad Sam. 
These show that no sooner had that Emperor defeated Pnthvi Mja at Tarouri in 588, 11. 
then his follower began to erect mosques. There was an old Sanskrit, inscription in the 
fort dated 1168. It “ was presented to the Marquis of Hastings in 1618, but is not, now 
uL Ad ” /Thomas’ Chronicles of the Pathau Kings of Pelili, foot-note pages 60-1.) 
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There are two mosques in fair condition in the tomb enclosure. The gateway is in 
a dangerous condition as is the hou°e of the tomb attendant. The guest house is in rums. 
Some interesting pieces of sculpturo from Hansi are now in the Lahore museum. 


Hiinsi Fort was first taken in 429 H. (1037-38 A. D.) by Masaud, son of Mahmud. 
Previous to that it was called the virgin fort. (See Elliot’s Historians, Tarikh-i-Subuk- 
tagdr. Yol. II, pages 135 and 140). It was recaptured by the Kai of Dehli in 435 II. 
(1043-44, A. D ) and held by the Hindus till the time of Muhammad Sam. It was not 
therefore built by Prithvi R&ja : it had been in existence for centuries when he began to 
reign. It is one of the oldest places in Iqdia as is seen by the fact that bricks dug from 
its foundations measure 18" x 9 M x 3". 


28. Masjid of Bu All Bakhsh Wali in town of H&nsi. The original building was 
erected in 023, H. (1226, A. D.) as appears from the inscription :—

It was built originally therefore by Ahmad, the son of Muhammad Asmandi. The 
present building is used for worship and is in a fair state of preservation. 

29. Adina Befs mosque in the cast of the town. This is a restored building. It 

has in it an inscription of the time of Firoz Shah :— ^

Here again some one else built the original mosque in 707 H- (1305-66, A. D.) 

It is believed that these inscriptions having been preserved were built into now 
mosques. This applying of old inscriptions to new buildings is shewn somewhat ridicu¬ 
lously in iho case of one built into the outer wall of the stables of Haidar Beg. . ns s one 
states that in the reign of Shdh JahAn, Naud Ram, the son of Tulsi Dass, a great gentle¬ 
man of Hansi, made the women’s well in the year 1059 H. (1649, A. D.) The inscription 
is legible to an expert. Its history must be a strange one. 

30. Barsi Gate of the town of Hansi. It is 44 feet high from the ground to the 
top of the euibattlement^ and to the crown of the arch 30 feet S inches, it is flanked 
on either side with a semi-circular sloping tower. The voussoirs are ornamented. There 
is a largo inscription of 12 lines of Persian poetry over the arch. It is written m 3 long 
lines and states that the gate was built in the time of Ala-ud-dln Muhammad Shah, and 
the date given is 10th of Rabtf-nUkhir, 703 H. (1303-4, A. D.) In the inner wall of the 
gateway is a second inscription which states that the gateway was restored by Hamid 
Khan in 928 H (1522, A. D.)aud that the original gateway was built m /02, H U amid 
K han was shmu-d/ir or Deputy Commissioner of Hansi under Ibrahim Lodln. iho gate 
was res ; 'rod only 3 years before the battle of Pdnipat in which Ibrauim lost his counti’y 
an d his life. 

There was a gateway in the west wali of the town. It had over it the followng :

Thin inscription is now doing Uutv as the head-stone of a grave in a burial ground 
to the west of the town.

There is a third inscription of the time of Ald-ud-din, dated 713, EL, (1313-14, 

A. D.) in a grave yard north of tho fort wall. 

31. Mamd and graves of thefow' Qyoi .—This is a large establishment to the west 
of the town There aro in reality two larg grave-yards, oue with pavilions for pil<mms, 
and one mosque with a tank and many buses for the descendants of the Qutbs and tor 
visitors. The present buildings are m<Yern with some exceptions, lhe walls contain 
inscriptions, whole and fragmentary. Oue is from the tomb of a noble lady who died m 
' 622, H., (1225, A.D.) She was probably of the family of Jamal-ud-dm, the 1st Qut-b, who 
died in 657, H. This stone at any ute belongs to the original builuings. I here are no 
inscriptions with any reference to dm four Qutbs on them. There isjia nis^iption m tho 
mosque walls of the time of Bikaner, son of Balilol Lodhi, dated Rajab 896, it. (1-L - • •; 

it states that the mosque was bult by u servant of God, Abu Bakr Jalwani. i.iat v>as 
of course the original mosque. The graves of the four Qutbs arc in a sepaiatc 
enclosure. They have no inscripfons. In the same enclosure aro the graves or some 
[Muhammadan ladies who belouge[ to the Skinner family. In a second grave enclosure 
are the graves of the Uiwiius or tl G successors of the Qutbs. They are under four cupolas 
which are supported by ten grace'ul pillars. There are two domeless graves and one 
single cupola supported on four pllars in the same yard. Tho whole yard is quite lull or 
small graves. The fine grave of Ui Taj jar is in the same enclosure as that ot the four 
Qutbs, only further south. It is in reuarkably fine condition, and is one of the beat con¬ 
structed tombs in the Punjab. 

The four Qutbs were friends of Farid-id-din of Pakpatan. They and tlieiv des¬ 
cendants were a power in religion and even to-lay the dissolut ' descendant w io adminis¬ 
ters affairs is almost worshipped. 

32. Barsi, six miles south of Han si. Fi ve darguks and one mosque. 1 ho d argali 8 
arc burial grounds with high walls on their western sides, lliese west*': n v.i s avo 
central mihrab with arched recesses on both sides if it and pinnacles 1,1 1 1 1 <n 
flanking the mitirdb. The mosque is to the south-east of the village. U hits tnreoni 0 n 
domes, the eastern facade is covered with plain panels. It has no m.-u ip ion. aisi 
stands on a very high mound. The precincts abound with saltpetre which is extracted as 
it is at Hiinsi, Barvvalla and Rohtak. 

33. ’Tdgah, one mile west of Htinst in the fields. It is only a modern platform 
158' 1" x 57' H" with a wall to the west which contains eight arched recesses on each 
aide of a central rnihrib. In the mihrab and in the first rece-s to the left are two old 
inscribed stones, both a foot broad. They aro parts of one insertion, ihe nppdV

37. Barwala is 19 miles north by wst of Hansi. It is situated on a high mound. 
The north side of the town is bounded by runs amongst which is a small roofless mosque, 
in which is the following inscription of the tif.e of Miuzz-ud-din Kaiqdbad :

The date is Eabia-ul-awwal C 88 , H. (1289, A. !■}• Thin i» a most important inscrip- 
tioD. The only other one of this king is a fragment f>und at Hansi, dated Mnharram, 689, 
H. or f> 87 , H. None of the rest of the ruins are of ln 7 importance whatever. An old 
temple pilaster was found here in 1888 by the Archa°l°g’oal'S u rvey . It is now in tho 
Lahore museum. On the back of it is an inscriptionof the time of Giyas-ud-din Balban, 
dated Kamzsn 080, H. (1281, A. D.) The right eudof the inscription has gone so wo 
donT know what it was for, a tomb or a mosque. p' eces sculpture are Mill to be 

seen in the neighbourhood of Barwala. These and tli> height of the nmnnd •ndicate that 
the place is old. The people say it was built by ILija Bal, who reigned about the m-bt or 
second century of tho Christian era. 

38. Brick domes of Sayad Abram , r.-ar the town, on the Hansi road ; on iho 
Luhani lank south of Barwala i very old, and of JVasir Shahid, three miles south o 
Bar walla said to be very ancient. They are all unoccupied and in fair preservation, lhi3 
Nasir Shahid was the brother of Nidmet Ullah who is buried at Hansi. 

39. Four walled enclosure of the Malchdum Sanib, a brick tomb near Barwalla on 
the Khoot Kalan road. It is in fair preservation but no longer used. 


Tohana. 

40 Tohana, 27 miles north of Barwalla. Tomb of Asad Khan Pathan. It is said, 
to have been built 500 years ago. On the north of the town in the fields are many tombs 
all domed. They are all very much alike, have no inscriptions, are more or less m ruins, 
and seem to be of about the same age and style and of tbe time of Aurangzeb. Ihe 
tombs of Dilawar Khan and Massin Khan Pathan are the largest. To the soatn-west of 
the i ' jV <n arc many other ruins chiefly of Samadlis. In this direction is a baraddn also. 

41 Masiid of Mir Fatil, a brick mosque in the town decorated with blue, rod end 
yellow encaustic tiles. It was built by Mir Ffail about 300 years ago. 

42. Baoli, outside the Chaukhandi gate of the town, near the police rest house 
It is of the time „t the Lodhis. Both Hindus and Mussulmans equally claim it, and equally 
neglect it, hence it is now choked np and altogether out of use. 

43 Anawmr, a large pond north-e&st of the town, named after Anangpal, who, 
tradition states w;* the founder of the town Large bricks have been found m digging, 
Ind in ae-eral plm-f s sculptured pillars are found, notably in a well south of the town. 
The well is of kunkur blocks. The pillars are for the chars*. 

u Bahtina dome of Fir Rdna l)hir, a hundred yards north of the village. It ia 
Baid to hive been built by Banjaras about a thousand years ago.

45 Touham a baradarl on a small hill noar the town. It is said to have been 
built by Brithvi Itfja about 700 years ago and is called by his name. 

40. Itock inscription , half way up the rock west of the town. It has not yefc been 

satisfactorily translated.

47. Fathalad. Pillar 16 feeb high. Lower part one stone 10 feet 2 Indies high 

and 6 feet 1£ inch in circumference. This is surmounted by a thin projecting course of 
marble on which are four courses of red sandstone surmounted by an amalaka moulding 
which is crowned with a cupola composed of two courses of marble. The lowest stone 
has an inscription on it in Persian. The letters are slightly sunk. In all there are 36 lines 
going round the pillar. There had been an inscription uu the stone in Sanskrit, <01110 of the 
letters of which arc still visible. The present inscription is therefore a palimpsest. Firoa 
Shah was the author of it. In it he gives au account of the Tuglaq family and of himself, 
lie calls it a pillar of thanksgiving, This pillar is situated near the rest- 

house. 

48. Inscribed stone in the wall west of the pillar. It is in eight lines and tolls 
us that tho mosque was built by Rustam Beg, sou of Amir Muhammad ’Ali, deceased, in 
the year 045 H. = (1538). 

40. Small mosque with one large and two small domes. The spandrils of the 
central arch are ornamented with encaustic tiles. There is no iuscriptiou. Tradition 
assigns it to the time of Huinayun ; the style of tho building agrees with this assignment. 

Mr. Garrick gives very good viows of the pillar, the inscription and tho mosque in 
"Volume XXI II of Archaeological Survey Report. 

Fatlnibad was so named by Firoz Shah. Before his time it was called lkdar . In \ 
the yards of the mosques are many sculptured stones showing that Fathabad at one time 
was an old Hindu or Jain place and had its sculptured temple. 

50. Mound at Agroha, 13 miles north-west of HisS&r. This mound is half a mile 
from the village. It covers an area of 650 acres. The rain has cut ravines in the mound 
and disclosed the foundations of many old buildings. Carved bricks, large bricks, sculji- 
tured fragments,beads and coins have been found in tho place. A commencement was inado 
at excavations in 1889, but not much was attempted. Many fragments of sculpture and torra 
cot!a images wore, however, unearthed. Tho mound will eventually yield a rich harvest 
of antiquities. Agroha is regarded by the Aggie wnl baniahs as their homo, lhe place 
is said to have been very rich and extensive in oldon times. No ouo is allowed to 
excavate. 

Tahsil Siksa. 

51. Fort of Sirsa. —This is a large irregular mound to the north-west of the town 

which was built from bricks found in tho mound. It is one of the oldest places of north 
India. In olden tim03 the way to India led through Multan to Sirsa and H&nsi. Sirsa 
therefore had to stand the brunt of the Muhammadan invaders. It i> known as Sarsuti 
or Saraswatti and was probably so called from t he river Saraswatti, being either 

Sarsuti or Saraswatti. Many interesting antiquities have been obtained from the mound. 
Some are uuw in the Lahore museum ami somo in lhe Municipal Hall of the town. There 
is an old broken marble grave stone on the top of the mound, with remnants of an Arabic 
inscription on it. It is probably the grave of one of the early invaders of India. 

From a study of the sites of the many mounds found near Sirsa it would seem that 
the valley of the Saraswatti for more than fifty uiilos was densely populated. 

Baoli in Sirsa near the Rania gate. In capital preservation. It is otmaiderod aa 
ornament to the town and its water is much used. Uutno, widow of Guided Kh.itri 
being wealthy and childless made this baoli for the public good in the I7r.li century. 

53. Tofhb and mosque outside tho Rania gate of Sirsa. The toihb is said to bo 
that of Khwhja 1 hd-ul-Shakur , a companion of 'Muhammad Gauri in his expeditions to 
India. Bciuo- of retiring habits I 10 settled here and died. Tho mosque was built by tin* 
Jfawab of Rania in the 16th. century. Faqirs live in the touib. Tho mosque is used 
for public, worship. 
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54. Sikh temple, in the west part of 0i ^Tobt^ 

Puiaris. Sikhs frequent it for worship.

The people dd not at.tUnito any l 
great age to them, the oldest being regarded ns only 1,200 years did, \ ram this it, 
would appe ar that they are the sites of villages destroyed by the Muhammadans when 
they first invaded India. As few coins were obtained at .Sirsa, it is niferred that they 
are not found extensively in the mounds. 

67. Khairpur, one-and-half miles east of Sirsa. Tomb, tolerably perfect. 


68 Muuz-ud-din, six miles south-east by south > of Rania, Giant's tomb, to the 
south-west of the village. A little broken. No stone ring is placed beside it. 

69. Nitar, four miles south-west of Sirsa, two lopes, one isi200 years old. 

70. Sampal (? five-and-hnlf miles south-west of Sirsa), tomb , near the village. Both 
tomb and enclosure are somewhat injured. 


71. Oodha, 11 north ot Sirsa, a tope, 00 years old, inhabited by a faqir. 

72. Vhaggu, 10 miles north-east of Godha. Tomb, to the north-east of the village, 
tolerably perfect, not used : 250 years old.

Rohtak: Town. 

1. Vini or Adina Masjid, in the town, close to the wards occupied hy Kaiths and 
Bam Israel. It is a long building supported on 20 pillars, of which ten arc old, being 
composed of portions of pillars of various types from Jaina temples. At the north end 
2 of the mosque is a small tah-khana , the six pillars supporting which are Jaina, the walls 
< and the roof baviug much sculpture in them. In the mosque yard and its walls are 
\ many sculptured fragments. Over the mihrab is an inscription of the time of Ala-ud-din 
vJKliilji, dated 708, H., 1808, A. J). 


2. Kalan Masjid in the Fort. A building similar to tho Adina Masjid, supported 
on six pillars and six pilasters all of Jaiua origin, some upside down and some made up of 
various portions of pillars. Over tho outer middle opening is a long inscription broken to 
the right. Enough remains to rive the name of the king Giyas-ud-din Tnglaq, Sikfm- 
dar-i-ssaman, the date 724, II.,= (1324, A. 1).), and the builder’s name Muhammad ’All 
In a grave-yard outside ore two pillars not in use. In tho walls of buildings 
carved bricks and large bricks 16" x 91" x 2" are found. These point to the fact that 
the old fort of Rohtak had in it a carved stone temple in old times. 


3. Masjid-i-Khurd, also in the fort, 100 yards east of Masjid- i-kalar. ^ It has an 
inscription in it of the time of Sultan Zahir-ud-dm Babar, dated 934, IT., (152/-28, A. D.). 
Over the doorway is a portion of the Kalima in heavy rounded, old Kufic letters. 

4. Bangkar Mosque , west of the fort. It has lately been restored. Over the 
outer central arch is an inscription which was originally over a tomb, that of Firoz Khan, 
son of Ahmad Khan, son of Jamal Khan, both then deceased. They had been Governors 
of Rohtak. The building was finished 10th Rabia-al-akhir. 934 iu the reign of Babar. 

5. Gao Karan, a tank west of the town. On its west bank is a temple in which 
are many old images and sculptures. In south inner wall is an image of Yahura. Another 
image is that of a dancing girl. There is also a detached image of Buddha. One piece 
is a lingi’iu with a head near the top as in the large image in the west wing of the Lahore 
mu'-eum. Outside.the temple are other images and fragments. The tank is extensively 
used by the people of Rohtak. 

6. Gao Karan, Masjid at the north-east corner of the tank. It is of kunkar and has 
only one dome. There is a good deal of ornamentation in rod sandstone. Over the central 
arch i- an inscription which gives in a chronogram, the date 9(36, H. (1 ooo-u J, - . D.) in. 
the reign of Jalal-ud-din Muhammad Akbar. 

7. BaoU, tk r.ii-wesi of the Gnolcarnn tank. It is of stono. and bricks and was 
constructed by a Banj&ta. It is used as a well, the steps and their side walls being in 
a dangerous condition. 

8. iJhol ion-ka-darwazu, a gateway made of kunkar with red sandstone horde rings 
in tile middle of tho town. It has an inscription in which is recorded that Hr Khan, son 
of iSher Khun, Sarwani, finished it in Muharrarn 1044, 11. (1634-35, A-D.) It is in 
excellent order. It was formerly the gateway of a yard. NW it leads nowhere. 


9. Chidhiiavwalla Masjid , in south of the town near the hospital. It is a very 
suiatV mosque, but it hits an inscription which tells ns that- l 1 aqir Bnrhan, son of Waji- 
ml-.'in .son of Mohammad Jamal Ghishti, Nugauri, built rhe mosque iu the time of 
Ifuin/ivuu i»? 945, H. (1533-39, A. D.) Tho mullahs of the mosque say they are lineal 
desccaidants o/ Jntnal. 


j O. Morqut' of the Pear as, in the north of ihe town. It ha- an inscription iu 
which nothing is legiiJo bn tllo king’s name, Akbar, and tho date 979, H. (1571-72, A, J). 
The present mosque is no'fc tl'G original one. 

II Gar hi of the ifq'hans, in south-west of town. Masjid with an inscription in 

Am hie, dated 945.‘K, in figures. It no name on it. 
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——— j. 4 . Torah of Bhur a Shah Shahid, near tho Dak Bungalow. It lias in the yard 
a loose stone inscribed. It rocords the fact that Shamslier Khan erected the dome over 
the grave of JDil Safi Alim in the year 975, H., in words and figures (1567-68, A. D.) 

13. Atlipai or eight-pillared tomb to the south of the town near the Government 
school. It is a kunkar dome supported on eight beautiful red sandstone pillars. Hunuing 
round the architrave inside is the Ayat-i-kursi in splendidly raised letters. There is no 
inscription from which a cluo to tlio name or date could be obtained. 'Tradition is silent 
as to the name of the person buried here. It is one of the most beautiful little structures 
in Rohtak. The plinth which is of kunkar is in bad repair. 

14. Baoli outside Delhi gate of town. This was once a very fine structure. The 
stairs and side walls are still in good order, but they are very little used. It is all of 
stone. It has no inscription. 

15. Khokra Kot, a series of mounds to the north of the present town, probably h 

the site of ancient Rohtak. The old town was divided into four parts,—Uohtak, Babra, 
Biralima and Lai pur. Babra is the western part of the present town, west of it arc i ho 
ruins of Biralima, north of which lie the ruins of Lalpnr. Biralima was destroyed 200 \ 

years ago. Stono images and old (joins have been found in its ruins. Lalpur was \ 
destroyed 170 years ago by a flood. Its ruins yield images, gold coins and jewels. The \ 
largest mound in Khokra Kot has been excavated but no report was sent in. At a depth \ 
of 30 feet a conical stone was found with an inscription on it, in very distinct letters unlike | 
any given in Princep’s Indian Antiquities. This seal was lost, an earthenware vessel 
full of copper coins was found, but the coins have no inscriptions. A copper coin of 
Menander was found in the excavation. It is of a type not before known. As in a Jaiua 
temple at the south end of the mound many sculptured bricks and fragments of stono 
sculptures were found, it may be inferred that Khokra Kot is of very groat antiquity 
•indeed. 

In the Lahore museum is a stone with an inscription in Persian and Hindi said 
to have been obtained from Khokra Kot. It informs.ns that Shamsher Kh.in, SUiqqd&r 
of Rohtak, built the doorway in 979. H. (1571-72, A. D.) in the reign of Jalal-ud-din 
Muhammad Akbar. 

In temples in the town are images of marvellous beauty said to have been obtained 
from these mounds. Many of the remains are decidedly Jaina, others as surely Hindu. 

16. Dargah-i-sultan ' Arifin, to the south outside the town. It is a pukka tomb 
in good preservation much resorted to by Muhammadans. 

17. Ast.hal i-Jogian, 1£ miles north-west from tlu» town, close by the ruins of 
Lfilpur. It is the abode of Jogis who have turned fanners. In thq place are many 
sculptured fragments obtained doubtless from the adjacent ruins. 

18. Bohar , 4 miles east of Rohtak. The present village is full of remains, large 
and sculptured bricks, portions of sculptured stone temples and some beautiful stone 
images nearly perfect. In the ehanpSr or village meeting room is a largo inscribed stone, 

4 feet by 1 fool 9 inches, containing 22 lines. The images are in a small temple west 
of tho village. They were fully described and drawn by the Avchmological Survey, Punjab 
Circle, in 1887. v 

19. Bohar, Astbal Joguiu. A monnstory of the Kanpatha Jogis, of pukka stone \ 

and brick. This is the head quarters of a Mahant and his disciples, Il is situated a mile, 
and-a-half west from the villago on the Dehli road, (b consists of a palace, numerous i 

temples and tombs and dharnisalla?. There is also a huge tank. Besides t his there is au \ 

•establishment of the Sarbhangas, a most degraded sect of religionists. The buildings have 1 
in their walls a number of s-.-iilpturod fragments obtained from the ItoUar Khoki.i Kot, 

a large vuiued city to tho west of the establishments. In the Kanputhu establishment 
there are so we remarkably fine -Jaina imagos standing against a wall. Those together 
witL the remains built into the walls, were drawn by the Archie ilogical Snrvey in 1887. 
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i,r*y>Tho old buildings are called Dhum Chauringin&th and Kdld Mahal, respectively, 
latter is arched throughout and has avails 4A feet thick. It contains the samadhs 
of three unknown persons. Dhuni Chauringinath means the place where Chauringi 
sat over the fire. Chauringi mca-.s a man who lias had his four limbs cut off. 
Tradition says that Puran, son of Salbahan of Sialkot, was beautifnl : the Raja’s second 
wife fell in love with him, but Puran resisted her entreaties. She behaved like Potiphar’s 
wife and the Raja cut off his son’s limbs and throw him into a well. Gorakhnath passing 
by rescued him from the well and made him whole again. Priran became his disciple, 
took the name Chauraugindth or Chaurangi and became a faqir. He never died. The 
building called by his name is over the spot where he used to sit over the fire. When 
he came to this place Khokra Kot was inhabited. Another account says that the place 
was in ruins 1,100 years ago. 


The above story was probably concocted by Mastndth, a Kanphata, who came 
here over a hundred years ago. The Kanphata Jogis are disciples of Gorakhnath who 
lived according to North-West Province Gazetteer about 1400, A. D. A\ hen Mastndth 
came to Boliar the Kala Mahl and Dhuni Chaurauginatli were surrounded with jungle. 
Here he took up his quarters, made himself famous by giving rain when it was much 
needed and grew in consequence rich. The present Mabant is the fifth in descent from 
Mastndth. Ho too is not poor. In his stables are two elephants, and about a hundred 
horses and other animals suited for riding. 


20. Bolter, Khokra Kot .—This is a large ruined city west of the Dehli road close 
to the Asthal Jogldn. From the sculptures exhumed it must have been a large Jaina 

;ka, carved bricks arc found, but no coins, Excavations are 
constantly being made without superintendence. The images are, as a rule, given to the 
Jogis who take great care of them The carved bricks ought certainly to bo secured. 

21. Dargah of Pir Baha-ud-din, four miles north of Rohtak, on tho Goh&nu road, an 
old pukka brick tomb in good preservation. An annual fair is held here. 


MAHnr. 


Mahira is a small town, 19 miles north-west by west from Tlohfca!:- It is situated on 
a high mound about a mile long, which runs north and south. Very few sculptured 
remains are found here, but sufficient to show that it had old storm sculptured temples. 
On both sides of tho town. are many ruins, tombs, mosques, baolis, pleasure houses, &c. 

12. Bain or Baoli, south of the town with a broad flight of 101 stairs leading 
down to the water. It has suites of rooms near the well. There is au inscription on a 
marble slab which records tho 1 act t hat tho b&oll was made in the reign of Alamgir by 
feiciii, a Chobdar, in 1067, H =(1653-57, A.D.). It is built of kunkar and -andstoue 1. is 
iu fair ci der but is only used f a irrigatiau ; Hie people of Muhiin prefer the water of the 
johar or town pond into which the washing of tho latrines empty themselves. 

There was another buolf east of tlm town, but it is now quite destroyed ; the side 
walls have fallen in and the arch ways have been blown up. 

Near Saidii’s baoli aro two wells, each of which has an inscription Btone in it, but. 
the imicription Jins in both cases been deleted by the action of the weather. 

23. Enclosure walls of a. gard&p, a mile to the west of the town, bnilt by Saidu. 
The walls are broken on every side and serve no purpose now. 


Then, was probably a tomb iu the ceuLro. 

24. Jama Mafsjid, a noble Iffcr tic tare in the middle of the town, on tho top of l-ho 
highc-/ part of ’he mound. The foundations are of clocks of kunkar, the walls, &o., of 
brinks. Tho flint mosque was erected iu Jluiuiiyhn'a time, as is seen from the inscription 
under lie pulpit stairs, dated 27th of Rajab 937, H. (1631, A. D.). Outside over the south 
arch is another in niptiou of the time of Anr.mgzeb, dated 1078, H, showing that the 
mosque was built by Kkwaja llahmat Ulluh, by order of tho Emperor in the lOtii year of 
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There are two Arabic inscriptions in the mosque which tend to prove that a 
mosque existed here before the time of Hutnaynn. The present mosque has only one dome, 
but as it is very high, it is visible from a great distance. 


25. Pirzada Masjid, close by the Jama Masjidto the south. It has lately been 
restored. It has two inscriptions, one of 5th Rabia-ul-Awwal, 0*36,11 , in the reign of Babar, 
which says that Shaikh Yusuf of Hisar built this mosque, in the town of Mahim. The 
other is of the month Rajab, year 1051, time of Shah Jahan. It tells us that the mosque 
was rebuilt by Shaikh Ntisir, son of Shaikh Allahdtul. It is a small mosque, 

26. Mosque of the Biytiparis (formerly butchers) in the Daulatpura Aialial of 
the town. Over the middle outer arch is an inscription, which tells us that the mosque 
was built by Mulla Majid, sou of Changah, in Shaban 942, II., in the time of Hamayuu. 
Over the outer gateway is a second inscription in four lines. From it we learn that Daulat 
Khan, Governor, son of Yusuf Hassan Siir, built this mosque in Daulatabad (or Daulatphra) 
in the time of Slier Shah Siir, in the month of Ramzan, 949 II., ==(1542-43, A.DJ.lhU 
inscription probably came from some other mosque. A third loose inscription tells us that 
Jahangir built the mosque in the time of Aurangzeb. From these inscriptions it would 
seem that the original mosques wore badly built or else badly treated and had to bo rebuilt 
often. The present mosque is quite new. The inscriptions only are old. 


27. Garhi of the Afghans in the extreme west of the town. This fort is now 
entirely in ruins. It eoutaius two inscriptions. One tells US that the toi 

Du hi Khan Mu ham m ali Gibtni iu his life time iu 1114, tF, by master mason, AW, son of 
Taiyub, builder. The second inscription gives Duhi Khan as the builder, and the 
dale 1118. It would seem that the buildings on which these inscriptions were placed were 
a mosque and a tomb in the fort, now there only are bare walls. 

28. Tomp of Jamal Khan. This is oue of the.numerous tombs south-east of the 
town on (he Rohtak road. It has a small inscription on red sandstone over the south 
doorway. This gives the name Jarniil Khjin, son of Mansur, and the date 1000 H., the 
other tombs are domeless and the walls are iu a ruinous condition. Jamid. Kld n WiV9 one 
of tho tuicestors of the family of Pirzadas, at present resident in Mahim. 

29. JTdthi Skalds tomb, on the road, on tho south side of tho town. There is n?

There is no 
dalu or name of the deceased person on the tomb. 


Jhajjar. 

Jhajjar is a small town, 23 miles nearly due south of Rohtak.' Its history is 
involved in obscurity. Tradition says the first town was destroyed by the Gatins. Tho site 
of this hi 2 J miles to the south of the present town and was called IJhngulan and now a 
huge mound hidden beneath sarnl. It would probably repay well fyr excavation. Jhajjnr 
was in existence in the time of Firoz Sluih Tnglaq. In 797. H , (1.394-95, A.D.) wo read 
that P&nlp at, Rohtak and Jhajjar were in possession of Mas vat Shfth, (LTrdu Muntakhub- 
ut Tdwariktfi, page 98). There arc nq antiquities reaching back so far quite.

Gohann is a very old place indeed, but it has no buildings now of any great 
antiquity. To the north-east of the town is a large Jhll, on the banks of which once 
stood an old temple, bricks of great size from which are now built up into the walls of the 
* town. 

The Rohtak district coming between tho Hissar district aud that of Dehli has 
always keen of some importance historically. Old Rohtak is often mentioned in history. 


58. liohad, 19 miles from Rohtak on tho Dehli aud Rohtak road. A smooth 
water worn stone, near a well by the road side. It stands 3' 9 7 above the ground aud is 
15 v broad. It leans somewhat. On the under side is a 5 lined Sanskrit inscription

, 19. Three Jaiiia temples, near the town. Much money has been spent on these 

( during the last fifty years, and they are now in good preservation, not being at all old. 

20. Shdhjahanpur, 1G miles south by west of Riwuri, maqbara and baou. Th© 
lqaqbara is a two-stoi*cyed building, surmounted by a dome of elegant shape. The baoli 
which is in ruins is alongside. 

21. Taooroo, 18 miles south by west of Gurgaon, maqbara, near the town, it is 
reported to have been built by Boloochis. There are other buildings near it, and the 
enclosure covers a large space. It is ail now jungle and the buildings are in rums. 

22. Taooroo , bungalow of Ghosi Shdh, faqir, one mile north of the town. It 
measures 33 feet by 14 feet. The curve of the canopy is peculiar and beautiful. It is m 
good preservation. 

23. Valia, three and half miles north-west of Nuh, dargah of Khwaja Musa, a quarter 
of a mile north cast of the village. The tomb was erected by Abd-ul-Samd, Shaikh of 
Falla; the south gateway by a begam of an emperor, 100 years ago; the Naqar KMna /J 
years ago by Faizulla lieg Khan of Hattur. The gate is very handsome. The tomb 
inside the shrine is of marble, and bears an inscription m Persian, which fixes tlie date ot 
the faqiVs death at 759 H., = (1357, A. I).). 

24. Kotala, seven miles south-west of Nuh. Masjid, built by a Klmuazada in the 
time of Firuz Shull, about 1400, A. D. The gateway is handsome and is approached by a 
line flight of steps. Tbe architecture of the interior resembles the Hindu style. General 
Cunningham gives a description of the mosque and a facsimile of the inscription Wer tho 
gateway, which gives the date. (Archaeological Survey Report, Volume XX, pages } . 
and PL XXXI). The inscription gives the Khanazadfis as Bahadur Naha? and Hatim 
Khan. 

25. Malab, four miles south of Nuh, Masjid of Majnwi Shah, in the town, it 
measures 116' x 119', and was built by Majnun Shah, faqir, 200 yoars ago. It is m good 
preservation, and is used by the Muhammadans for worship.

2G. lirozpur, 23 miles south of Nuh. Dargah of Alt ran Saiub , half a mile from tho 
town. This tomb is in a fair state of preservation. There is a yard G& x 44'm which are 
a small mosque, several tombs and a dome. They were built under the Mussulman 
supremacy, but date and builders are unknown. 

27. Hill Jhir, a Hindu temple, near the town. It is situated by the side of a 
waterfall in a ravine and is dedicated to Malm Deo. It was built 130 years ago by a 
faqir. 

28. Hera Tope, 500 feet west of Bhund, one-and-half miles west of Fl ™*P* ir : f 
tompomd at the bottom of the bills 150 x 121'. It. ooo tams a buiH.i.g bb x 40 earn to 
In: vo been made by baniyfis. Daulat Mm, Bauiya, made a row of buildings and a dooi- 
w.iy. There is a lah-khfina under the central building.

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31. Khosi, three miles east by south of Pinangwah. Dargah of Shah Choka, on the 
top of a hill in the village. The tomb is 30 feet square and has buildings all round it. 
Tho enclosure is 189 feet square. It is in a fair state of preservation, and an annual fair 
is held. Amongst Mussulmans it is celebrated as a place for detecting theft by subjecting 
suspected persons to the ordeal of holding grains of idee in their mouth.

32. Hodal , 32 miles south-east of Solmn. Tank in the town, dated 1789, S. 
= 1732, A. D. It is 300 feet square, and was built by Kashi RAra, Jat Ohowdri of Hodal, 
who was connected with Suraj Mull of Bhartpur by marriage. To the west is a large 
building called the Kaeherri, 80' x 57'. The ^oors are 18 feet high and 9 feet broad, and 
are made of sangbasi, a yellow' and white stone, from Bhdrlpiir. On the east is a screened 
balcony, two-storeyed, with three doors below and above, in good order. To the south of 
the Kaeherri is a red stone Chatri, with 24 pillars, in good repair. There is also a second 
chatri and a temple ad jacent to it, and two monuments to the memory of women who 
preformed sati. 

33. Kucha tank, about 400 years old in the town, in pretty fair condition. It is 
320 feet long by 216 feet broad. In reality it is of masonry, but it has no flights of steps. 
It is supposed to have been built by some Binjava. 

34. Pandu Pun, a tower and tank, a quarter of a koss south-east of the town. It 
was built by Naina and Megha, Brahmins, servants of the Bhartpur family, for the use of 
faqirs, who added the surrounding buildings within an enclosure 136’ x 66', together with 
an idol, named Brijbliusau and a kacha tank with three flights of masonry steps. The site 
is said to have bceu occupied by a temple from the earliest times. The place is now in ruins, 
but the tank is used by faqirs for bathing and drinking purposes. 

35. Baoli, one koss from the town. It was built by Kashi Ram Ohowdri of Hodal 
150 years ago. The well is in good repair and the water is extensively used for various 
purposes. 


86. Sit Sai, four miles east of Hodal. A temple, dedicated to Laklishun Narayan, 
kuowu as Parda Niith. There is a kacha tank, named Kus&gar, with masonry steps on 
the south side. Close by is a house built by the R&ja of Balahgarh l^alf n century ago. 
The gateway was built by a baniya of Rajpiir. This temple has given rise to some 
sanguinary encounters between the inhabitants of Banswa in this District and Hattana in 
the Mattra district. *

37. Pahfial, 29 miles south-east of Gurgaon, Maqbara of Moshan Ch-irfiyk, in the 
town. This tomb was erected by Rosban ChirAgh, faqir, who is buried here. Tradition 
says that lie received a contribution of one stone from every cart that carried stoue from 
Bhartpur towards Dehli. The place is in fair preservation but not used. 

38. Jama Masjid, in the town. It is 113 x 72,’ and is supported by 30 pillars and

It is an 
octagonal tomb each side measuring 15 feet. Below is a tah-khana. It is now in ruins,, 
having been built 500 years ago in memory of Shtihbaz. It is not used. 


43. Pachohan, u tank, near the town, 125 years old. Tho masonry steps and 
walls on two sides were built by Har Lull Guru, Qanungo of Palwal. It is in fair preserva¬ 
tion and is in use. 

44. Dargah of Ahmad Chishli, six miles east of Palwal, a tomb, in ruins, built 300- 
years ago. It is 84' x 57/ is only 11 feet high and has three doorways. It was erected, 
by a Binjari. The Nuq&r Kluiua was erected some 200 years ago by the wife of Hasan 
All, Wazir of an Emperor of Dehli. The plp.ee has considerable local reputation. 


DEHLI DISTRICT. 

1. Ruins of Indraprastha or Indarpat .—The city of Indraprastha was founded 
1450, B. C. No one knows exactly where it was situated. Some say it extended from 
modern Dehli to the Qutb. Others say that its northern boundary lay somewhere between 
tho north and south of the present city. Others say that the site on which tho Parana 
Qila now stands was that of Indraprastha. “ No ruins mark the ground where Indra¬ 
prastha once flourished.” (Car r Stephen). This Pur ana Qila is said to have been built by 
Anang Pal, I. “ There is not a stone there which can confidently be said to belong to the 
city of the Tonwar.” (Carr Stephen). Parana Qila was repaired by Humayun who 
changed its name to Din Pan ah. Slier Shfih strengthened Din Panah and built in it the 
ICukna Ma-jid and the tower oher Mandal. Slier Shah changed the name of Din Panah 
to that of Shergarh and Dehli Slier Shdhi. 

It may be as well here to state that modern Dehli wa3 built by SLuihjahan after 
whom it was called Shtihjahdnabad. 

I.—The original city was Indraprastha. 

H,—The next was Dilli, or Delhi or Dehli. Whether this second city was built 
on Indraprastha or near where the iron pillar now is, has not been }'et 
decided. There is a distance of six miles between these places. 

[II,—The third city wa~ Qila Rdi Pithora, built round about the Qutb and iron, 
pillar. Thi 3 was built by Rfija Pirthvi Raj. 

IV—Kaiqobad built Naia Shahr at Kilo Kheri. 

V.—'Ala-ud-din, Khdji, built the fort Siri which became the capital of the Dehli 
empire. (On his coins he calls it ee Hazral Dehli. ) 

VI, —Gyns-ud-din Tuglaq removed the seat of Government to Tugbtqdbad to tho 

east of the Kutub. 

VII. —Muhammad Tuglaq, son of iho above, built Adilab&d south of TuglaqUbad, 

and besides this enclosed Siri and Qila Rni Pithora, and called this now 
city Jahanpttnab. 

VIII.—Feroz Shah, cousin and successor of Muhammad Tuglaq, abandoning 
these old capitals built 1 ’"‘hell in- adorned with tho pillar of Asoka.

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v . Gateway of AU-ud-din, A. D. 1300. This magnificent gateway of red sand ¬ 
stone and marble is highly decorated with delicately chiselled patterns of unrivalled 
excellence. It is the southern entrance to the mosque. It was built by Ala-ud-din 
Khilji, and it is a specimen of Pathan architecture at its highest perfection. 


9. QuLb Mindr . —A magnificent tower 240 feet high, 11 miles from Dehli. It is 
five storeys high. Each storey has a balcony at the top. The flotations of the column 
are different in each storey. There are bands of inscriptions round each storey. It was 
commenced by Qutb-ud-din Aibak and finished by Altamsh. Peroz Shah repaired it. 
The column was used as the Mindr of the mosque, from which the Azan or call to prayers 
was sounded. It is now in excellent preservation in possession of Government, and well 
looked after by Government Officers. 


10. Unfinished Mindr of Ala-ud-din Muhammad Shdh, Khilji, in the neighbour¬ 
hood of the Qutb Miner. It is the commencement of a tower which was to have been 
twice as high as the Qutb. Ala-ud-din died before lie had finished even the first storey. 
It is now jnst as it. was left by the workmen, a rough nnfaced heap of masonry, with a 
flight of steps going up it inside. 

11. Uauz Shamsi or tank of Shams-ud-din Altamsh, a mile from the Qutb and 
domed pavilion. The tank covers a hundred acres. The dome or pavilion stands on a 
masonry terrace 2^ feet high and 1 2 feet square, in the middle of the tank. ^ It is supported 
by It) stone pillars, eight feet high, which enclose a room 24 feet square. I here are many 
gravi.' all round the tank. The pavilion was built by Ala-ud-din Khilji Muhammad 
Sh6h Tuglaq repaired the tank which was originally built by Shams-ud-din Altamsh, 
on the spot where All, nephew of Muhammad, appeared to him in a dream. 

12. Tomb of Sultan Ghdri, A. I). 1231, style early Pathan. This is a tomb and 
crypr. (gluir) in a square enclosure, built of grey Debit stone and decorated with sculp¬ 
tured and inscribed marble. It is situated in the village of Malikpur, four miles north¬ 
west of the Qutb. It is the tomb of Niisir-ud-din Muhammad Shah, eldest son of 
Altamsh. Gbari is an adjective formed from gbar, a cave or crypt. He died in 
A. D 1223. 


13. Tomb of Shams-ud-din Altamsh .—It is of red sandstone and marble, richly 
decorated with delicately chiselled patterns and inscriptions on stone. It has no dome. IX 
is the oldest Muhammadan tomb in India, and “ one of the richest examples of Him n 
art applied to Muhammadan purposes.” 


14. Tombs of I\ukn-ud-din Firoz Shah /, and Muh-ud-d'm, Bahrain Shah , A. D. 
J237 and 1242. Two tombs similar in construction with rubble masonry domes on stone 
pillars in the village of Malikptir. These are the tombs of the sons and successors of 
Altamsh. It is m t known which is which. In their present form th°y are the work of 
Firoz Shah Tuglaq.

It is a work of Alri-ud-ain, Muhammad Shah, Khilji, now in ruins. It had a madrassa or 
college built on one of its sides by Firoz Shah. The hollow of the tank, 70 acres in area, 
is now cultivated. The houses are inhabited by the cultivators. 


20. Siri, A. D. 1308.—Ruins of the ancient capital the 5th under (1). 1; was 
built, by Ala-ud-dfu, Khilji. It is now in ruins Only walls nre left.. Siri is two miles 
north-east of the Q.utb at a place uow called Shahpur.* 


21. IJaziir Sitm Palace .—Ruins of a palace of 1,000 pillars in Siri. Now' a heap of 
ruins with only one or two pillars standing. Built by Ala-ud-din. The villagers possess it. 

22. Tomb of Ala~ud-din, Khilji, A. D., 1315.—An insignificant tomb of stone in a 
roofless room on one of the sides of a quadrangle, near the Qutb. The walls arc bare. 
It is in a very dilapidated condition. It was repaired by Firoz Shah. There were a 
masjid and a college attached. Both have disappeared. Here lies “ the second Alexan¬ 
der.” f * sil&andar us SaniP 


23. Tuglaqdbdd , ruins of a fortified city and citadel, A. D. 1321-23.—Tho 
gigantic fort of an old Pathan Sultun, four miles east of the Qutb on the Badnrpur road. 
It is one of the most interesting and complete ruins of a city and fort. It is in possession 
of Government. 

24. Tomb of Qyiis-ud-din, Tuglaq Shah, A. D. 132G.—A red sandstone aud 
marble tomb, fortified and connected with Tuglaq’s fort by a well-known viadmu. ir stood 
in a lake formet^by making a dam between Adilab&d and TuglaqaMd. This most perfect 
specimen of a Pathdn warrior’s tomb is in excellent preservation ami in possession of 
Government. It has lately been repaired by the Public Works Department. 

25. Adildhad, 1325-51, A. D.—This is a small fort after the style of T»glnq;ibud. 
It was built by Muhammad Tuglaq and named after him. On his coins he rails hiins.elf 

Us Sultan-ul-Adil, ” the just Sultan. 

26. Jahan Panah, 1327, A. D.—The space enclosed beween two lines of fortifica¬ 
tion which counect Siri and Rai Pithora’s Qila. 'These lines were built by Muhammad 
Tuglaq. There was a mint here in the time of Slier Shah Siin. Some of his finest 
rupees bear the name of Jahun Panah on them. This would seem to imply that this part 
was inhabited by the towns folk in spite of the new capitals of the emperors. It is now 
in ruin. 

27. Tomb of Niiam-ud-din Anlia , A. 1). 1324.—•This man was a saint and 
politician, a prophet, who plotted to secure the fulfilment of his own prophecies, n most 
consummate aud unscrupulous hypocrite. Tho tomb has had something or other done to it 
by most of the Sultans of Dehli from Firoz Sh£U to Akbar, II, which Inst emperor in 1823, 
A. D., placed the present marble, dome on it, so that the tomb is a mixture of styles. This 
tomb is in a village near Humavun’s tomb bearing the name of this man. The tomb is in 
excellent repair, and is m possession of Government but used by Mussulmans. It. has boeu 
repaired by the Public Works Department. 

28. Janidat hhana, or mosque of NizAtn-qd-din, A. D. 1353,—It is a fine specimen 
of the “ severe style M of PathAn architecture, and is situated on the western side nf iho 
enclosure of Nizain-ud-dm’a tomb. It is of red sandstone and but little decorated. It i, in 
fair order and in possession of Government. The Mussalm&ns use it and whitewash it 
periodically from top to bottom both inside and outside. 

29. Bauli of Anam-vd-diti, near his tomb. It was built in the workmen of Nizam- 
ud-din, ami it was tho cause of the quarrel between him and Tuglaq .Shah. It is m pos¬ 
session of Government and is used by tyulianmiadaus who keep it in repair from private 
subscriptions. Date 1321, A. D. 

80. Tonfb oj the Post hhusrau, a red sandstone and marble tomb with trellis work 
-and decorations in the neighbourhood of the toriib of Nizum-ud-din. Tho present tomb 
Was built in 1606, A. D Iki* poet was a great man in the time of Ald-ud-uin. If'-; « mg-* 
are still most popular, Hie.tomb is uj possession of 'Mubammadnns. It is repaired by tho 
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''ylTliage^community, who by means of whitewash and cheap repairs have managed to des¬ 
troy a good deal of its beauty. 

31. Tomb of Shaikh Salah-ud-din .—A domed red sandstone tomb with lattice 
work and-stone pillars. The grave is of marble. It is situated a mile from Klnrki village, 
lie was a man of learning ami piety and a stem moralist. He lived in tho reign of Muham¬ 
mad Tugtaq to whom he often administered severe rebukes which were received kindly. 
The tomb is in a fair state of repair.

this tomb. 

43. Tomb of Mubarak Shdh .—This is a massive octagonal building of the grey 
stone of the country, in a large Implemented enclosure. It is five miles south of L c- • 
Date 1435, A. D. Style, 2nd Pathan. The interior has beeu much damaged b\ tin 
building having been used as a dwelling. It is in good repair. 

44. Tomb of Muhammad Shdh, 3rd Syud King .-This is a massive octagonal build¬ 
ing with a verandah but no courtyard. It is in the village of Khairpnr near Safdtfr Jang - 
tomb. It is in fair repair but there is a considerable vegetable growth on the roat and 
dome, It is sketched and described by Fergusson, volume II, page 6oo. Date 144,> A. . 

45 Tomb of Bahlol Lodi .— A square tomb of plain solid masonry, nine miles south 
of Dehli and near the slirino of Ohiragh Dehli. It is in fair repair but is used as a resi¬ 
dence by the Khadim of Ohiragh Dehli shrine. This tomb was built by Stkandar Lodi, 
son of Bahlol. Date I486, A. D. Bahlol was the 1st Lodi Sultan. 

46 Pani Burj —Five domes of the 2nd Pathan style, in the village of Knuehanpur, 
six miles south of modern Dehli. They are in a dilapidated condition. It is said they 
were built by Sikandar Lodi about 1488, A. D. 

47. Basil Buoli - Remains of a large domed gateway, mosque and tomb, and 
a spring of water near the village of Nizam-ud-din. They are m a dilapidated condition, 
Khwaja Sara Basil Khan was a man of importance m the time of Sikandar Lodi.

Learned men differ in their opinions as to 
the period when these tombs were built. The northern tomb is said to be that of Ibrahim 
Lodf; but his tomb is at Panipat. The accounts given of the southern one are pronounced 
absurd.. 

54. Tomb of Khicaja Khizr at Sonepat .—A remarkably fine stone tomb at Sonepat, 
29 miles north of Dehli, in fair preservation and in possession of Muhammadans. Kliwftja 
Khizr flourished in the reign of Ibrahim Lodhi. 

55. Jamdli Kamdli, mosque and tomb in the old village of Qutb Sahib near the 
Outb Minar. The mosque which was apparently never finished is of grey stone with marble 
arches, handsomely chiselled and ornamented. The tomb is a room m the court-vard. It 
is very extensively decorated with encaustic tiles and paintings and sculptured marble. 
Jamdli was a famous man of Sikandar Lodhi’s time and Kamdh was Ins brother I he 
walls Jamalia and Kannilia on the right bank of the Indus at Attock were named after 
these men. The mosque is of the later Lodhi style, or of the beginning of the third 1 athan 
style, it has lately been done something to by the Public AVorks Department. 

56. Tomb of hndvx Zdmin .—The tomb is a very pretty domed room, 24 feet square 
and 54 feet high/ There are three screens of latticework, supported by 12 pillar*, the 
capitals and bo£U of which are tastefully carved There wan inscription over door¬ 
way which tells ms that Imam Zdmin was a “ Jesus of the world of asceticism and a 
M,/rs of the mountain.”

The enclosure wall and two gates and part of mosque were built in the reign of 
Islam Shah Sun. Qutb Sahib was a great Muhammadan Saint, who died in 1285, A/D. 
Islam Slmh (1541-51, A. D.) erected this wall. The original mosque was of mud. The 
tomb is so still. 


GO. Mosque and tomb of Isd Khdn. —This mosque and octagonal tomb are in a 
large walled enclosure near the west gateway of the village Arab Sarai. They are of grey 
stone with red sandstone and encaustic tile ornamentations. There are inscriptions. Isa 
Khan was an influential noble of the time of Slier Shah and Islam Shall. Date 1547, A. 1). 

G4. Arab Sardi .—A walled village with flue gateway near Humayuu’s tomb. 
Hsiji Begarff, wife of Huimiyuu, brought 000 Arabs with her from Mecca, and settled them 
here. The eastern gate was built by Jahangir. Date A. D. 15G0. 

65. Khair-ul-Munaril .—A mosque and ruins of a college, almost in front of the 
western gate of the Purana Qila. ltubble and plaster work, ornamented parts of red sand¬ 
stone, coloured medallions and carved stone flowers. Inscriptions. The buildings are in 
a neglected dilapidated condition. They are in possession of Government. They were built 
by Maham Ankah, wet-nurse of Akbar and mother of Adham Khan, A. D. 1561. 

GO. llumdyun's Tomb.— A red sandstone building with marble dome, 41- miles 
south of Debit. It is in good repair, and in possession of Government. It has been put in 
order by Public Works Department. It is the first known example of the Mogul stylo of 
architecture, which reached its perfection in the Titj Mahal at. Agia. In the same 
enclosure is a small tomb of red and grey sandstone, the history of which is unknown. 
Round the grave of Hu indy tin are buried Haji Regain, his wife, Dura Slnkoli, sou of Shah 
Jaluin, Azi'm Shah, son of Aurangzeb, Farritklisir Uafhi-ud-darjat and Hnfi.ombdoulat and 
Alaunnr II. In this tomb Bahadur Shah, the last, Mogul emperor of Dehli was taken 
prisoner by Hodson in 1857 , and along with liitn his sons also were seized. I’hov were 
Shot on entering the city. 

This magnificent tomb was built by ITftji Regain and Akbar. It was finished in 

3569, A. D., at a cost of 15 lacs. 

67. Torrb of Adham Khdn.— An octagonal tomb, massively built of grey stone : of 
stern simplicity, second Patluin style. It is near the Qutb. It is in good repair, but repairs 
h*ve been executed very clumsily. It is in possession of Government, and is used as a 
Police rest-house. Adham Khan was a chief of Akhar’s time, the sou of his wei-nursc. Jle 
was executed Jor tho murder of Akbar’s foster father, Azhn Khan, by being thrown on or 
the parapet of the palace at- Agra. Not being killed the first time he 'was thrown "\er a 
second. The building though erected in Mogul times is clearly of the second Patluin stylo. 
It is a great curiosity. The dome is particularly fine. Date 1565-70, A. D. 

68. Nili Chhatri or Tomb of Naubat Khan .—Ruins of an enclosure, a gateway and 
an octagonal tomb ornamented with encaustic tiles. It is mi (way between Parana Qila and 
the tomb of Niznm-ud-din. Naubat Khan was one of Akbar’s Amirs. Date 1565, A. lb 

69 Tomb of A’dm Khdn. — A tomb of sandstone with ornamental and decorated mar¬ 
ble 1566 A. D. Jt is three miles south of Debit near Nfizam-ud-din. In a ueg l •••.•ted and. 
unsatisfactory condition. Shams-ud-diu Muhammad A*/ini Khan was foster father of 
Akbar This is one of the prettiest tombs round Dolill.

— A mosque faced with reel sandstone, with plastered brick¬ 
work here and there. It stands in front of the Lahori gate of modern Dehli. It was 
built by the Sarhandi Begam of Shah Jalnin in the year 1650, A. D. It is a small mosque. 

, 87 \ Moti Masjid, a small, but remarkably beautiful marble mosque in the palace 

buildings in the fort. It is in good repair and in possession of Government. It has been 
repaired by the I ublic Works Department. It was formerly the chapel royal, and was 
used by the belies of the court. It is no longer used. It was built by Aurangzeb in 1659, 
A. D. it cost 1,60,000 rupees. During the mutiny it was damaged by a shot. 

88 Tomb of Jahdndra Begum, a marble monument. The grave is covered with 
grass. I here is a marble trellis work enclosure. It is situated in the villa-e of Niz-im- 
nd-dm and is in good repair. She was the daughter of Shah Jalniu, and a famous beauty 
European travellers tell sad stories about her. When Shall Jalnln was deposed she shared 
his imprisonment. She died in Dehli in 1681, A. D. She erected her tomb during her 
life-time. At the head of the grass covered grave is an inscription to this effect ° 

“ Over iny tomb let tho green grass wave ; 

A coverlet meet for my humble grave ” 

There must have been something of sterling good in her, if she could hate such a man as 
Aurangzeb. 

On the right of the grave of Jah&nara is that of Mirza Nili,son of Shall Alum and 
on the left that of Jaunil-un-nissa, the daughter of Akbar II. 

89. Raushandrd Begum's tomb in the gardens known bv her name. The tomh 
is in good repair. The gardens have been altered by the civil authorities, and no longer 
retain any peculiar oriental features. They are now in possession of Government. Bau- 
slianara was the favorite sister of Aurangzeb, aud the most determined enemy of her brother 
Data Shikoh. Like her sister many stories are told of her showing she was far from 
virtuous. She laid out this garden in 1650, A. D. She died in 1670, A. D. 

90. Zinat-ul-masfid. —A mosque of red sandstone with black and white marble. 
Tliero are inscriptions. It stands on the banks of the river. In fair repair, Ini| it is 
much altered by modern additions. It was used for some time after the mutiny as an 
artillery barrack. It is now in possession of the Muhammadans who do not, however, 
repair it. They ought to be urged to do so, as it is fast going to ruin. It is next to the 
Jama Masjid, the most important mosque in Dehli. It was built by Zhiat-nl-Mahab 
daughter of Aurangzeb in 1700, A. D. She died the same year; and is here buried in a tomb 
in the enclosure. This tomb was destroyed after the mutiny, the marble monument was 
removed, and the tomb levelled with the ground. 

91. Mausoleum and Madrnssa of Ghd;i-nd*din Khdn ,—The tomb is in a qluu ^ 
rangle about 300 ieet square. On the west is a mosque. There is a vast number of rooms 
The whole is built of common masonry and sandstone. The mQsque is of red sauctstoue 
There is a large number of screens. This qnadrangle was outside tho Aimere gate but 
m 1808 when the British Government repaired the walls of the citv, it was included i„ it 
The college was closed m l.Oo for want of funds.

. mounted by three niarble domes, striped vertically with narrow bands of blue’: marble 
and with pinnacles of white marble. It is in the village of Mahrauli near the Qwtb H

93. Grave of Sh-lh Alum Bahadur Shah .—A marble grave enclosed by marble 
walls in the village of Mahrauli near the Qutb. It is in good order and in possession of 
Government, by whom repairs are executed. Bahddor Shah died after a short reign at 
Lahore. He was buried here. 


94. Mosque of Raushan-ud-daulat or the Sonehri Masjid .—A mosque of ordinary 
stoue with red sandstone pillars and gilt domes and fiuials, whence it name Sonehri 
Masjid. It is in the Chandni Chauk, Dehli, and is in good repair being in possession of 
Government. It is remarkable only for its historical interest. Here Nadir Shah 
sat and watched the massacre of the people of Dehli in 1739, A. D. (See Jonas Hanway’s 
Travels and Life of Nadir Shah). 


95. Grave of Muhammad Shah .—A marble tomb stone in an enclosure of marble 
lattice work, in the village of Nfzam-ud-dm. It is in good repair and in possession ol 
Government. He, Muhammad Shdh, was the last Emperor of Dehli, who sat upon the 
Peacock throne, for in his reign Nadir Shdh invaded Indiq and took it away with him. 
When the history of Muhammad Shdh is written fully and plainly, it will be seen why the 
Mogul empire so entirely collapsed. Muhammad Shdh died 1748, A. D. 

I'd. Jmi tar Mantar .—An observatory with instruments of red stone. It is oil the 
road to the Qutb, a short distance from the city of Dehli. It is in a neglected state, and 
in possession of the Jaipur State. It was made in the reign of Muhammad Shall, A. D. 
1 721, by Jai Singh, Rajah of Atnbhere anil founder of the principality of Jaipur. The work 
was never finished owing to the death of the projector and the subsequent confusions of 
ike empire. 

97. FaJchr-ul-maejid .—A mosque of red sandstouo and white marble. It has 
inscriptions. It is situated near the Kashmiri gate, in the city. It is in good order and 
belongs to the Skinner estate. It was built by Kakhr-un-nissa Begam, the wife of 
Shuja-ul-Khan, an Amir of the court of Aurangzeb, in 1728, A. D. 


98. Sonehri Masjid (the second) of Raushnn*ud-daulat. This was built iu tho 
I'iiiz bazaar by Rau.shan-ud-daukt in 1745, A. D., 24 years after the building of bis first 
mosque in the Clnlndni Chauk. It is only 57 feet long and 32 feet broad. The domes 
of this mosque were Covered with copper gilt plates, which were used for the repair of th<4 
domes of the mosque in Ohfindm Chauk. The materials of tho despoiled domes have 
almost disappeared. There is an inscription on the eastern wall of the mosque, in which 
the builder modestly calls himself the lord of beneficence and bounty, and says of this 
building that it is heavenlike in loftiness. (It is 24 feet high), of the water of the tank 
he says?" Whoever has washed himself in it has purged away his sins.” 

99. (fid ski gardens and Palace .-—The palace in utter uin. The garden laid out 
in modern style. They are near the Kashmiri gate of the city of Dehli and in possession 
of Government. Qudsia Begam was the wife of Muhammad Shah. She laid out. tho 
gardens in 1748, A. D. There is a mosque in the south-east corner, which is interesting as 
having belonged to the palace. During tho siege of Dehli, this mosque formed (ho 
extreme left of the attack aud the garden was the last earth trod by many an English¬ 
man. 


1 < o. Sonehri mo .fid of Jatidhhan .—A sandstone mosque with small inscriptions 
mar ti e Ibrj, in g«"d condition aud in possession of Government. Repaired by Public 
Work* Department. It is a very good specimen of the late Mogul style. Javid KUdn 
who built- it in 1751, A. D., was a courtier of the time of Aluuad Shdh. 

j oi. Sofdar Gan (fa tomb .—A large tomb, built somowhat like Humnyun’s of 
i-ed sandstone and lnafble. It is ou the Qutb road about five miles from Dehli. Ib is in 
u fair smtci of preservation, but the grounds round it need looking after. It. is in posses* 
e .u of (jo-< rumout and is repaired by the Public Works Department.

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1 juilt "by Shnja-ud-daulat, Viceroy of Oudh and son of Safdar Jang in 1753, A. D. It 
has been said of it that “ it is the last grand effort of Mogul architecture.” 


102. Lai Bangalah .---Two domed buildings of later Mogul ancliitecture. They 
are of brickwork, faced with saudstono and situated a short distance from the Ptmlua 
Qila. It belongs to Government and lias been repaired. Shah Alam appropriated this 
Lai Bangalah as his family cemetery. The style of architecture is late Mogul, of which it 
is au elegant specimen. It is called Lai Bangalah from Lai Kanwar, mother of Shah 
Alam, who was buried here about 100 years ago. 

103. Tomb of Nojaf Khan .—In a large ruined enclosure in All Ganj near modern. 
Debit is this flat roofed red sandstone building. It is 90 feet square and 10 feet high 
The tomb stones are of marble and are inscribed. Najaf Khan was a man <»f great 
ability in the time of Shah Alara. “ At his death lie wichlod all the power of the emmre ” 
He died in 1782, A. D. 

104. Tomb of Shah Alam, in a partially enclosed ground near the Moti Musi id at 
Mahrauli. It is of white marble and is erected on a slab of the same material. Shall 
Alam, the blind king of Dehli died in 1806, A. D. The tomb is in good repair ami is in 
possession of Government. 

105. Tomb of Alebar II —An inscribed black marble tombstone on white marble 
base, near the tomb of Sliah Alam to the right. This tomh stood over the grave of Oasiiu 
Ali Hervi, who died in 656, A. II. = 1258, A. D. Akbar, II, died in 1837, A. I). Between 
the tombs of Shtili Alam and Akbar II, Bahadur Shah, the Mutineer, reserved a place for 
himself. He died, however, in Rangoon and was there buried. 

106. Tomb of Mirza Jahangir .—A marble enclosure of trellis work, with a marble 
tomb stone. It is in tlie village of Nizam-ud-din and is in good repair. Mirza Jahangir 
was the son of Akbar II, and was a dissipated and turbulent youth. He died in 1S82 , 
A. D., at Allahubdd. His body was brought to Dehli and his mother Nawtib Mumtaz 
Mahal built this tomb.
